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MAYOR'S  ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council: — 

To-day  it  is  my  honorable  privilege  to  stand  before 
you  for  the  second  time  as  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Worcester.  The  distinction  attending  an  election  to  this 
position  is  great  under  any  circumstances,  but  this  year 
I  feel  that  the  honor  conferred  upon  me  by  my  fellow- 
citizens  is  unusually  complimentary,  in  view  of  the  moral 
questions  involved  in  our  last  municipal  contest,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  business  considerations  of  the  hour.  In 
proportion  to  the  importance  of  my  office  I  am  truly 
grateful  to  my  constituents,  and  it  is  my  determination 
to  serve  the  city  to  the  best  of  my  ability  in  order  that  I 
may  add  to  her  interests  and  attest  these  expressions 
of  my  appreciation. 

The  usual  steady  growth  of  our  city  has  not  been 
lessened  during  the  past  year,  but  on  the  contrary  it  has 
increased,  and  if  we  can  possibly  judge  from  the  statistics 
at  hand,  the  population  is  now  about  75,000.  For- 
tunately our  people  are,  as  a  rule,  of  an  industrious  and 
progressive  turn  of  mind,  and  we  are  consequently  able 
to  pursue  our  business  affairs  without  the  continual  fear 

of  outbreaks  or  ungrounded  labor  agitations.    The  char- 
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acter  of  our  citizens  is  such,  that  any  public  improve- 
ment is  generally  commended  and  eagerly  sought  by 
our  tax-payers.  For  such  reasons  as  these  the  City  of 
Worcester  holds  a  leading  place  among  the  cities  of  our 
country,  and  is  looked  to  as  an  example  to  follow.  The 
system  of  private  ownership  of  homes  so  noticeable 
here  has  much  to  do  with  the  attainment  of  sound,  sub- 
stantial government  by  the  people,  and  the  idea  ought 
to  be  encouraged  in  every  possible  way. 

The  Fire  and  Police  Departments  have  been  man- 
aged with  great  ability  and  efficiency,  and  they  challenge 
comparison  with  similar  departments  in  other  cities.  In 
speaking  of  these  two  departments  I  do  not  wish  it  un- 
derstood that  all  others  have  not  been  administered  with 
equal  skill,  but  simply  to  call  attention  to  the  fact,  that 
these  departments,  with  which  there  has  been  so  much 
internal  trouble  and  external  complaint,  have  been  put 
on  a  sound  and  satisfactory  business  basis.  I  feel  that 
other  branches  of  the  city  affairs  have  been  conscien- 
tiously attended  to,  and  with  unprecedented  good  results, 
as  in  the  Water  and  Sewer  Departments,  where  more 
work  has  been  accomplished  for  less  money  than  ever 
before. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  congratulate  you  on 
the  condition  of  the  city's  finances  and  the  great 
advancement  made  in  the  character  and  extent  of  public 
improvements.  The  facts  warrant  me  in  saying  that  the 
public  money  has  been  judiciously  and  economically  ex- 
pended. Our  financial  standing  is  as  high  as  that  of  any 
city  in  the  United  States,  as  can  be  seen  from  the  rate  of 
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interest  at  which  we  can  borrow.  We  have  been  able  to 
obtain  money  on  temporary  loans  at  the  rate  of  two  and 
three-fourths  per  cent.,  which  indicates  a  satisfactory 
state  of  affairs.  The  net  amount  of  the  city's  indebted- 
ness is  $2,209,816.34.  To  offset  this  we  own  property 
consisting  of  school-houses,  engine-houses,  and  other 
real  estate,  to  say  nothing  of  fire  apparatus,  school 
supplies,  etc.,  etc.,  to  the  amount  of  $1,483,722.  From 
these  statements  we  can  see  that  the  city  is  on  a  sound 
financial  footing. 

There  has  been  more  or  less  public  criticism  of  the 
work  of  the  City  Assessors,  and  much  consequent  com- 
plaint of  the  rate  of  taxation  of  the  past  year.  While 
I  am  not  disposed  to  personally  defend  one  side  or  the 
other,  I  do  not  wish  to  pass  over  this  question  without 
referring  to  it.  It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  some  prop- 
erty in  Worcester  is  not  properly  taxed  and  the  Asses- 
sors themselves  realize  the  fact.  It  should,  however,  be 
remembered  that  the  vast  amount  of  rise  in  value  of 
property  is  in  the  business  portion  of  the  city,  and  this 
increase  of  worth  in  the  central  localities  keeps  pace 
with  the  increase  of  our  population.  The  matter  is  not 
an  easy  one  to  remedy,  as  the  experience  of  other 
municipalities  shows. 

There  is  a  second  reason  more  important  than  the  first 
for  the  inefficiency  of  the  Assessors,  and  that  is  the  com- 
paratively useless  board  of  assistants.  The  fault  here  is 
in  our  method  of  elections,  which  is  such  that  the  posi- 
tion of  Assistant  Assessor  amounts,  in  many  cases, 
to  nothing  more  than  a  reward  for  services  rendered  to 
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some  influential  political  leader.  In  this  way  we  have 
a  number  of  property  appraisers  to  whom  the  value 
of  real  estate  is  a  puzzle  beyond  comprehension.  The 
fault  is  glaring,  but  I  trust  not  without  remedy.  There 
is  now  a  proposition  before  the  City  Council  to  authorize 
the  Mayor  to  appeal  to  the  General  Court  for  a  change 
in  our  City  Charter,  so  that  hereafter  the  Assessors  may 
appoint  their  own  assistants.  If  this  is  done  it  only  re- 
mains with  the  City  Council  to  elect  as  Assessors  men 
qualified  for  the  office,  if  such  can  be  found  to  assume 
the  duties  of  the  place. 

During  the  present  year  we  shall  have  to  add  only 
$33,000  to  the  Sinking  Fund  as  against  $99,000  in  1886. 
In  this  amount  alone  the  rate  of  taxation  will  be  re- 
duced about  one  and  one-fourth  per  cent.  Again,  if  we 
can  estimate  the  amount  we  shall  receive  for  licenses  by 
the  returns  in  1885,  we  shall  make  a  further  reduction 
of  about  one  per  cent,  on  the  total  rate  of  taxation. 
Since,  however,  the  appropriations  will  necessarily  be 
larger  than  those  of  last  year,  we  cannot  fairly  count 
upon  a  greater  reduction  over  last  year's  rate  than  one 
and  one-half  or  two  per  cent.  If  we  can  do  this,  it 
seems  to  me  that  there  will  be  no  ground  for  complaint. 

Before  considering  in  detail  the  work  of  our  various 
departments  I  wish  to  say  a  word  in  regard  to  our  school 
system.  It  has  long  been  known  at  home  and  abroad 
that  our  educational  institutions  are  of  the  first  order. 
The  past  year  has  been  no  exception  to  the  rule  of 
steady  progress.  The  attendance  has  been  very  large, 
and  the  entire  management  has  been  carried  out  without 
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the  slightest  conflict,  and  altogether  free  from  jealousies 
and  personal  discord.  This  condition  is  due  to  the  inter- 
est of  all  classes  of  our  citizens  in  school  work,  and  to 
the  liberality  shown  in  the  appropriations  for  that  pur- 
pose. I  most  feelingly  urge  a  continuance  of  this  policy, 
and  advise  that  the  School  Department  be  the  last  to  feel 
the  drawbacks  necessarily  arising  from  limited  means. 

Finances. 

On  the  30th  of  November,  1886,  the  gross  funded 
debt  of  the  city,  including  all  sewer  and  water  loans, 
amounted  to  $3,506,700 — showing  an  increase  of  the 
gross  funded  debt  during  the  last  financial  year  of 
$117,000.  On  the  same  date  the  city  debt,  less  sinking 
funds  and  cash  in  the  city  treasury,  was  $2,209,816.34, 
as  against  $2,394,914.64  on  the  30th  of  November, 
1885,  showing  a  decrease  of  the  net  funded  debt  during 
the  year  of  $185,098.30.  There  was  no  floating  debt 
outstanding  November  30th,  1886. 

The  funded  debt,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  comprised 
coupon  bonds,  to  the  amount  of  $521,500,  and  registered 
bonds,  to  the  amount  of  $2,985,200,  a  total  of  $3,506,- 
700,  as  before  stated.  Of  the  last  named  amount  the 
sum  of  $878,300  bears  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per 
cent,  per  annum;  $760,000  at  five  per  cent,  per  annum; 
$140,000  at  four  and  one-half  per  cent.;  $1,578,400  at 
four  per  cent.,  and  $150,000  at  three  and  one-half  per 
cent. 

Since  November  30th,  $100,000  of  the  five  per  cent, 
loan,  maturing  1st  inst.,  has  been  paid  and  cancelled. 
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On  the  first  of  January,  1888,  the  second  of  our  new 
ten-year  five  per  cent,  loans,  $60,000  in  amount,  will  be 
paid  out  of  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Sinking  Fund 
Commission.  Of  the  old  six  per  cent,  funded  loans 
now  outstanding,  one  registered  bond  for  $23,000 
becomes  due  on  the  first  of  June,  1887,  and  will  doubt- 
less be  paid  by  the  Commissioners  out  of  money  belong- 
ing to  the  General  Debt  Sinking  Fund  of  1875.  In 
that  event  there  will  be  no  renewal  of  any  funded  debt 
during  the  current  municipal  year. 

The  City  Sinking  Funds  on  the  30th  of  November 
last,  amounted  to  $860,846.91.  Of  this  amount  the 
sum  of  $320,139.48  is  held  for  the  redemption  of  the  old 
debt  of  1875,  whether  still  outstanding  or  merged  in 
renewals,  and  the  balance  of  $540,707.43,  which  includes 
the  $100,000  paid  out  on  the  1st  inst.,  is  pledged  for  the 
redemption  at  maturity  of  all  new  city  debts  created 
under  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  "  regulating  muni- 
cipal indebtedness." 

The  cash  contributions  paid  over  to  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Sinking  Funds  during  the  last  financial 
year  amounted  to  $139,367.61.  This  amount  includes 
the  sum  of  $99,000  raised  by  taxation  in  1886,  the 
unexpended  balances  of  appropriations  of  1885,  and  the 
revenue  from  sewer  assessments,  water  rates,  etc.,  of 
that  year,  the  whole  amounting  to  $40,367.61.  In  con- 
nection with  this  it  may  be  proper  to  add  that  as  the 
unexpended  balances  and  other  items  of  revenue  availa- 
ble for  sinking  fund  purposes  amount  to  $97,849.01,  in 
1886,  as  against  $34,567.31,  in  1885,  it  will  be  necessary 
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to  provide  an  additional  sum  of  only  $33,000,  during  the 
current  financial  year,  in  order  to  fully  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  Commissioners  in  regard  to  the 
sinking  fund  contributions  for  1887. 

According  to  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  the  several 
trust  funds  belonging  to  the  city  on  the  30th  of  Novem- 
ber, 1886,  amounted  to  $261,012.99  as  against  the  sum 
of  $242,632.65  November  30th,  1885.  The  increase 
during  the  past  year  is  largely  due  to  the  sales  of  real 
estate,  on  account  of  the  Jaques  Hospital  Fund,  the 
proceeds  thereof  becoming  a  part  of  the  investments  in 
charge  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Hospital  Funds.

For  details  in  regard  to  receipts  and  payments  on 
account  of  these  funds  I  refer  you  to  the  annual  reports 
of  the  several  boards  and  commissions  having  them  in 
charge,  and  also  to  the  reports  of  the  City  Treasurer. 
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From  the  accounts  of  the  City  Auditor  it  appears  that 
during  the  last  year  the  receipts  from  all  sources,

For  particulars  in  reference  to  the  appropriations, 
receipts  and  payments  of  the  various  city  departments, 
and  also  in  regard  to  the  city  assets,  liabilities  and  other 
matters  of  interest,  I  need  only  to  refer  you  to  the 
annual  reports  of  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer,  both  of 
which  will  be  presented  for  your  consideration  this 
evening. 


Seweus. 


There  are  now  before  the  Committee  on  Sewers  thir- 
ty-two petitions  for  sewers  in  different  parts  of  the  city 
which,  if  granted,  would  call  for  an  expenditure  of  from 
$80,000  to  $90,000.  The  Sewer  Committee  is,  however, 
of  the  opinion  that  some  of  these  petitions  can  be  passed 
over  for  a  year  or  two  without  any  material  inconven- 
ience to  the  petitioners.  Many  others  should  receive  a 
favorable  answer  to  their  petitions,  and  the  Sewer  Com- 
mittee consequently  recommends  the  appropriation  of 
$70,000  for  the  coming  year.  This  amount  to  be  used 
somewhat  as  follows: — 

Elm  and  North  Merrick  Streets,   $3,181  00 

Charlotte  and  Florence  Streets  and  vicinity,   10,450  00 

Parker,  Page  and  Kingsbury  Streets,   5,731  00 

Several  Sewers  on  Union  Hill,   3,000  00

Beaver  and  Florence  Streets,   2,085  00 

The  Hammond  Street  district,  recommended  last  year 

but  not  constructed,   4,727  00 


It  is  also  necessary  to  extend  the  work  in  the  South- 
ern District  by  the  construction  of  sewers  in  Southgate, 
Grand,  Canterbury  and  Wyman  Streets  with  connecting 
sewers.  This  work  is  greatly  needed  and  can  be  done 
at  a  cost  of  $15,000.00. 

The  work  just  mentioned  ought  to  be  done,  as  at 
present  there  is  the  greatest  difficulty  in  taking  care  of 
the  sewage,  since  the  cesspools  are  practically  useless. 
Work  has  already  been  ordered  in  a  few  small  sewers, 
the  cost  of  which  will  be  about  $1,845.00. 

The  committee's  recommendation  includes  the  appro- 
priation of  $10,914.75  for  the  construction  of  small  sew- 
ers petitioned  for,  and  also  an  additional  amount  of 
$2,150.25  for  contingencies.  The  rapid  increase  of  the 
extension  of  the  sewer  system  calls  for  additional  ex- 
pense in  cleaning  and  repairing  the  sewers  and  catch- 
basins. 

The  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Sewers  has  conse- 
quently asked  for  an  appropriation  of  $12,000.00  for 
Sewer  maintenance.  This  is  an  increase  of  $2,000.00 
over  last  year's  appropriation.  The  sewer  system  of 
the  city  consists  of  56  44-100  miles  of  sewers,  which 
shows  an  increase  of  5  55-100  miles  during  the  past 
year.  There  are  also  1221  catch-basins,  and  2082  man- 
holes. 
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Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Legislature  last  year  passed  an  Act  to  "  estab- 
lish a  system  of  sewage  disposal  for  the  city  of  Worces- 
ter." This  act  provides  that  "  the  city  of  Worcester 
shall,  without  being  limited  to  any  particular  system, 
within  four  years  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  remove 
from  its  sewage  before  it  is  discharged  into  the  Black- 
stone  river,  the  offensive  and  polluting  properties  and 
substances  therein,  so  that  after  its  discharge  into  said 
river,  either  directly  or  through  its  tributaries,  it  shall 
not  create  a  nuisance  or  endanger  the  public  health." 
This  is,  at  the  best,  a  serious  matter  to  the  city,  and  it 
is  apt  to  call  for  the  expenditure  of  much  money.  The 
City  Engineer  is  at  present  at  work  upon  the  question, 
and  will  submit  for  your  consideration,  during  the  early 
part  of  the  current  year,  a  report  with  plans  for  the  dis- 
posal of  the  sewage  of  the  city  in  compliance  with  the 
law. 

Street  Construction. 

There  are  two  streets  decreed  by  the  City  Council 
which  will  have  to  be  constructed  during  the  present 
year  in  order  to  hold  the  locations;  one  to  run  from 
Shrewsbury  Street  to  East  Central,  and  the  other  to 
run  over  the  Mill  Brook  Sewer  between  Franklin  and 
Pond  Streets.  The  cost  of  the  former  is  estimated  at 
$8,965.00,  of  the  latter  $5,660.00.  It  is  desirable  to 
construct  the  latter  street  in  connection  with  the  Frank- 
lin Street  Bridge,  which,  although  ordered  by  the

County  Commissioners,  remains  unbuilt.  There  is  no 
question  but  that  this  much  needed  improvement  will 
have  to  be  completed  this  year.  The  cost  to  the  city 
will  be  $30,000.00.  The  work  was  not  done  last  year 
inasmuch  as  all  persons  interested  agreed  upon  a  post- 
ponement, but  such  delay  will  probably  be  no  longer 
possible. 

Orders  have  been  adopted  for  constructing  these 
streets,  decreed  in  1886:  May  wood  Street  from  Main 
Street  to  Park  Avenue;  the  Jo  Bill  Road  from  Salis- 
bury to  Boynton  Street;  Hollywood  Street  from  May 
to  Oberlin  Street;  and  Norwood  Street  from  Main  to 
Woodland  Street. 

The  estimates  for  the  above  mentioned  work  are  as 
follows : —

Owing  to  the  prospective  increase  of  travel  through 
Hermon  Street,  caused  by  the  removal  of  the  Norwich 
and  Worcester  Railroad  freight  yard  from  Park  Street 
to  the  south  of  Madison  Street,  thereby  practically 
closing  up  J ackson  Street,  it  was  deemed  best  to  enter 
into  an  agreement  with  the  railroad  company  to  move 
back  the  abutments  to  the  Hermon  Street  Bridge,  thus 
obtaining  a  width  of  forty  feet,  and  nearly  two  feet 
more  head  room.  By  the  terms  of  this  agreement  the 
railroad  company  is  to  do  all  the  work  and  furnish  all 
the  materials  necessary  to  remove  said  abutments,  now 
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projecting  five  feet  on  each  side,  to  the  street  lines,  and 
to  place  a  new  bridge  across  the  street.  The  city  is  to 
pay  for  moving  one  abutment  only,  at  a  cost  of  about 
$1,200.00. 

The  City  Council  recently  adopted  an  order  calling 
for  the  widening  of  Union  Street  under  the  Foster 
Street  and  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  Bridges.  This 
work,  if  done  this  year,  will  necessitate  an  outlay  of 
$8,225.00.  There  are  also  unpaid  damages  amounting 
to  $2,560.00.  These  were  in  last  year's  estimates  but 
have  not  been  accepted,  and  may  now  be  increased 
since  some  of  the  damages  are  to  be  settled  by  the 
courts. 

The  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Highways  and 
Sidewalks  ask  that  at  least  $58,000.00  be  appropriated 
for  Street  Construction  this  year. 

Sidewalks  axd  Paving. 

Each  year  there  is  an  increasing  demand  for  side- 
walks, and  there  is  no  work  done  by  the  city  that  con- 
tributes more  to  the  convenience  of  the  public.  A 
liberal  appropriation  for  this  purpose  means  a  decrease 
in  the  cost  of  repairing,  as  a  paved  gutter  prevents  the 
streets  from  washing  and  preserves  the  outline  or  crown 
of  the  street.  It  is  estimated  that  $15,000.00  will  be 
required  for  sidewalks  during  the  present  year.  The 
paving  ought  to  be  extended  as  fast  as  possible,  since 
the  rapid  growth  of  the  city  means  a  great  wear  and 
tear  on  the  streets.    A  well  paved  street  will  wear  with 
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but  little  repairing  for  a  period  varying  from  twelve  to 
fifteen  years,  so  that  the  ultimate  cost  of  such  a  road  is 
less  than  the  macadmized  or  gravel  road. 

Paving  is  the  only  method  of  keeping  the  business 
streets  in  good  condition,  particularly  those  in  which 
there  are  street  railroad  tracks,  since  in  such  streets  the 
travel  is  confined  to  a  narrow  space  on  each  side  of  the 
tracks.  For  this  reason  streets  having  tracks  should 
receive  the  first  attention.  Southbridge  Street  from  the 
Norwich  and  Worcester  Railroad  to  the  railroad  bridges 
should  be  paved,  also  Trumbull  Square  and  Green  Street 
as  far  as  the  Providence  and  Worcester  freight  house. 
If  it  is  thought  best  to  do  this  work  the  cost  will  be — 
for  Southbridge  Street  $12,776.00;  for  Trumbull  Square 
and  Green  Street  $5,228.00.  Other  places  of  limited 
extent  should  also  receive  attention;  so  that  an  appro- 
priation of  $20,000.00  will  be  needed  for  the  present 
year. 

It  is  most  important  that  our  streets  should  be  kept 
in  repair.  Next  to  paving  macadamizing  seems  to  be 
the  most  approved  method  of  making  streets,  and  this 
system  has  been  increasing  each  year, — a  natural  out- 
come of  the  small  supply  of  gravel.  Macadamized 
roads  are  cheaper  in  the  end  than  those  made  of  gravel, 
but  the  real  worth  of  the  system  cannot  be  realized  with 
the  present  method  of  rolling  by  horse-power.  Worces- 
ter ought  to  own  a  steam-roller,  a  possession  of  almost 
every  other  New  England  city,  all  of  which  testify  that 
their  roads  so  rolled  wear  longer  and  remain  in  much 
better  condition  than  when  rolled  by  a  horse-roller. 
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An  appropriation  of  $60,000.00  is  needed  for  Street 
Maintenance. 

Street  Sprinkleto. 

One  year  ago  I  spoke  of  the  weak  points  of  the 
method  of  payment  for  watering  the  streets.  At  that 
time  I  made  recommendations  for  changing  the  plan  then 
in  vogue,  and  subsequently  urged  the  desirability  of  in- 
vestigation into  the  customs  of  other  cities.  It  was  not 
my  intention  to  force  my  own  notions  upon  the  city,  but 
rather  to  have  some  more  just  and  better  way  to  obtain 
street  sprinkling  in  streets  where  the  majority  of  the 
residents  desire  it.  The  matter  was  laid  before  the 
committee,  but  to  all  appearances  the  members  lacked 
the  courage  to  take  action  on  the  question.  At  this  time 
I  again  call  attention  to  the  matter  of  watering  streets, 
and  renew  my  recommendations  of  1886. 

Water. 

The  city  is  again  fortunate  in  possessing  an  abundant 
supply  of  water.  All  the  reservoirs  are  full  and  every- 
thing connected  with  them  is  in  good  condition. 

During  the  past  year  a  new  dwelling-house  has  been 
built  at  the  Lynde  Brook  Reservoir,  and  extensive  re- 
pairs have  been  made  to  the  barn  and  shed.  The  cost 
of  all  these  improvements  was  $2,431.50.  Many  repairs 
have  also  been  made  on  the  foundation  of  the  south 
gate  house  and  the  dam  on  the  east  side  of  Bell  Pond. 
The  cost  of  these  repairs  was  $1,123.87. 

In  the  year  1885  the  amount  of  new  pipe  laid  was 
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2.23  miles,  at  a  cost  of  $36,967.26.  The  amount  of  pipe 
relaid  was  3.25  miles,  at  a  cost  of  $55,133.90. 

In  the  year  1886  the  amount  of  new  pipe  laid  was 
2.38  miles,  at  a  cost  of  $33,494.  The  amount  of  pipe 
relaid  was  4.27  miles,  at  a  cost  of  $48,270.83. 

The  amount  of  new  cast-iron  pipe  laid  during  the  past 
year  was  2.38  miles.  The  amount  of  cement-lined  main 
pipe  taken  up  and  replaced  with  cast-iron  pipe  was  4.27 
miles. 

The  total  amount  of  main  pipe  now  in  use  is  100 
miles;  of  service  pipe,  68  miles. 

The  number  of  service  pipes  added  to  the  works  dur- 
ing the  past  year  was  438,  making  the  total  number  in 
use  7,629. 

Forty-one  miles  of  cement-lined  main  pipe  are  now 
in  use  and  it  causes  much  annoyance  and  expense  from 
leaks.  It  is  poor  pipe,  and  it  is  earnestly  recommended 
that  a  large  amount  be  taken  out  each  year. 

The  barn  on  Thomas  street  is  by  all  means  too  small, 
and  I  recommend  that  larger  stable  accommodations  be 
furnished  the  Water  Department. 

The  Water  Committee  ask  for  an  appropriation  of 
$35,000  for  water  service  construction  in  1887. 

For  the  year  ending  November  30th,  1886,  bills  for 
water  have  been  rendered  to  the  City  Treasurer  for  col-

During  the  year  the  sum  of  $4,336.08  has  been  de- 
ducted from  the  amount  charged  for  water  rates  and 
metered  water,  owing  to  changes  from  annual  rates, 
adjustment  of  bills  of  water  takers,  and  by  votes  of  the 
committee. 

The  total  cost  of  the  Water  Works  to  December  1st, 
1886,  was  $1,746,404.39. 

Lighting  Streets. 


There  are  now  112  electric  lights,  650  gas  lights,  and 
1449  gasoline  lights  in  the  lighting  system  of  the  city. 
The  electric  lights  are  furnished  by  the  Worcester  Elec- 
tric Light  Company  for  60  cents  each  per  night,  from 
darkness  till  daylight.  The  contract  expires  April  1st, 
1887. 

The  gas  is  furnished  by  the  Worcester  Gas  Com- 
pany. The  question  of  price  is  at  the  present  time 
unsettled,  the  contract  having  expired  in  the  middle  of 
the  past  year.  Efforts  have  been  made  by  the  Joint 
Standing  Committee  on  Lighting  Streets  to  have  a  price 
fixed,  but  as  yet  they  have  not  been  successful. 

Mr.  Patrick  Ronayne  has  the  contract  for  lighting 
and  extinguishing  the  gas  lights.  The  price  paid  is  2 
cents  per  light  each  night.    Mr.  Ronayne  also  has  the 
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contract  for  furnishing  and  running  the  gasoline  lights 
for  5  7-8  cents  per  light  each  night.  Both  these 
contracts  expire  March  1st,  1887. 

The  rapid  advancement  in  the  science  of  electric  light- 
ing indicates  a  continual  decrease  in  the  running 
expenses  of  a  plant,  and  the  city  should  and  probably  will 
take  advantage  of  this  fact,  and  secure  more  lights  for 
street  purposes  at  a  less  cost.  It  seems  to  me  that  the 
time  is  not  far  off  when  all  our  streets  will  be  lighted  by 
electricity.  There  is  nothing  so  conducive  to  a  well 
governed  city  as  plenty  of  light,  and  surely  Worcester 
is  to-day  looked  upon  as  one  of  the  best  lighted  cities 
in  the  country.  The  Joint  Standing  Committee  on 
Lighting  Streets  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $65,000  for 
the  present  year. 

Schools. 

No  interest  of  an  intelligent  community  is  of  more 
importance  than  the  proper  education  of  the  children,  be- 
cause upon  them  at  no  distant  day  the  responsibilities 
of  citizenship  will  rest.  If  they  are  trained  to  be  intel- 
ligent, honest,  and  industrious,  we  can  well  leave  the 
cares  of  the  future  in  their  hands.  A  large  part  of  this 
training  belongs  to  the  parents.  No  public  action  in 
providing  schools  can  relieve  fathers  and  mothers  of  the 
duty  of  rearing  their  children  in  habits  of  morality,  fru- 
gality and  self  reliance.  The  work  can  never  be  thor- 
oughly done  by  public  institutions,  no  matter  how  ex- 
cellent may  be  their  methods.  The  very  excellence  of

any  school  may  be  an  evil,  if  parents  rely  wholly  upon 
such  for  the  training  of  their  children. 

The  public  schools  are  believed  to  be  in  excellent  con- 
dition. There  is  connected  with  them  a  corps  of  276 
well  trained  and  faithful  teachers.  The  school-houses 
are  comfortable  and  well  supplied  with  books  and  appa- 
ratus. Year  by  year  improvements  are  made  in  the 
methods  of  heating,  ventilating  and  in  the  kind  of  school 
furniture.  If  something  is  done  each  year  in  these 
directions,  we  shall  keep  abreast  with  the  times  and 
avoid  any  single  large  outlay. 

The  entire  management  of  the  schools  is  vested  in  a 
school  committee,  the  members  of  which  have  no  other 
duties;  but  the  appropriations  are  made  by  the  City 
Council.  I  recommend  the  same  liberality  in  this  de- 
partment that  has  been  noticeable  in  years  past  and  al- 
ways approved  by  the  general  public.  There  is  no 
disposition  on  the  part  of  the  School  Committee  to  in- 
cur unnecessary  expense,  although  the  growth  of  the 
city  demands  larger  appropriations  each  year. 

The  school  census  for  1886  is  13,795,  an  increase  of 
513  over  1885.  The  number  of  pupils  registered  is 
13,813,  an  increase  of  932.  The  average  number  be- 
longing to  the  schools  is  11,180,  an  increase  of  422, 
while  the  largest  number  in  attendance  at  any  one  time 
was  11,039,  an  increase  of  901.  In  the  High  School 
there  are  695  pupils  and  18  teachers.

For  the  present  year  the  committee  has  called  for  a 
new  .School-house  at  Jamesville  at  a  cost  of  $3,000.00 ; 
and  one  at  Adams  Square  at  a  cost  of  $12,000.00. 

Free  Public  Library. 

This  institution  has  performed  industriously  and 
effectively  the  work  laid  out  for  it  to  do.  The  Circulating 
Department  has  been  open  307  days,  the  Green  Library 
room  359  days,  and  the  lower  reading  room  365  days. 
The  number  of  books  given  out  for  use  at  home  or  in 
the  Library  building  is  201,815,  which  is  5,783  less  than 
during  the  preceding  year.  The  Librarian  accounts  for 
this  decrease  in  the  Circulating  Department  by  the  fact 
that  there  are  fewer  persons  unemployed  than  in  1885. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  volumes  has  been 
2,968,  making  the  total  number  of  books  in  the  Library 
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66,909.  There  are  also  on  file  150  papers,  besides  124 
magazines  and  reviews.  The  Librarian  strongly  urges 
the  necessity  of  increasing  the  capacity  of  the  Library, 
and  justly  affirms  that  the  building  is  even  now  insuffi- 
cient for  the  proper  disposition  of  Library  work.  This 
is  a  matter  which  ought  to  have  particular  and  imme- 
diate attention. 

The  amount  of  $16,041.52,  exclusive  of  the  income 
from  trust  funds,  was  spent  last  year.  The  sum  was 
supplied  principally  from  the  appropriation  of  $12,000 
and  the  dog  fund,  which  is  $900  more  for  the  present 
year.  This  year  $13,549  are  asked  for  ordinary 
expenses,  and  $1,485  for  extraordinary  outlays.  The 
purposes  for  which  the  sums  of  money  are  desired  are 
set  forth  carefully  in  the  application  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Library,  and  they  are  worthy  of  appre- 
ciative consideration  on  the  part  of  the  City  Govern- 
ment. 

Fire  Department. 

The  Fire  Department  has  performed  its  work  effi- 
ciently during  the  past  year,  and  has  in  all  respects 
maintained  the  good  reputation  it  has  long  since  earned, 
as  may  be  seen  from  the  very  complimentary  endorse- 
ment given  it  by  the  authorized  representatives  of  the 
New  England  Insurance  Exchange.  The  department 
has,  during  the  past  year,  been  increased  by  the  addi- 
tion of  two  new  companies,  one  at  South  Worcester  and 
the  other  on  Woodland  Street;  also  by  the  addition  of 
a  Hays  Truck  at  the  Prescott  Street  House. 
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The  change  in  the  character  of  buildings  in  the  centre 
of  the  city  necessitates  constant  modifications  in  the 
apparatus  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  the  Board  of 
Engineers  unite  with  the  Committee  on  Fire  Depart- 
ment in  recommending  the  immediate  purchase  of 
another  Hays  Truck.  This  would  demand  the  erection 
of  another  engine-house,  which  could  also  be  occupied 
by  Hose  No.  5.  In  some  sections  of  the  city  there  is 
a  very  perceptible  lack  of  hydrants.  Such  a  deficiency 
as  this  ought  by  all  means  to  be  carefully  looked  to. 

Those  well  acquainted  with  the  workings  of  the  Fire 
Department  heartily  approve  of  the  new  ordinance  and 
recommend  the  establishment  of  new  fire  limits  and 
new  building  regulations.  There  is  also  a  pressing 
call  for  an  increase  of  the  permanent  force  in  the  centre 
of  the  city.  The  addition  of  two  new  companies  will 
increase  the  year's  expenses  $4,300.  All  the  subjects 
which  I  have  mentioned  are  worthy  of  thought  and  con- 
sideration. 

The  committee  asks  for  an  appropriation  of  $60,000. 

Parks-Commission. 

Last  July  the  city  formally  assumed  all  the  rights 
that  the  First  Parish  may  be  found  to  possess  in  any 
portion  of  the  Common.  The  exact  value  of  these 
rights,  upon  which  it  was  found  impossible  to  agree, 
will  soon  be  determined  by  process  of  law.  The  exclu- 
sive ownership  of  that  tract  of  land  will  enable  the  city, 
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whenever  the  erection  of  a  new  municipal  building  can 
no  longer  be  deferred,  to  avail  itself  without  delay  of  a 
convenient  and  suitable  site. 

The  work  upon  Elm  Park  has  been  mainly  that  of 
perfecting  its  already  improved  condition.  Upon  Lake 
Park,  as  I  was  privileged  to  witness  at  the  dedication 
of  "  Forest  Nook,"  assiduous  labor  begins  to  show  what 
may  be  done  to  develop  the  latent  beauties  of  that 
extensive  territory.  A  report  has  been  submitted  by  the 
Parks-Commission,  advising  the  acquirement  of  several 
specified  parcels  of  land  in  various  sections  of  the  city, 
to  be  kept  and  enjoyed  as  parks  and  play-grounds.  A 
petition  to  the  General  Court  for  the  cession  of  a  tract 
owned  by  the  Commonwealth  has  been  authorized  by 
your  immediate  predecessors.  The  last  City  Council 
also  sanctioned  the  taking  of  a  tract  of  about  eight  and 
one-half  acres,  lying  north  of  Crystal  Street.  This 
acquisition  was  commended  to  that  body  by  considera- 
tions of  material  interest  to  the  whole  community. 

I  do  not  understand  that  the  Parks- Commission 
expected  the  wholesale  or  even  the  immediate  adoption 
of  their  plan,  but  they  offered  it  in  response  to  petitions, 
as  affording  a  choice  between  many  eligible  pieces  of 
land,  that  were  either  suggested  or  else  commended 
themselves.  I  ask  your  earnest  consideration  of  this  sub- 
ject, persuaded  as  I  am  that  it  is  one  of  vital  importance 
to  our  permanent  welfare. 

The  Parks-Commission  ask  for  the  appropriation  of 
$8,000  for  the  present  year. 
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City  Almshouse  Department. 

The  annual  inspection  of  the  City  Almshouse  and 
Farm,  held  on  October  31st,  1886,  showed  everything 
within  and  about  the  premises  to  be  in  its  usual  satisfac- 
tory condition,  and  evincing  the  same  signs  of  good 
management  that  has  characterized  it  for  years  past.

The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  recommend  that  the  attic 
of  the  west  wing  be  finished ;  that  the  walls  of  the  one- 
story  part  of  the  north  wing  be  carried  up  to  the  full 
height  of  the  rest  of  the  building,  thus  giving  rooms 
much  needed  for  the  proper  management  and  care  of 
the  insane  at  a  comparatively  small  cost.  The  Over- 
•  seers  also  urge  the  necessity  of  continuing  the  city 
water  pipes  from  their  present  terminus  at  Adams 
Square  to  the  Almshouse.  They  maintain  that  the 
$70,000  worth  of  buildings  at  the  Farm  demand  a  larger 
water  supply  than  can  now  be  had. 
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During  the  past  year  a  much  needed  addition  has 
been  made  to  the  horse  stable  at  an  expense  of  upwards 
of  two  thousand  dollars.  One  hundred  and  eighty-six 
persons  have  been  supported  at  the  Almshouse  this  past 
year.  Of  these  there  are  one  hundred  and  fifteen  now 
remaining. 

The  entire  cost  of  the  enlargement  of  the  horse 
stables,  completion  and  furnishing  of  the  addition  made 
last  year  was  $26,248.88. 

The  total  receipts  of  the  Farm,  Scavenger  depart- 
ment, and  Truant  School  were,   $7,847  03

City  Scavenger  Department. 

This  department  has  now  been  so  long  established  that 
nothing  need  be  said  in  its  defence  as  a  sanitary 
necessity.  As  the  collection  limits  are  becoming  larger 
each  year,  some  greater  facilities  ought  to  be  provided 
for  making  collections.

The  number  of  commitments  to  the  Truant  School 
during  the  year  has  been  29,  making  362  since  its 
founding  in  1863. 

Sixteen  out  of  the  42  members,  who  have  belonged  to 
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the  school  for  some  part  of  the  year,  remain  at  the  present 
time.  The  average  number  belonging  for  the  year  has 
been  14.    The  expense  has  averaged  $212.31  each.

City  Hospital. 

The  City  Hospital  is  doing  a  work  that  appeals  to  the 
respect  of  our  citizens  and  to  the  sympathies  of  the 
philanthropic.  Indeed,  the  institution  has  no  cause  to 
complain,  since  it  has  already  received  many  substantial 
gifts.  The  report  of  the  Trustees  calls  attention  to  the 
new  buildings  erected  by  the  generosity  of  Stephen 
Salisbury,  Esq.,  and  Mrs.  Sarah  Gill.  These  wards 
have  now  been  in  use  for  eight  months.  The  munifi- 
cent bequest  of  the  late  Helen  C.  Knowles  has  now 
become  available,  and  will  doubtless  be  used  during  the 
current  year.  The  will  of  Mrs.  Knowles  provides  that 
her  gift  be  used  for  the  construction,  etc.,  of  a  Lying-in 
Hospital  which,  up  to  the  present  time,  has  never  been 
provided  in  this  city.  While  this  bequest  adds  an 
important  department  to  the  Hospital  it  does  not 
increase  its  accommodations  for  the  general  run  of  city 
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patients,  and  I  am  informed  that  there  is  an  imperative 
demand  for  such  room.  It  is  likely  that  further  pro- 
vision will  soon  become  necessary.  The  growth  of 
the  city  naturally  increases  the  work  at  the  Hospital, 
and  during  the  last  year  the  number  of  patients  admitted 
has  been  15  per  cent,  over  those  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  appropriations  last  year  amounted  to  $10,500.00, 
of  which  the  sum  of  $1,400.00  was  turned  in,  as  a 
balance,  to  the  Sinking  Fund.  This  year  the  Trustees 
ask  for  $10,000.00,  which,  in  view  of  naturally  increased 
expenses,  is  fairly  a  proper  allowance. 

Hope  Cemetery. 

This  is  the  only  cemetery  under  the  control  of  the 
city.  Its  territory  is  principally  taken  up  by  remains 
removed  from  old  burial-grounds  and  by  free  burials. 
In  each  of  the  last  seven  years  there  has  been  an  average 
of  95  per  cent,  free  burials.  Three  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight  burials  were  made  in  the  year  ending  November 
30th,  1886,  and  during  the  same  time  one  hundred  and 
thirteen  lots  were  sold  for  $5,369.00.  Since  the  open- 
ing of  the  Cemetery  twenty-six  hundred  and  twenty 
lots  have  been  sold  for  $68,640.00.  Individual  proprie- 
tors have  expended  nearly  as  much  more  in  the  care 
and  ornamentation  of  their  property. 

A  new  tomb,  in  three  sections,  has  been  built  with 
the  appropriation  of  $5,000.00  granted  for  the  purpose. 
The  cost  of  Hope  Cemetery  to  the  city  has  been  small 
and  but  a  trifling  per  cent,  of  the  sums  received  from 
the  sales  of  old  burial-grounds.    The  prospective  needs 
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of  the  city  demand  the  purchase  of  adjoining  lands,  so 
that  the  increasing  calls  for  lots  can  be  met.  I  recom- 
mend to  the  City  Council  the  early  consideration  of  this 
matter. 

Police. 

The  growth  of  the  city  has  been  so  marked  that  the 
police  force  is  manifestly  too  small.  This  department 
now  numbers  80  men.  It  contains  one  marshal;  two 
assistant-marshals;  one  captain;  two  sergeants;  two 
detectives;  four  office  men,  one  day  and  night  each  at 
station;  and  sixty-eight  men  for  day  and  night  service. 

During  the  past  year  the  Police  have  been  over- 
worked, and  in  many  cases  it  has  caused  considerable 
annoyance  in  the  successful  management  of  criminal 
business.  The  number  of  extra  days'  work  performed 
by  officers  has  been  1,199,  which  is  more  than  at  first 
appears,  when  the  usual  hours  of  duty  are  considered. 
The  number  of  officers  summoned  to  court  has  been 
3,743,  and  in  addition  the  police  have  served  some  2,913 
warrants. 

There  are  a  number  of  districts  in  the  city  where 
there  is  absolutely  no  police  protection  after  midnight, 
and  there  are  many  more  where  the  beat  of  a  single 
officer  is  long  enough  for  the  services  of  three  men. 
Such  a  state  of  affairs  is  no  longer  prudent,  and  an 
increase  in  the  force  is  absolutely  necessary.  It  would, 
of  course,  be  folly  to  mention  here  the  weak  places 
referred  to,  but  information  will  be  given  to  you  at  the 
proper  place  and  time. 
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A  careful  investigation  into  the  needs  of  the  Police 
Department  shows  that  twenty  new  men  should  be 
added,  including  seventeen  men  for  day  and  night 
service,  two  court  officers  and  a  clerk.  I  therefore 
recommend  the  increase  of  the  Police  as  above,  and  also 
call  attention  to  the  need  of  introducing  the  Police 
Telegraph  and  Telephone  System. 

In  view  of  the  moral  questions  continually  arising  in 
the  community  there  is  probably  no  business  department 
of  the  city's  affairs,  which  can  so  mark  an  administra- 
tion for  good  or  bad  as  that  of  the  Police.    Unless  an 
officer  is  well  disposed  and  in  working  sympathy  with 
those  over  him  and  the  Mayor  in  office,  his  services  are 
worse  than  useless  on  the  force,  since  he  is  more  than 
liable  to  help  screen  vices  which,  without  his  interfer- 
ence, would  give  evidence  of  their  own  existence.  It 
is  not  to  be  expected  that  every  policeman  is  to  be  of 
the  same  political  opinion  as  the  Mayor  who  appoints 
him,  but  it  may  be  expected  and  demanded  that  officers 
on  duty  shall  not  enter  into  the  active  work  of  politics. 
In  so  doing  and  especially  in  plotting  against  the  suc- 
cess of  their  superiors  they  become  "  Offensive  Parti- 
sans," and  in  my  opinion  should  be  dealt  with  accord- 
ingly, in  order  that  we  may  have  a  force  of  men  who 
will  not  owe  their  position  to  the  temporary  influence 
of  party  leaders. 

Board  of  Health. 

The  work  of  this  board  has  on  the  whole  been  steady, 
and  is  marked  by  progressive  steps  in  several  direc- 
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tions.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  has  been  excel- 
lent during  the  past  year,  and  notwithstanding  the  large 
increase  in  population  the  number  of  deaths  has  been 
less  than  during  the  preceding  year.  Our  death-rate  for 
1885  was  17.38,  while  the  average  for  the  whole  State 
was  18.55. 

Every  case  of  contagious  disease  is  now  reported  to 
the  Board  by  the  attending  physician.  The  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  is  notified,  the  house  is  inspected  at 
once,  and  if  found  to  be  in  bad  condition  from  a  sanitary 
point  of  view,  the  owner  is  required  to  put  it  in  good 
order.  The  Board  has  begun  the  disinfection  of  houses 
where  deaths  have  occurred  from  contagious  disease, 
and  also  at  the  request  of  the  tenent  where  such  have 
not  resulted  fatally. 

The  operation  of  the  new  law  regulating  plumbing 
has  been  fairly  successful,  and  it  can  be  said  without 
fear  of  contradiction,  that  the  plumbing  done  in  the  past 
year  is  better  than  formerly.  There  is,  however,  a  broad 
field  for  operation  in  this  line,  and  the  Board  can  yet 
find  ample  opportunity  for  improvement. 

The  Liquor  Law. 

Last  year  the  voters  of  Worcester  decided  by  a  large 
majority  that  no  licenses  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  should  be  granted,  and  it  therefore  became  our 
imperative  duty  to  suppress,  as  far  as  possible,  the 
traffic  in  intoxicants.  That  duty  I  have  endeavored  to 
perform  fearlessly,  and  in  entire  good  faith,  and  there 
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has  been  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  police  have  been 
inefficient.  They  certainly  have  not  to  my  knowledge. 
This  policy  I  shall  unhesitatingly  continue  until  the 
expiration  of  the  year,  since  any  failure  to  so  do  would 
result  in  the  free  and  unrestricted  sale  of  liquor, — a  state 
of  things  which  no  right  minded  man  would  counten- 
ance for  a  moment. 

This  year  by  a  majority  equally  decisive  our  citizens 
have  voted  for  license,  and  we  are  bound  to  carry  out 
their  wishes  with  the  same  energy  that  we  have  mani- 
fested when  the  popular  verdict  was  otherwise.  I  pro- 
pose, therefore,  as  far  as  is  possible,  to  rigidly  and 
impartially  enforce  the  license  law,  and  I  shall  expect 
your  hearty  co-operation  in  so  doing.  I  do  not  inter- 
pret the  recent  vote  of  our  citizens  as  a  verdict  in  favor 
of  unrestricted  and  unregulated  licenses,  but  rather  as 
an  expression  of  the  popular  will  in  favor  of  a  wise, 
just,  and  discriminating  exercise  of  the  power  given  to 
cities  and  towns  under  the  law  of  regulating,  instead  of 
prohibiting  the  traffic  in  intoxicating  liquors.  With 
this  view  in  mind,  I  shall  favor  granting  licenses  to 
such  a  limited  number  of  persons  as  the  wants  of  the 
people  may  seem  to  require,  at  the  same  time  giving 
particular  attention  to  the  character  of  the  applicants, 
and  demanding  such  fees  for  licenses  and  such  securi- 
ties for  the  proper  conduct  of  business  under  them  as 
shall  tend  to  secure  the  enforcement  of  the  law,  and 
confine  the  sales  of  liquor  to  the  persons  licensed  for 
the  purpose.  To  secure  this  end  I  recommend  the 
appointment  of  a  special  committee  of  the  Board  of 
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Aldermen,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  carefully  and 
personally  investigate  the  claims  of  all  applicants  for 
common  victualler's  license,  and  to  report  thereon  to 
the  whole  Board.  By  these  means  we  shall  be  able  to 
assume  intelligently  the  direct  responsibility  in  this 
matter,  a  condition  which  the  people  can  justly  demand 
of  us. 

It  would  be  idle  for  me  in  connection  with  this  to 
enlarge  upon  the  evils  of  intemperance,  for  they  are 
fully  understood  and  appreciated;  therefore,  in  taking 
leave  of  this  subject  I  shall  only  ask  the  support  of  all 
good  citizens  in  our  efforts  to  so  regulate  the  sale  of 
intoxicants  as  to  prevent  the  increase  of  pauperism  and 
crime,  which  would  inevitably  follow  a  lax  and  feeble 
enforcement  of  the  law. 


Conclusion. 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council: — 

The  work  of  the  year  is  before  us  and  we  shall  have  to  meet 
it  with  a  spirit  of  energy,  if  we  wish  to  accomplish  it.  We  are 
particularly  fortunate  in  having  our  departments  in  charge  of 
most  capable  and  trustworthy  men,  and  we  may  be  sure  that 
our  instructions  will  be  carried  out  in  a  most  conscientious 
manner. 

I  have  had  recently  many  inquiries  as  to  a  contemplated 
improvement  through  private  munificence  that  will  be  of  great 
interest  and  importance  to  the  city.  I  am  authorized  to  assure 
the  citizens  of  Worcester  that  a  plan  is  well  matured  in  the 
direction  indicated,  and  that  it  will  soon  be  publicly  announced. 
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I  am  certain  that  there  is  no  lack  of  ability  in  the  City 
Council  as  at  present  constituted,  and  it  is  with  feelings  of 
great  pleasure  and  confidence  that  I  ask  your  sincere  co-opera- 
tion and  allegiance  in  the  transaction  of  the  business  entrusted  to 
us  by  our  expectant  and  honored  fellow-citizens.

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES. 


To  the  Hon.  Samuel  Winslow,  Mayor,  and  the  City  Council: — 

In  accordance  with  the  provision  of  the  ordinance,  the  Trustees 
of  the  City  Hospital  herewith  present  their  Sixteenth  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1886. 

The  year  which  has  just  closed  has  been  one  of  somewhat 
extraordinary  interest  to  those  who  have  witnessed  the  growth 
and  development  of  the  City  Hospital. 

The  Gill  Memorial  Ward  and  the  Salisbury  have  been  com- 
pleted during  the  year,  and  furnished  throughout,  ready  for  occu- 
pancy early  in  the  spring. 

This  pavilion,  which  was  made  possible  by  the  bountiful 
liberality  of  one  of  our  thoughtful  and  kind  Christian  women, 
Mrs.  Sarah  Gill,  joined  and  connected,  as  it  is,  with  the  costly 
and  imposing  structure  known  as  the  Salisbury,  also  made 
possible  by  the  open  handed  generosity  and  well  directed  liberal- 
ity of  our  associate,  Mr.  Stephen  Salisbury,  form,  as  it  were,  a 
department  of  the  City  Hospital  by  themselves,  and  increase  the 
facilities  for  treating  and  caring  for  patients  more  than  one 
third. 

The  pavilion  contains  twenty  beds  for  patients  besides  nurse- 
rooms,  pantries,  bath-rooms  and  closets,  and  the  Salisbury  can 
accommodate  nine  patients  in  private  rooms,  made  the  more 
accessible  by  an  elevator  to  the  rooms  in  the  upper  stories. 

This  Ward  and  building  have,  during  the  year  been  furnished 
throughout  with  neat,  convenient  and  comfortable  bedding  and 
furniture. 

The  department  is  gradually  becoming  occupied  and  is  in  use 
to  about  two-thirds  of  its  capacity  at  the  present  time. 
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The  Female  Wards. 

There  are  at  present  at  the  Hospital,  accommodations  for 
fifteen  female  patients  in  the  ward  and  three  private  rooms. 

The  accommodations  are  already  too  small  to  supply  the 
demands  upon  the  Hospital.  The  daily  average  for  the  last 
year  has  been  14.1,  and  at  times  every  bed  has  been  taken  and 
applicants  have  been  refused  admission  solely  for  want  of  room. 

If  the  Hospital  is  to  continue  its  natural  growth,  it  will  be 
seen  from  the  above  statment  that  there  is  need  of  further 
facilities  at  once  to  supply  the  present  demands  in  this 
direction. 

In  this  connection  we  present  the  following  communication  to 
the  Trustees  from  the  executors  of  the  will  of  the  late  Helen 
C.  Knowles : — 

"  Worcester,  Deo.  1,  1886. 

"To  the  Trustees  of  the  Worcester  City  Hospital: — 

Gentlemen  :  "The  9th  item  in  the  will  of  the  late  Helen 
C.  Knowles,  probated  Nov.  25,  1884,  is  as  follows: — 

' 1  give  and  bequeath  unto  the  City  of  Worcester  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000.)  in  trust  always,  the  income 
thereof  to  be  applied  under  the  direction  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
City  Hospital  for  the  maintenance  of  a  ward  in  that  institution 
to  be  devoted  to  the  treatment  of  poor  women  and  children,  who 
are  afflicted  with  incurable  diseases,  or  for  lying-in  purposes,  in 
which  latter  case  the  principal  may  be  used  for  building.' 

"After  an  informal  conference  with  the  Mayor  relative  to  this 
bequest  to  the  City,  it  was  thought  best  to  make  this  com- 
munication directly  to  your  body,  as  it  seems  to  us  that  the  City 
Council  would  prefer  that  you  should  designate  the  purpose,  for 
which  in  your  judgment  it  should  be  applied. 

"In  this  connection  it  becomes  our  duty  to  say  to  you  that  Mrs. 
Knowles  had  very  near  to  her  heart  the  welfare  of  poor  women 
and  children  who  are  afflicted  with  incurable  diseases,  and  she 
gave  earnest  expression,  when  executing  her  will,  to  the  hope 
that  this  bequest  might  be  applied  to  their  treatment. 

"Will  you  therefore  kindly  make  known  this  bequest  to  the 
City  Council  and  indicate  to  that  body,  your  preference  as  to  its 
disposition  and  at  the  same  time  communicate  the  fact  that 
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the  executors  of  Mrs.  Knowles'  Will  are  now  ready  to  make 
payment  to  the  City  of  Worcester  of  the  sura  of  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  ($25,000).

Upon  receipt  of  this  announcement  the  following  action 
was  taken  : — 

Voted,  Dec.  4,  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  be  instructed 
to  transmit  to  His  Honor,  the  Mayor  of  Worcester,  a  certified 
copy  of  the  communication  received  this  day  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  City  Hospital  from  the  executors  of  the  will  of  Mrs.  Helen 
C.  Knowles,  and  that  he  officially  inform  His  Honor,  that  the 
Trustees  have  elected  to  make  use  of  the  bequest  of  Mrs.  Knowles, 
for  lying-in  purposes  as  expressly  authorized  to  do  by  her  will. 

TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES. 

This  School  established  in  1883  continues  to  be  of  great  benefit 
to  the  Hospital  and  supplies  through  its  graduates  a  want  long  felt 
in  this  Community. 

The  pupils  of  the  school  have  done  the  entire  nursing  at  the 
Hospital  and  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner.  As  heretofore 
the  advanced  pupils  have,  under  Dr.  Peabody's  direction,  attended 
patients  in  private  families  outside  the  Hospital  and  thus  been 
a  source  of  some  income  to  the  Hospital. 

The  School  continues  under  the  efficient  management  of  Miss 
Z.  E.  Whitaker,  who  seems  peculiarly  well  adapted  to  her 
calling. 

The  graduates  who  have  gone  out  from  this  school  find  ready 
employment  in  families  in  this  city  and  community  at  prices 
fairly  remunerative  for  their  services. 

Administration. 

The  service  at  the  Hospital  remains  substantially  as  last  year. 
Dr.  C.  A.  Peabody  continues  as  Superintendent  and  Resident 
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Physician  and  is  now  entering  upon  his  eighth  year's  service  in 
this  capacity. 

His  management  continues  to  merit  and  receive  the  unqualified 
approval  of  the  Trustees.  Dr.  Peabody  is  specially  qualified  and 
adapted  to  the  peculiar  and  exacting  duties  of  his  office.  His 
familiarity  with  all  the  details  of  needs  and  supplies  for  the 
Hospital,  his  own  executive  ability,  his  excellent  skill  and  judg- 
ment in  dealing  with  all  sorts  of  people  in  their  various  condi- 
tions of  life  and  health,  his  rare  ability  to  at  once  determine 
who,  among  the  many  applicants,  should  be  admitted  to  the 
Hospital  make  his  services  the  more  valuable  each  year. 

In  addition  to  his  ordinary  duties  Dr.  Peabody  has  given  much 
time  and  thought  during  the  past  two  years  to  the  plans  for  the 
new  ward  and  building  and  to  the  elaboration  of  details  in  the 
arrangements  for  ventilation,  heat,  and  furnishing  the  same. 
He  has  proved  himself  a  well-informed,  faithful  and  efficient 
officer. 

His  report,  which  is  hereto  subjoined,  contains  valuable  sug- 
gestions and  information  as  to  the  present  condition  and  future 
needs  of  the  Hospital. 

Weekly  Expenses. 

The  average  weekly  expense  of  the  patients  the  last  year  has  been         $9  46

The  following  report  in  detail  of  the  receipts  and  expenses  of

Unexpended  Balance. 

It  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  remained  at  the 
expiration  of  the  present  fiscal  year  the  sum  of  one  thousand  four 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  dollars  and  forty-four  cents  to  be 
turned  over  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  of  the  city. 
This  is  not  because  more  money  was  appropriated  for  the  main- 
tenance than  was  actually  needed  for  that  purpose.  In  fact, 
under  ordinary  circumstances  every  dollar  would  have  been 
expended,  but  this  balance  is  due  to  the  fact  that  $7,645.07  were 
received  during  the  year  from  income  from  the  Jaques  Fund 
and  the  Tenney  Fund,  and  the  Trustees  estimated  that  only 
$7,000  would  be  received  from  these  sources,  and  $4,051.51  from 
paying  patients,  while  the  estimates  of  income  from  this  source 
was  only  $3,000. 
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Estimates  for  Maintaining  the  Hospital  for  the  Current  Year. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  and  conducting  the  Hospital  for  the 
ensuing  year,  based  upon  a  careful  consideration  of  every  item  of 
expected  expenses  as  laid  before  the  Board  by  Dr.  Peabody,  above 
the  anticipated  income  will  be  $10,000.  The  Trustees  therefore 
respectfully  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  for  this 
purpose. 

Medical  Staff. 

The  well-known  standing  of  the  physicians  who  compose  the 
Surgical  and  Medical  Staff  of  the  Hospital  is  a  guarantee  that 
excellent  skill  and  service  are  furnished  those  who  are  cared  for 
here.  The  members  of  the  Staff  continue  to  furnish  this  service 
gratuitously  at  the  Hospital  and  to  manifest  by  their  constant 
attendance  and  untiring  efforts  that  they  are  deeply  interested  in 
the  great  good  here  being  done. 

The  great  work  which  these  eminent  gentlemen  are  doing  for 
this  institution  cannot  be  forgotten.  They  merit  and  receive  our 
full  approval  and  deep  gratitude.

Twenty-eight  applicants  have  been  refused  admission,  17  males 
and  11  females.  Of  the  male  patients  33  per  cent,  were  laborers, 
and  51  per  cent,  were  single  or  widowers;  of  the  females  32 per 
cent,  were  domestics,  and  54  per  cent,  were  single  or  widows. 

It  is  now  five  years  since  the  new  hospital  was  first  occupied, 
and  year  by  year  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  number 
of  patients  admitted  ;  this  increase  presenting  an  annual  aver- 
age of  about  15  per  cent.  The  number  admitted  this  year  was 
10 
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509,  an  increase  over  the  number  last  year  (441)  of  15  per 
cent.,  or  the  same  as  the  average  for  the  last  five  years. 

These  figures  show  that  the  increase  of  this  year  is  not  due, 
alone,  to  the  fact  of  our  having  increased  accommodations,  but 
to  the  natural  growth  of  the  Hospital.  There  are,  as  yet,  no 
signs  that  this  growth  has  reached  its  proper  limit,  but  many 
indications  that  our  capacity  must  be  largely  increased  before  the 
Hospital  can  fully  occupy  its  legitimate  field,  and  fully  meet  the 
demands  justly  made  upon  it.  There  are  to-day  in  the  Hospital 
55  patients,  every  bed  in  the  wards  and  four  in  private  rooms  being 
occupied.  This  shows  that  the  new  wards  were  added  none  too 
soon,  and  that  the  need  which  was  felt  and  urged  in  former  re- 
ports was  a  real  one.  A  like  demand  and  one  as  real  now  exists  ; 
already  the  number  of  beds  for  women  is  found  to  be  too  small. 
We  have  fifteen,  and  three  private  rooms.  Our  daily  average  num- 
ber of  women  for  the  past  year  has  been  14,  and  many  times 
during  the  year  it  has  been  difficult  to  make  suitable  provision 
for  these  patients.  We  have  reached  the  limit  of  our  capacity 
here,  but  the  Hospital  is  still  growing,  and  this  demand  will  be- 
come more  and  more  pressing. 

The  new  wards,  which  were  designated  for  male  patients,  have 
been  occupied  eight  months,  and  are  very  satisfactory  in  all 
respects.  They  are  easily  warmed  and  well  ventilated,  and  add 
very  much  to  the  convenience  as  well  as  to  the  capacity  of  the 
Hospital. 

The  number  of  Ophthalmic  cases  treated  has  been  much  larger 
than  ever  before.  This  class  of  patients  has  heretofore  been 
small;  but  is  likely  to  show  a  large  increase  in  the  future.  A 
suitable  ward  or  room  for  these  cases  is  much  desired. 

There  have  been  two  births  during  the  year.  What  I  have 
said  in  former  reports  as  to  this  class  of  cases  remains  true,  but 
the  gratifying  prospect  of  an  early  provision  for  such  patients 
renders  its  repetition  now  unnecessary. 

The  work  of  the  laundry  increases  with  the  growth  of  the 
Hospital.  Our  primitive  arrangements  have  long  been  felt  to  be 
inadequate  and  lately  some  much  needed  machinery  has  been  pro- 
cured by  which  this  work  can  be  more  quickly  and  economically 
done.    Concerning  the  building  itself,  however,  it  is  necessary  to 
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repeat  the  language  of  my  last  two  reports.  It  is  very  appar- 
ent that  this  building,  designed  for  an  entirely  different  purpose, 
is  not  adapted  to  our  present  needs;  it  is  not  in  keeping  with  the 
rest  of  the  Hospital,  it  is  incomplete  and  inconvenient  and  should, 
at  once,  be  replaced  by  a  suitable  building,  in  which  we  should 
have  (what  we  now  have  not)  proper  arrangements  for  disinfect- 
ing clothing  as  well  as  for  the  ordinary  laundry  work. 

The  Training  School  for  Nurses  continues  to  be  a  very  im- 
portant and  successful  department  of  the  Hospital.  The  young 
ladies  who  are  the  pupils  of  the  school  do  all  the  work  of  nurs- 
ing, and  evince  a  devotion,  enthusiasm  and  painstaking  care  that 
receive  voluntary  testimony  from  many  grateful  patients. 

The  school  should  be  fostered  and  encouraged,  and  whatever 
will  add  to  its  welfare  should  be  provided  so  far  as  is  possible. 
And  here  I  refer  again  to  the  subject  of  a  "  Nurses'  Home  "  men- 
tioned in  former  reports,  and  frequently  alluded  to  by  members 
of  the  visiting  staff. 

There  are  now  fourteen  pupils  in  the  school  which  is  as  many  as 
we  can  accommodate,  and  more  commodious  and  cheerful  quarters 
for  them  are  very  much  desired. 

The  pupils  of  the  school  have  received  the  usual  text-book  and 
bedside  instruction  with  lectures  from  the  Matron  and  members  of 
the  staff,  also  a  course  of  anatomical  lectures,  which  were  much 
appreciated,  given  by  Dr.  A.  C.  Getchell,  a  former  house  officer. 

In  January  the  graduating  exercises  of  our  first  class  were  held 
at  the  Hospital  when  five  nurses  received  their  diplomas.  These 
graduates  are  now  all  engaged  in  private  work  in  this  city. 

Many  friends  of  the  Hospital  continue  to  manifest  their  inter- 
est in  various  ways. 

The  members  of  the  visiting  staff  have  rendered  faithful  ser- 
vice, the  value  of  which  cannot  be  too  highly  appreciated  ;  and 
all  who  are  connected  with  the  Hospital  have  shown  a  com- 
mendable interest  in  their  work. 

Finally,  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  continued 
and  considerate  favor  which  I  have  received  from  your  Board.

They  may 
be  left  at  the  Hospital  or  with  the  City  Messenger,  No.  1,  City 
Hall. 

ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS,  Etc. 

Applications  for  admission  of  patients  should  be  made  to  the 
Superintendent  at  the  Hospital,  on  each  day  of  the  week,  Sunday 
excepted,  between  9  and  11  o'clock  A.M. 
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Whenever  able  the  patient  should  apply  in  person.  When  not 
able  to  appear  in  person,  application  may  be  made  by  a  friend. 

Persons  carried  directly  to  the  Hospital  from  the  place  of  an 
accident  are  admitted  immediately  and  at  all  hours. 

No  person  having  any  contagious  disease  can  be  admitted,  and 
no  person  can  be  admitted  whose  case  is  judged  to  be  incurable, 
unless  temporarily  for  urgent  symptoms  which  are  deemed 
capable  of  being  relieved. 

The  ordinary  charge  per  week  for  accommodation  in  the 
wards  is  $10 — which  includes  medical  and  surgical  attendance, 
together  with  medicine,  nursing  and  washing.  Persons  who  are 
unable  to  pay,  and  whose  place  of  legal  settlement  is  Worcester, 
are  admitted  as  free  patients ;  all  other  free  patients  are  charged 
to  the  State  or  to  the  Towns  where  they  belong.  Patients  in 
private  rooms  are  charged  $14.00  or  more  per  week  according  to 
the  requirements  of  the  case. 

No  person  shall  visit  any  part  of  the  premises  except  on 
business  or  at  such  times  as  may  be  fixed  for  the  reception  of 
visitors  without  the  permission  of  the  Superintendent  or  some 
one  of  the  Trustees. 

On  Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday  of  each  week, 
from  3  to  4  o'clock  P.  M.,  friends  may  be  permitted  to  visit 
patients,  though  no  patient  shall  receive  more  than  two  visitors 
on  the  same  day.  In  all  cases,  however,  the  Trustees  or  Super- 
intendent may  exercise  discretionary  power  as  to  excluding  or 
admitting  visitors. 

No  visitor  shall  be  allowed  to  give  any  article  of  food  or  drink 
to  a  patient,  unless  by  permission  of  the  nurse  ;  and  any  article 
sent  to  a  patient  shall  be  left  with  the  Superintendent. 

TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES. 

The  Trustees  have  made  arrangements  for  giving,  at  the 
Hospital,  two  years'  training  to  women  desirous  of  becoming 
professional  nurses. 

Persons  wishing  to  receive  this  course  of  instruction  must  apply 
to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital. 
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Candidates  must  be  over  twenty-two  and  under  thirty-five 
years  of  age.  They  must  be  of  sound  health,  and  must  present, 
on  application,  a  certificate  from  some  responsible  person  as  to 
their  good  character. 

After  approval,  applicants  are  received  for  one  month  on 
probation.  During  this  month  they  are  boarded  and  lodged  at 
the  Hospital,  but  receive  no  compensation. 

Thej  are  subject  to  the  rules  of  the  Hospital,  and  are  under 
the  authority  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  and  Lady 
Superintendent  of  Nurses,  who  have  full  power  to  decide  as  to  the 
fitness  of  the  nurses  for  the  work,  and  the  propriety  of  retaining 
or  dismissing  them  at  the  end  of  the  month  of  trial.  The  same 
authority  can  discharge  them  at  any  time  in  case  of  misconduct 
or  inefficiency. 

They  reside  in  the  Hospital  and  serve  for  the  first  year  as 
assistants  in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital;  the  second  year  they 
will  be  expected  to  perform  any  duty  assigned  them  by  the  Lady 
Superintendent,  or  to  be  sent  to  private  cases  among  the  rich  or 
poor. 

Training. 

Those  fulfilling  the  conditions  of  the  probationary  month  are 
accepted  as  pupils.  They  must  sign  a  written  agreement  to 
remain  at  the  school  for  two  years,  and  to  conform  to  the  rules 
of  the  Hospital. 

The  instruction  includes  — 

1.  The  dressing  of  blisters,  burns,  sores  and  wounds;  the  preparation  and 
application  of  fomentations  and  poultices,  of  cups  and  leeches,  and  of  minor 
dressing. 

2.  Administration  of  enemas,  and  use  of  catheter. 

3.  The  best  method  of  rubbing  and  exercising  the  sick. 

4.  Management  of  helpless  patients;  changing  their  clothing,  giving  baths 
in  bed,  preventing  bed-sores,  and  managing  position. 

5.  Bandaging,  making  bandages  and  rollers,  and  lining  splints. 

6.  Making  beds  and  changing  sheets  while  the  patient  is  in  bed;  the  care 
of  patients'  rooms;  ventilation. 

7.  Certain  emergencies  and  how  to  treat  them. 

The  pupils  are  taught  to  prepare  food,  together  with  drinks 
and  stimulants  for  the  sick,  and  all  that  pertains  to  night,  in  dis- 
tinction from  day,  nursing. 
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They  are  taught  to  make  accurate  observations  of  the  state  of 
the  secretions,  expectoration,  pulse,  skin,  appetite,  temperature  of 
the  body,  intelligence  (as  delirium  of  stupor),  sleep,  condition  of 
wounds,  eruptions,  effect  of  diet,  stimulants,  or  medicines  ;  and  to 
learn  the  mannagement  of  convalescents. 

Instruction  will  be  given  by  attending  and  resident  physicians, 
and  surgeons,  at  the  beside  of  the  patients,  and  in  various  other 
ways,  also,  by  the  Superintendent  of  Nurses.  Examinations  will 
take  place  from  time  to  time. 

The  pupils  will  pass  through  the  different  wards,  serving  and 
being  taught,  for  one  year.  They  are  supplied  with  board  and 
lodging,  and  will  be  paid  ten  dollars  ($10)  per  month  for  the  first 
year,  for  their  clothing  and  personal  expenses.  At  the  expiration 
of  one  year  they  will  receive  such  increase  of  pay  as  the  Trustees 
shall  see  fit. 

When  the  full  term  of  two  years  is  completed,  those  who  have 
passed  a  satisfactory  examination  will  receive  diplomas,  certifying 
to  their  period  of  training,  their  proficiency  and  good  character. 

The  right  is  reserved  to  terminate  the  connection  of  any 
nurse  or  pupil  with  the  school  for  any  reason  which  may  be 
deemed  sufficient.

DIRECTORS'  REPORT. 


To  the  Hon.  Samuel  Winslow,  Mayor,  and  the  City  Council  of 
the  City  of  Worcester  : — 

The  Directors  of  the  Free  Public  Library  respectfully  submit 
their  twenty-seventh  annual  report. 

The  citizens  of  Worcester  have  continued  cause  for  congratu- 
lation on  the  growth  and  usefulness  of  the  Free  Public  Library. 

The  whole  number  of  bound  volumes  in  the  Library  is  66,909, 
being  an  increase  during  the  year  of  2,968  volumes. 

The  number  of  volumes  delivered  for  home  use  was  137,790, 
and  the  number  of  volumes  delivered  for  reference  use  was  62,176, 
making  an  aggregate  of  199,966  volumes,  during  the  year ;  this 
does  not  include  the  delivery  on  Sunday,  for  use  within  the 
building  of  1,849  volumes,  which  would  make  the  whole  number 
201,815. 

The  largest  daily  delivery  from  the  main  library  was  on  Feb. 
13,  1886,  1,363  volumes.  Smallest  daily  delivery  April  6,  1886, 
261  volumes.  The  increase  in  the  use  of  books  in  the  reference 
department  has  been  very  marked,  the  number  delivered  for  use 
the  last  year  having  been  62,176,  as  against  43,414  in  the  year  1881, 
and  27,694  in  the  year  1876.  The  use  of  books  by  scholars  and 
teachers  has  continued  to  increase  and  a  new  feature  in  the 
Library-work  for  their  benefit  has  been  the  deposit  of  a  small 
number  of  books  of  that  class  which  would  be  most  useful  to  the 
scholars  and  teachers  in  the  rooms  of  the  four  upper  grades  of 
schools  occupying  the  Dix  street  Grammar  school  Building ; 
this  experiment  has  worked  most  successfully  and  has  been  most 
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highly  commended  by  the  Principal  and  Teachers  in  said  school 
and  an  extension  of  the  same  plan  is  recommended  by  the  Librarian. 

The  Library  Committee  ask  the  City  Government  to  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $4,000  the  present  year  to  be  expended  for  books  for 
the  general  public  and  $1,000  additional  for  school  purposes, 
which  request  has  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Heading-rooms  are  open  every  day  and  evening  of  the 
week  except  on  Sundays  when  they  are  open  from  2  to  9  P.  M. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  newspapers  and  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
four  magazines  are  provided  for  the  free  use  of  our  citizens.  The 
average  number  of  persons  using  the  rooms  on  Sunday  is  270; 
during  the  other  days  of  the  week  the  rooms  are  frequently 
crowded.  The  principal  of  the  Reading-room  fund  is  $10,812, 
the  income  thereof  the  past  year  was  $437.48,  and  the  expendi- 
tures for  newspapers  and  periodicals  were  $847,  the  balance 
above  the  income  of  the  Reading-room  fund  having  been  paid 
from  the  appropriation  for  the  Public  Library. 

The  principal  of  the  Green  Library  Fund  is  now  $42,012,  the 
income  thereof  during  the  year  was  $2,160.86.  By  the  terms  of 
the  will  of  Dr.  John  Green,  one-fourth  of  the  income  of  said 
fund,  is  to  be  forever  annually  added  to  the  principal,  and  three- 
fourths  of  the  income  of  said  fund,  till  the  fund  reaches  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  is  to  be  applied  to  the  pur- 
chase of  books  for  consultation  and  reference,  to  be  used  only  in 
the  library  building. 

The  number  of  books  added  by  purchase  to  the  Green 
Library  during  the  past  year  has  been  541,  many  of  them  rare 
and  valuable. 

The  report  of  the  Building  Committee  states  that  very  little 
money  has  been  expended  on  the  building  during  the  past  year,  but 
that  it  will  be  necessary  to  expend  $500  during  the  next  year  for 
ordinary  repairs  and  replacing  some  of  the  old  radiators,  by  those 
of  more  modern  construction.  It  will  be  necessary  to  fit 
up  another  room  in  the  basement  to  accommodate  the  circulating 
library,  the  expense  of  which  is  estimated  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Buildings  at  $500.  When  this  room  has  been  filled 
with  books  there  will  be  no  more  space  available  for  future  addi- 
tions to  the  circulating  library. 
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The  Building  Committee,  the  Library  Committee,  and  the 
Librarian  all  express  the  most  decided  opinion  that  it  is  necessary 
at  once  to  secure  additional  land,  and  to  take  immediate  measures 
to  enlarge  the  library  building,  in  which  opinion  the  Board  of 
directors  concurs,  and  they  trust  that  the  City  Government  will 
at  an  early  day  take  favorable  action  to  this  end. 

From  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  it  appears  that  the 
receipts  of  the  Free  Public  Library  for  the  past  year  from  the  City 
appropriation,  the  dog  license  money  and  other  sources  were 
$16,041.52,  and  the  amount  of  expenditures  the  same,  full  details 
of  which  are  given  in  the  report  of  the  Committee. 

The  Directors  ask  an  appropriation  for  the  requirements  of 
the  Free  Public  Library  for  the  ensuing  year,  of  the  sum  of 
fifteen  thousand  dollars,  which  is  the  least  sum  that  in  their 
judgment  is  required  for  all  the  many  necessary  expenditures, 
while  making  only  a  very  moderate  provision  for  the  purchase  of 
books.  Full  details  of  the  estimated  expenditures  are  set  forth 
in  the  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

The  Directors  feel  that  considering  the  freedom  and  useful- 
ness of  the  Library  to  all  classes  of  our  citizens,  the  amount  of 
the  appropriation  asked  for  is  very  moderate  compared  with  ap- 
propriations asked  by  many  other  departments. 

The  report  of  the  Standing  Committees,  together  with  the  re- 
port of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Reading  Room,  and  the  very  full 
and  interesting  report  of  the  Librarian,  are  herewith  transmitted ; 
they  state  very  fully  and  clearly  the  work  of  the  last  year. 

The  Librarian  and  his  assistants  have  continued  to  aid  in  every 
way  all  who  resort  to  the  Library  for  information  and  investiga- 
tion, and  all  the  duties  of  their  several  positions  have  been  satis- 
factorily performed.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

OF  THE 

FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


To  the  Hon.  Francis  H.  Dewey,  President  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Free  Public  Library : 

I  herewith  present  the  twenty-seventh  annual  report  of  the 
Librarian.    It  is  the  sixteenth  which  I  have  prepared. 

The  tables  'which  usually  form  a  part  of  this  report  will  be 
found  at  its  close.  They  show  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
the  library,  its  accessions,  the  number  of  volumes  used  by  readers 
and  students  and  the  extent  of  the  use  of  the  reading-rooms  on 
Sunday,  and  record  such  other  facts  in  the  history  of  the  library 
the  past  year  as  it  is  our  custom  to  call  attention  to. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  use  of  the  refer- 
ence department  the  past  year.  It  is  interesting  to  note  occa- 
sionally the  growth  in  the  use  of  this  department.  Sixteen  years 
ago  it  was  not  used  at  all.  The  figures  which  represent  its  use 
during  the  last  sixteen  years  are  as  follows :  7,321,  12,408,, 
15,672,  20,550,  22,833,  27,694,  27,694,  30,079,  34,311,  40,866, 
43,414,  48,846,  52,305,  57,497,  58,036  and  62,176.  In  making  a 
comparison  between  the  record  of  the  year  now  reported  on  and 
that  of  the  earlier  years,  in  which  present  plans  were  used,  it 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  there  has  not  only  been  a  large 
increase  in  the  number  of  volumes  used  in  the  reference  depart- 
ment from  year  to  year,  but  that  the  character  of  the  books 
used  has  changed. 
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Whereas  when  the  new  plans  were  adopted  we  had  room 
enough  to  give  out  large  numbers  of  volumes  of  illustrated 
papers  and  stories  to  be  examined  within  the  building,  for  several 
years  past  we  have  had  to  restrict  users  of  the  reference  depart- 
ment to  an  almost  exclusive  use  of  books  needed  for  study  and 
serious  reading. 

The  use  of  the  papers,  magazines  and  reviews  to  be  found  in 
the  Green  Library  room  is  not  included,  of  course,  in  the  number 
of  volumes  reported  as  representing  the  use  of  volumes  in  the 
reference  library  room. 

For  the  first  time  during  several  years  there  appears  a  falling 
off  in  the  use  of  the  circulating  department.  The  number  of 
volumes  given  out  the  past  year  is  larger,  however,  than  that  of 
the  year  before  the  last  and  is  still  very  large.  The  decrease 
may  readily  be  accounted  for  by  the  gratifying  fact  that  men  and 
women  have  been  more  generally  at  work  the  past  year  than 
they  were  the  year  before. 

The  whole  number  of  volumes  given  out  to  readers  and  stu- 
dents the  past  year  is  199,319.  This  use  is  divided  among  the 
different  departments  as  follows:  Circulating  department 
136,745;  reference  department  60,725;  Sunday  reference  use 
1,849. 

14,062  persons  have  used  the  reading-rooms  on  Sunday  as 
against  12,958  last  year. 

The  use  of  books  by  scholars  and  teachers,  in  the  library 
building  and  in  the  school-houses,  continues  to  increase.  800 
volumes  belonging  to  the  library  are  in  use  in  the  different 
school-rooms  of  the  city,  on  the  average,  every  day  that  the 
schools  are  in  session  besides  those  in  the  special  libraries  imme- 
diately to  be  spoken  of. 

Some  new  experiments  in  work  done  by  the  library  for  schools 
have  been  successfully  tried  the  past  year. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  last  September,  a  small 
library  of  the  books  that  would  be  most  useful  to  the  scholars  and 
teachers  it  was  designed  to  aid  was  put  into  the  room  of  each  of 
the  four  upper  grades  of  schools  occupying  the  Dix  street  gram- 
mar school  building. 
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These  libraries  are  to  remain  there  at  present.  Additions  will 
be  made  to  them  occasionally,  and  books  which  cease  to  be  of 
value  for  school  uses  will  be  returned  to  the  general  library.  It 
was  thought  that  if  the  teachers  could  have  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  books  always  at  hand,  the  studies  of  the  schools  could  be 
pursued  to  greatly  increased  advantage. 

This  has  proved  to  be  the  case  and  the  teachers  in  the  rooms 
of  the  Dix-street  School-house,  which  have  been  provided  with 
libraries,  are  enthusiastic  in  their  expressions  regarding  the  ben- 
efit they  have  been  to  themselves  and  the  scholars  in  doing 
school  work. 

I  am  inclined  to  think,  too,  that  the  enthusiasm  and  intel- 
ligence displayed  by  the  principal  and  his  assistants  in  the  use  of 
the  books  placed  at  their  disposal  has  been  such  that  not  only 
have  they  been  found  of  great  value  as  aids  in  study,  but  also, 
that  the  teachers,  by  means  of  them,  have  practically  controlled 
the  home  reading  of  the  scholars  under  their  charge  and  turned 
it  into  good  channels.  This  latter  work  has  been  accomplished 
without  the  exertion  of  force  and  without  interference  with  the 
natural  impulses  of.  pupils.  It  has  been  done  by  the  simple 
means  of  exciting  an  interest  in  a  subject  and  then  giving  the 
scholar  a  book  to  satisfy  the  desire  for  knowledge  awakened,  or 
by  creating  an  interest  in  some  book  by  pointing  out  the  enter- 
taining features  in  it.  It  is  noticeable,  but  not  surprising,  that 
parents,  also,  like  to  read  the  books  provided  for  their  children. 

I  have  received  the  following  report  from  the  Principal  of  the 
Dix-street  school  in  regard  to  the  use  of  the  libraries  in  the 
School-house  between  the  dates  of  September  6  and  November 
23:  925  volumes  were  used  for  home  reading,  and  the  books 
were  used  for  reference  certainly  1,451  times  and  probably  1,651 
times.  This  use  of  books  in  the  Dix-street  School  is  additional 
to  that  of  books  taken  out  on  Teachers'  and  Pupils'  cards  held 
by  the  teachers  and  on  cards  belonging  to  individual  scholars,  or 
used  by  them,  although  taken  out  by  their  parents  or  older 
brothers  and  sisters. 

It  is  additional,  also,  to  the  use  of  fifty  or  sixty  copies  of 
Coffin's  Boys  of  '76  and  Mrs.  Kichardson's  History  of  the 
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United  States  furnished  to  the  Principal  of  the  school  to  enable 
the  scholars  in  the  ninth  grade  to  study  the  history  of  the  Amer- 
ican Revolution  topically. 

The  copies  of  Mrs.  Richardson's  history  having  served  their 
purpose  in  the  Dix-street  School  for  the  present  year  will  now  be 
furnished  to  another  school,  which  will  use  them  in  reviewing 
topically  the  study  of  the  Revolution. 

The  figures  just  given  are  not  included  in  those  presented  in 
an  earlier  portion  of  this  report  to  show  the  use  of  the  reference 
and  circulating  departments  of  the  library.  They  ought  properly, 
however,  to  be  added  to  them,  and  if  we  add  them  and  also  the 
home  use  of  the  books  by  Coffin  and  Mrs.  Richardson,  called 
120,  the  total  use  of  the  reference  library  would  be  62,176,  and 
of  the  circulating  department  137,790.  Then  adding  to  these 
amounts  the  Sunday  use  and  we  should  have  a  grand  total  of 
201,815  as  the  use  for  the  year  of  the  books  of  our  library,  sup- 
posing, which  is  far  from  being  the  case,  that  the  books  taken 
home  are  only  read  by  one  person. 

Other  smaller  experiments  besides  those  already  mentioned 
have  been  tried  with  success  during  the  past  year  for  the  benefit 
of  the  schools,  but  I  will  not  pause  to  describe  them. 

It  is  gratifying  to  remark  that  the  plans  for  aiding  schools 
systematically,  which  this  library  was  a  pioneer  in  adopting,  and 
which  it  has  been  influential  in  proving  to  be  advantageous  and 
feasible,  have  during  the  last  few  years  been  finding  their  way 
into  libraries  all  over  the  country  in  large  cities,  small  cities,  and 
in  large  and  small  towns.  It  would  be  easy  to  mention  the 
names  of  one  hundred  places  in  which  school  work  is  made  a 
feature  and  in  nearly  all  libraries  the  importance  of  this  kind  of 
work  is  appreciated  and  such  aid  as  can  be  given  is  informally  or 
systematically  rendered. 

$1,000  will  be  asked  for  from  the  City  Government  to  enable 
us  to  continue  and  add  to  the  facilities  now  afforded  to  schools 
during  the  year  on  which  we  are  now  entering. 

The  whole  number  of  volumes  in  the  library  is  66,909,  an 
increase  during  the  year  of  2,968  volumes.  These  figures  would 
have  been  larger  if  we  had  not  sent  away  760  duplicates  and 
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deducted  this  number  from  the  numbers  representing  the  total 
number  of  volumes  in  the  library  and  the  increase  during  the 
year. 

The  Superintendent  of  Documents,  an  officer  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  the  Interior,  has  established  in  his  rooms  a 
kind  of  clearing-house  for  public  documents.  Libraries  and 
individuals  that  have  duplicates  which  they  have  no  use  for  send 
such  documents  to  him  and  with  them  lists  of  such  publications 
of  the  government  as  they  need,  and  an  effort  is  made  to  supply 
all  library  wants  in  this  way. 

This  library  sent  200  volumes  of  government  publications  to 
Washington  year  before  last,  and  during  the  past  year,  as  has 
been  stated,  760  volumes. 

1  shall  give  away  other  duplicates  the  coming  year,  so  as  to 
make  as  much  room  as  possible  for  the  yearly  accessions  of 
books. 

Large  numbers  of  books  have  to  be  condemned  every  year, 
because  worn  out  by  use,  and  taken  out  of  the  library. 

The  City  Council  will  be  asked  to  appropriate  $4,000  to  buy 
books  with  the  coming  year  in  addition  to  the  amount  asked  for 
to  aid  in  doing  a  portion  of  the  school  work.  This  is  a  small 
sum  to  use  in  meeting  the  reasonable  wants  of  citizens  ;  such 
wants  as  we  have  led  them  to  believe  we  are  ready  to  attend  to. 
Investigation  increases  apace  and  new  subjects  arise  which  excite 
attention.  New  books  are  being  continually  published  treating 
of  fresh  subjects  of  interest,  or  adding  to  our  knowledge  respect- 
ing matters  that  are  old  or  regarding  them  from  new  points  of 
view.  If  there  is  to  be  life  in  a  library  it  must  constantly  buy 
new  books.  It  must  buy,  too,  no  inconsiderable  numbers  of 
them. 

In  my  last  report  there  occurred  the  following  passage  : 

"It  is  my  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  again  to  the 
fact  that  the  need  for  increased  quarters  for  the  storage  of  books 
and  consequently  for  an  enlargement  of  the  library  building  is 
imminent.  If  the  consideration  of  the  matter  is  longer  post- 
poned we  shall  soon  find  ourselves  seriously  inconvenienced." 
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I  quote  these  words  in  order  to  emphasize  them  and  to  add  my 
testimony  regarding  our  needs  to  that  of  the  Building  Com- 
mittee. 

A  list  of  persons  and  institutions  to  whom  we  are  in- 
debted for  gifts  is  appended  to  this  report.  Our  thanks  are 
heartily  given  to  all  the  givers.  We  owe  especial  gratitude  to 
the  Boston  Athenaeum  and  Harvard  College  libraries  for  their 
great  kindness  the  past  year,  as  in  previous  years,  in  lending  us 
books  for  the  use  of  citizens  of  Worcester. 

We  have  to  thank  several  other  libraries,  also,  for  assistance 
rendered  to  us.

OF  THE 

COMMITTEE  ON  THE  LIBRARY. 


To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Free  Public  Library  : 

The  Library  Committee  presents  the  following  report.  It  has 
held  during  the  past  year  eleven  meetings,  as  usual,  one  meeting 
in  every  month  excepting  July. 

The  year  has  been  a  busy  one  in  the  library  and  the  work 
which  has  been  done  here  is  described  in  detail  in  the  report  of 
the  Librarian.  The  committee  through  its  chairman  has  re- 
quested the  Finance  Committee  to  ask  the  city  government  to 
appropriate  the  present  year  $4,000  to  be  spent  in  books  for  the 
general  public,  and  $1,000  additional  for  school  purposes. 

These  sums  seem  very  moderate  when  compared  with  a  state- 
ment of  the  needs  of  the  community.  It  is  a  mistake  to  suppose 
that  a  library  may  buy  as  many  or  as  few  books  as  it  pleases.  The 
inhabitants  of  a  town  or  city  having  become  accustomed  to  the 
management  of  a  library  on  a  certain  scale  of  expenditures  are 
disappointed  and  displeased  when  a  less  generous  sum  of  money 
is  spent  for  their  benefit  and  privileges  which  they  have  come  to 
count  upon  are  cut  off.  The  committee  is  confident,  therefore, 
that  the  city  government  will  appropriate  the  reasonable  sums 
asked  for  to  enable  the  library  to  continue  to  afford  to  citizens 
the  facilities  usually  extended  to  them.    The  work  done  in  con- 
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nection  with  the  schools  is  of  the  greatest  value  and  should  be 
enlarged  by  the  expenditure  of  the  sum  of  money  asked  for  to 
carry  it  on.  Attention  is  called  to  the  statement  of  the  librarian 
and  building  committee  in  regard  to  the  imperative  need  of  accom- 
modations for  the  storage  of  books.

It  is 
needed  there.  $500  will  be  required  the  coming  year  in  addition 
to  the  amount  of  the  income  of  the  Reading-room  fund. 

The  hearty  thanks  of  the  committee  are  extended  to  the  kind 
gentlemen  and  ladies  who  have  added  to  the  value  of  our  col- 
lection of  papers  and  periodicals  by  generous  gifts.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

COMMITTEE  ON  THE  BUILDING. 


To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Free  Public  Library : 

The  Committee  on  the  Building  reports  that  it  has  spent  very 
little  money  on  the  building  the  past  year,  but  that  it  will  be 
necessary  to  expend  the  present  year  $300  for  ordinary  repairs, 
including  $100  for  painting  the  cornice,  roof,  and  other  portions 
of  its  exterior. 

The  new  boiler  works  admirably,  but  fails  to  effect  what  it  is 
capable  of  doing,  and  what  is  needed,  owing  to  a  deficiency  of 
radiating  surface  in  the  main  story  of  the  library  building.  It  is 
important,  therefore,  to  replace  the  old-fashioned  radiators  in  the 
Green  Library  room  and  one  of  those  in  the  Librarian's  room  by 
those  of  more  modern  construction,  which  without  taking  up 
more  space  will  add  largely  to  the  surface  from  which  radiation 
can  go  on.  An  estimate  has  been  furnished  to  the  Committee  of 
the  amount  which  will  be  needed  in  putting  in  new  radiators. 
For  this  purpose  $235  will  be  called  for. 

A  careful  examination  is  also  to  be  made  of  the  defects  in  the 
pipes  used  in  lighting  the  building.  The  committee  cannot 
report  now  what  sum  will  be  needed  for  making  the  changes 
demanded,  but  will  be  able  to  do  so  very  soon.  The  sum  will 
not  be  large,  however. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  fit  up  another  room  in  the  basement  to 
accommodate  the  Circulating  Library  in  the  growth  of  the 
immediate  future  and  money  must  be  spent  in  renewing  some  of 
the  foundation  timbers  of  the  building.    For  these  purposes  Mr. 
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Peck,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings,  estimates  that 
$500  will  be  required.  When  this  room  has  been  filled  with 
books  there  will  be  no  more  space  available  for  storing  additions 
to  the  Circulating  department.  It  would  seem  to  have  been  the 
part  of  wisdom  to  take  steps  towards  securing  land  and  enlarg- 
ing the  library  building  during  the  past  year.  The  continued 
failure  to  give  this  matter  consideration  will  lead  soon  to  serious 
results.  $200,  Mr.  Peck  estimates,  will  be  needed  to  pay  for 
replacing  plastering  which  threatens  to  fall.  The  estimates  of 
sums  of  money  that  will  be  required  in  providing  coal,  wood, 
gas  and  water,  the  present  year,  are  about  the  same  in  amount  as 
the  sums  spent  for  these  necessaries  the  past  year.  A  slightly 
increased  amount  of  gas  and  water  will  have  to  be  used.

To  the  Directors  of  the  Free  Public  Library  : — 

The  Finance  Committee  herewith  submit  the  financial  Statement 
of  the  Free  Public  Library  and  the  Green  Library  Fund  for 
the  year  ending  November  30,  1886. 

The  result  shows  that  the  present  amount  of  the  Green 
Library  Fund  is  $42,012.00,  an  increase  from  the  previous  year 
of  $540.21. 

The  amount  of  the  City  appropriation  last  year  was  $12,000, 
from  dog  license  money  $3,047.95,  from  fines,  sales  of  catalogues, 
etc.  $599.28,  from  the  City  in  excess  of  the  appropriation  $394.28, 
making  the  total  receipts  $16,041.52  and  the  expenditures  as 
appear  by  the  report  thereof  in  detail  $16,041.52.  The  necessity 
and  propriety  of  the  expenditures  will  appear  upon  a  careful 
examination  of  the  details. 

The  Committee  herewith  present  for  your  consideration  their 
estimate  of  the  necessary,  expenditures  for  the  coming  year. 

The  Committee  have  made  careful  examination  as  to  the 
securities  of  the  Library  in  the  hands  of  William  S.  Barton,  Esq., 
the  City  Treasurer,  and  as  to  his  accounts  of  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments, and  find  them  entirely  correct.  They  have  also  examined 
the  account  of  the  Librarian  as  to  the  receipts  and  disbursements 
by  him,  and  find  the  same  correct.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

JOINT  STANDING  COMMITTEE  ON  SEWERS. 


In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  the  City,  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Sewers 
herewith  respectfully  submit  to  the  City  Council  their  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  November  30th,  together  with  the 
report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Sewers,  as  presented  to  the 
Committee,  and  so  much  of  said  report  as  refers  to  the  location, 
size,  and  cost  of  the  sewers  constructed  during  the  year,  and  the 
property  on  hand,  your  Committee  adopt  and  report  as 
their  own. 

By  reference  to  the  table  accompanying  the  Superintendent's 
report  it  will  be  seen  that  the  great  west  side  trunk  sewer,  which 
has  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Department  almost  constantly 
since  1882,  has  this  year  been  extended  through  Tufts  and  Mason 
streets,  and  finally  completed  by  its  connection  with  the  sewer 
system  in  Pleasant  street  near  its  junction  with  Winslow  street. 

The  additional  fall  which  has  been  gained  by  the  construction 
of  this  sewer,  was  at  once  utilized  by  lowering  the  sewer  in 
Pleasant  street,  as  far  east  as  Russell  street,  and  in  Russell  street 
north  to  its  intersection  with  Elm  street,  thereby  making  possible 
the  long  needed  drainage  of  the  land  in  this  vicinity. 

In  addition  to  the  relaying  of  the  sewer  in  these  two  streets,  a 
24x36  in.  brick  sewer  has  been  laid  in  Park  avenue,  from  Tufts  to 
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Pleasant  street,  a  distance  of  1517  ft.,  and  of  the  sum  borrowed 
under  authority  of  the  order  of  Feb.  24,  1885,  under  which  this 
work  has  been  done,  there  remains  a  balance  of  $3,380.93  as 
evidence  of  the  care  with  which  the  work  was  estimated,  and  the 
economy  with  which  it  has  been  prosecuted. 

In  laying  out  the  work  to  be  done  under  this  year's  appropria- 
tion, your  Committee  decided  to  at  once  appropriate  the  benefits 
made  possible  by  the  completion  of  this  great  work,  to  the 
advantage  of  the  district  that  has  so  long  and  patiently  awaited 
its  coming.  They  therefore  departed  from  the  custom  generally 
followed  in  years  past,  and  without  waiting  for  petitions,  recom- 
mended the  construction  of  substantially  all  the  lateral  sewers 
built  upon  the  west  side,  under  one  order,  and  we  are  confident 
that  the  wisdom  of  the  City  Council  in  adopting  the  order,  has 
been  demonstrated  by  the  convenience  and  economy  with  which 
the  work  has  been  executed,  and  the  alacrity  with  which  the 
abutters  have  availed  themselves  of  its  advantages. 

The  wants  of  another  long  suffering  neighborhood  have  been 
relieved  by  the  construction  of  a  32x48  in.  brick  sewer  in  South- 
gate  street,  from  Southbridge  to  Gardner  street,  into  which  has 
been  brought  the  sewage  of  the  entire  section  bounded  by  Kilby, 
Main,  and  Hancock  streets,  and  the  surface  water  collecting  at 
the  foot  of  Loudon  and  Hawthorn  streets. 

Here  as  on  the  west  side,  the  opportunity  for  proper  and 
sufficient  sewerage  has  been  at  once  utilized  by  the  abutters,  and 
this  fact  is  the  best  possible  evidence  of  the  necessity  for  the 
outlay. 

The  only  other  work  calling  for  special  mention,  has  been 
done  in  Bloomingdale  Road,  where  the  30x45  in.  brick  sewer  has 
been  extended  to  Suffolk  street,  a  distance  of  1,161  feet.  The 
depth  at  which  this  sewer  must  be  built,  together  with  the  ledge 
and  water  encountered,  have  made  the  cost  of  construction  large, 
but  the  necessities  of  that  portion  of  the  City,  which  is  literally 
"  built  upon  a  rock,"  could  not  be  longer  disregarded,  especially 
as  they  were  emphasized  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

For  particulars  as  to  the  remainder  of  the  work  accomplished 
by  the  department,  we  refer  you  to  the  table  appended  to  the 
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Superintendent's  report,  a  summary  of  which  shows  the 
total  length  of  sewers  built  during  the  year  to  be  5.55  miles,  or 
nearly  one-tenth  of  the  entire  system,  which  is  56.41  miles. 

The  expenditure  on  account  of  construction  has  been  $100,007.- 
10,  and  on  account  of  maintenance,  $10,889.33. 

A  long  stride  to  be  covered  in  one  year  ?  surely. 

A  large  expenditure  for  one  department  ?  granted^  but  not  a 
foot  has  been  constructed  that  was  not  needed,  and  there  remains 
unanswered  upon  the  files  of  the  Committee,  petitions  estimated 
to  cost  $67,000,  to  which  must  be  added  a  considerable  sum,  if 
provision  is  to  be  made  for  the  petitions  which  are  sure  to  be 
presented  in  1887. 

And  just  here  we  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  City 
Council  to  the  return,  direct  and  indirect,  made  to  the  City  for  ' 
its  expenditure  in  the  department  of  Sewers — facts  which  we 
believe  are  often  forgotten  when  considering  the  annual  appro- 
priations. 

Should  the  prayer  of  every  petition  before  the  Committee  be 
answered,  the  individual  economy  and  convenience  which  would 
result,  would  be  but  the  beginning  of  the  benefits  to  ensue. 
First  is  the  improved  sanitary  condition  of  the  entire  neighbor- 
hood, an  element,  the  importance  of  which  it  is  impossible  to 
accurately  estimate,  but  regarding  which  the  report  of  the  Board 
of  Health  offers  valuable  and  significant  testimony.  They  find 
that  the  average  death  rate  for  the  ten  years  since  1875  is  2.05 
against  2.17  for  the  ten  years  previous,  yet  the  increase  in  our 
population  was  20,000  during  the  same  period,  and  the  report  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health  just  received,  shows  the  death  rate  for 
1885  to  be  1.17  below  the  average  for  the  entire  State. 

Again  it  should  be  remembered,  that  the  disposition  of  surface 
water,  which  is  made  possible  by  the  presence  of  sewers  in  the 
streets,  materially  reduces  the  cost  of  street  maintenance. 

And,  lastly,  comes  the  direct  return  to  the  City  in  the  form  of 
sewer  assessments,  which  for  the  year  just  closed  aggregates  the 
handsome  sum  of  $43,378.88. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  are  we  not  warranted  in  the  conclusion, 
that  the  results  attained  in  this  department  during  the  past  few 
13 
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years  abundantly  justify  the  expenditure,  and  in  further  express- 
ing the  belief,  that  ample  provision  for  the  future  will  be  in  the 
line  of  true  economy  ? 

In  closing  we  desire  to  record  our  testimony  to  the  faithfulness 
and  efficiency  with  which  Superintendent  Chamberlain  and  Engi- 
neer Allen  have  executed  the  important  and  difficult  trusts  com- 
mitted to  them,  and  to  commend  them  to  our  successors  as 
worthy  of  their  fullest  confidence.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDENT   OF  SEWERS. 


To  the  Joint  /Standing  Committee  on  Sewers  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Superintendent  of  Sewers  herewith  submits 
a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Sewer  Department  during 
the  financial  year  of  1886. 

The  main  trunk  sewer  extending  from  the  Millbrook  sewer  in 
Millbury  street  through  Cambridge,  Crystal,  Maywood,  Park 
avenue,  Tufts  and  Mason  streets  to  Pleasant  street,  a  distance  of 
about  three  miles,  has  been  completed,  and  several  miles  of  lateral 
sewers  connected  therewith  during  the  year  1886.  This  main 
sewer  which  has  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Department  for 
four  years  with  but  slight  intervals  may  well  be  considered  by 
past  City  Councils  and  Sewer  Committees  with  pride  and  satisfac- 
tion. The  scheme  when  first  projected  seemed  one  of  gigantic 
proportions,  and  by  some  of  doubtful  utility,  and  though  con- 
structed not  without  serious  discouragement  and  obstacle,  has 
proved  the  fact  that  what  man  has  done  elsewhere  can  be  done 
here,  and  done  just  as  well. 

Two  members  of  the  present  Sewer  Committee  have  witnessed 
the  start,  progress,  and  completion  of  this  important  line  of  work. 
Sewers  for  draining  Gardner  street  and  the  section  east  of  Wyman 
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street  have  been  built.  Of  this  section  Gardner  street  was  the  most 
expensive.  A  large  amount  of  ledge  was  found  near  Tainter's  Mill 
which  entailed  great  expense  and  consumed  much  time  in  its 
removal.  Hancock  street,  which  has  been  periodically  flooded  by 
surface  water  from  Main  street,  and  beyond,  has  been  relieved  by 
laterals  in  Main  street  running  to  Hawthorn  and  Loudon  streets. 
The  sewer  in  Bloomingdale  road  has  been  extended  to  Suffolk  street. 
Near  Suffolk  street  much  rock  was  found.  After  the  main  line 
of  sewer  was  completed  it  became  a  necessity  to  build  catch-basins 
on  the  corners  of  Suffolk  and  Norfolk  streets  and  Bloomingdale 
road  to  intercept  the  surface  water  which  constantly  flows  in  these 
streets,  coming  from  springs  in  the  hill  beyond.  This  compelled 
the  laying  of  four  separate  pipes  in  as  many  directions  to  attach  to 
the  sewer.  The  expense  of  the  excavation  for  basins  and  connection 
pipes  was  heavy,  and  made  much  more  so  by  the  presence  of  a 
six-inch  sheet-iron  water  pipe.  This  water  pipe  was  laid  *in  the 
ledge  and  cemented  to  it.  It  became  necessary  to  blast  under 
and  around  this  pipe  to  a  depth  of  about  five  feet ;  this  was 
skillfully  and  successfully  done  without  injury  to  the  pipe,  though 
at  a  great  additional  cost.  It  often  happens  that  this  department  is 
obliged  to  excavate  under  and  around  these  insecure  and  unserv- 
iceable water  mains.  It  seems  but  fair  that  if  proper  care  is 
taken  to  protect  such  pipes,  and  they  afterward  break,  that  the 
Water  department  should  pay  for  the  damage  to  the  Sewer,  rather 
than  that  the  Sewer  department  should  pay  for  a  new  pipe,  when 
no  break  would  have  occurred  had  the  pipe  been  a  proper  one. 

The  Sewer  in  Russell  street  which  was  laid  about  12  years 
ago  was  not  deep  enough  to  drain  adjoining  estates,  the  new 
Sewer  in  Pleasant  street  at  a  low  grade  making  it  possible  to 
lower  Russell  street  Sewer,  it  has  been  relaid,  deepened  and 
enlarged  to  serve  as  a  main  sewer  for  prospective  streets  beyond. 
This  was  a  difficult  and  an  expensive  job.  A  great  amount  of 
water  was  found  and  a  most  treacherous  quicksand.  A  low  grade 
Sewer  was  also  laid  in  Park  avenue  beginning  at  Tufts  street  and 
ending  100  feet  north  of  Pleasant  street.  The  numerous  other 
sewers  in  the  vicinity  of  Pleasant  street  were  laid  without  incident 
and  at  a  low  cost.    At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  cost  of 
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the  sewers  to  be  built  was  carefully  estimated  by  the  City  Engineer 
and  a  record  kept  of  the  same.  Nearly  all  have  been  built  at  less  than 
the  estimated  cost,  and  £  of  a  mile  of  sewer  has  been  laid  which 
was  not  included  in  the  first  estimate.  About  one-tenth  of  the 
entire  system  of  sewers  has  been  built  the  past  year.  The  territory 
through  which  sewers  will  probably  be  laid  in  the  next  year  is 
much  of  it  ledgy,  and  the  estimates  will  be  consequently  higher 
than  last  year.  The  work  of  sewer  construction  will  never  end 
so  long  as  Worcester  is  as  prosperous  as  at  present.  The  engines 
and  equipment  of  the  Department  are  in  good  condition.  One 
pumping  engine  15  horse  power,  can  be  spared,  and  could  be  sold 
to  good  advantage.  The  air  compressor  has  been  sold  at  its 
appraised  value  one  year  ago.  Three  steam  drills  have  also  been 
sold.  The  sewers  completed  during  the  year  and  the  cost  of  the 
same,  are  as  follows: —

A  total  length  of  30,151  feet,  or  5.71  miles.  At  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  the  main  sewer  was  in  process  of  construction  in 
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Tufts  and  Mason  streets,  and  .16  of  a  mile  was  recorded  in  last 
year's  report.  Deducting  this  from  5.71  miles  leaves  as  a  result  of 
the  last  year's  construction,  5.55  miles  of  sewer,  139  catch-basins, 
and  226  manholes.  In  the  entire  system  of  sewers  are  56.41 
miles  of  sewers,  1,221  catch-basins,  and  2,082  manholes.  With 
the  increased  length  of  sewers  and  appendages  must  come  an 
additional  cost  of  maintenance.  A  careful  inspection  of  all  the 
sewers  has  been  made  which  showed  that  the  usual  maintenance 
force  would  not  be  able  to  properly  cleanse  all  the  sewers  before 
cold  weather.  An  additional  force  was  employed  and  all  the 
sewers  are  in  good  working  condition.  The  subject  of  ventila- 
tion of  Millbrook  sewer  has  been  urged  in  former  reports,  and 
attention  is  again  called  to  it.  A  shaft  should  be  erected  on 
Millbrook  arched  sewer  about  midway  of  its  length,  of  sufficient 
size  and  height  to  induce  an  upward  current  of  air.  This  would 
effectually  dispose  of  the  heated  foul  air  which  fills  the  main 
sewer,  and  is  too  often  forced  back  into  the  lateral  sewers.  Iron 
covers  for  catch-basins  have  been  substituted  for  wood  in  many 
streets,  and  their  use  should  become  general  as  soon  as  the  re- 
sources of  the  department  will  admit,  for  the  wooden  covers 
soon  decay  and  become  a  source  of  danger. 

The  number  of  permits  to  enter  private  drains  into  public  sew- 
ers for  the  year  is  554.  The  value  of  the  personal  property  in 
charge  of  the  Sewer  Department  is  $6,641.80,  a  schedule  of 
which  is  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent.  The  duties  of  Su- 
perintendent for  the  year  past  have  been  arduous  and  responsible, 
but  with  a  harmonious  committee  whose  every  desire  has  been 
the  public  good,  the  labors  have  been  in  every  way  pleasant  and 
satisfactory.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

COMMITTEE  ON  WATER. 


To  the  City  Council  of  Worcester;  — 

The  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Water  respectfully  submit 
their  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1886,  together 
with  the  reports  of  the  Water  Commissioner,  Water  Registrar 
and  City  Engineer. 

Early  in  the  year  Mr.  Lucian  A.  Taylor,  who  had  served  the  city 
as  Water  Commissioner  for  two  years  with  credit  to  himself  and 
satisfaction  to  the  public,  resigned  to  accept  a  more  lucrative 
position  elsewhere.  Your  selection  of  Mr.  John  G.  Brady  as  his 
successor  seems  to  have  been  a  wise  choice. 

Your  committee  do  not  deem  it  wise  to  enter  into  a  statistical 
review  of  the  year,  as  the  minute  and  comprehensive  reports  of 
the  officers  in  charge  of  each  department  contain  all  needed 
information,  but  they  prefer  to  indorse  their  suggestions  in  the 
main  and  add  such  others  as  seem  to  them  most  important. 

We  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  carefully  prepared 
statements  in  relation  to  the  amount  of  new  pipe  which  has  been 
laid,  displacing  old  and  worn  out  cement-lined  pipe,  thereby 
greatly  lessening  the  damages  and  expense  caused  by  the  bursting 
of  the  old  pipe  and  consequent  damages. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  reduced  average  cost  in  damages  by 
the  bursting  of  pipes,  which  is  largely  due  to  the  more  systematic 
and  prompt  methods  adopted  for  shutting  off  the  water  in  case 
of  a  break. 
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Your  committee  find  that  the  rapid  growth  of  the  city  and  the 
consequent  demand  for  more  water  (both  high  and  low  service) 
will  compel  the  department  to  make  some  expensive  changes  in 
the  main  lines,  notably,  the  contemplated  line  to  the  City  Farm, 
the  high  service  from  Front  street  to  Lincoln  square  through 
Main  street,  and  the  low  service  from  New  Worcester  to  Mill- 
bury  street  through  Cambridge  street,  to  supply  the  demand  in 
that  section. 

The  nature  of  the  ground  on  Burncoat  street  requires  the  high 
service,  while  at  the  City  Farm  the  pressure  of  that  line  would 
be  too  great,  and  the  low  service  would  be  better  adapted  to  the 
requirements  of  that  location,  as  it  would  be  ample  for  fire  and 
domestic  purposes.  Your  committee  would  therefore  join  with 
the  Commissioner  in  recommending  that  in  case  an  order  is 
passed  for  the  construction  of  that  line  the  low  service  be 
adopted. 

A  new  house  has  been  erected  during  the  year  at  the  Lynde 
Brook  Reservoir,  thereby  greatly  promoting  the  comfort  and  con- 
venience of  the  man  in  charge. 

Extensive  repairs  have  also  been  made  on  the  barn,  making 
the  whole  premises  neat  and  sound,  and  relieving  the  department 
of  further  expense  in  this  direction  for  many  years. 

Repairs  have  also  been  made  on  the  gate-house  at  Bell  Pond 
and  an  extensive  leak,  which  has  continued  for  a  long  time,  with 
much  loss  to  the  city,  has  been  stopped. 

The  matter  of  purchasing  a  strip  of  marginal  land  bordering 
on  Bell  Pond  of  the  trustees  of  the  Worcester  Lunatic  Hospital 
has  been  referred  to  a  sub-committee,  who  will,  we  trust,  be  able 
to  make  an  arrangement  satisfactory  to  both  parties. 

An  additional  horse  seems  to  your  committee  to  be  one  of  the 
requirements  of  the  department  during  the  summer  months,  and 
its  purchase  is  hereby  recommended. 

The  suggestions  of  the  Registrar,  in  regard  to  the  revision  of 
the  rules  governing  the  department  and  also  those  in  relation  to 
the  collection  of  bills,  seem  to  merit  prompt  action. 

A  change  of  time  for  the  collection  of  water  rates  from  April 
1st  and  October  1st  to  March  1st  and  September  1st  would  be  a 
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great  convenience  to  the  Registrar,  as  lie  would  then  be  able  to 
have  nearly,  if  not  quite,  all  his  bills  collected  before  November 
30,  the  close  of  our  financial  year. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  buildings  at  the 
Holden  Reservoir,  known  as  the  Wadsworth  house  and  barn  and 
the  Chapin  barn,  should  be  removed  or  torn  down,  the  trees  and 
brush  removed,  and  as  fast  as  practicable  the  land  on  both  sides  of 
the  reservoir  be  graded  and  turfed,  that  the  purity  of  the  water 
may  be  assured,  and  that  this  property  may  become  a  source  of 
pride  to  our  citizens  and  a  pleasant  place  of  resort  during  our 
summer  months. 

The  Chapin  house  and  barn,  situated  on  the  westerly  side  of 
the  Holden  road,  and  the  land  adjoining,  together  with  the  tract 
of  land  known  as  the  Wadsworth  pastures  should,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  committee,  be  sold,  the  city  only  retaining  such  portions 
and  such  rights  as  seem  to  be  needed  both  now  and  prospectively 
for  the  protection  of  the  water  supply.

REPORT  i 

OF  THE 

WATER  COMMISSIONER. 


To  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Water  .* — 

Gentlemen  :  I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  con- 
dition and  operations  of  the  Water  Works  Department,  together 
with  a  summary  of  the  additions  and  improvements  made  during 
the  year  ending  November  30,  1886. 

Lynde  Brook  Reservoir,  Leicester. 

The  dam,  rollway,  gates,  gatehouses  and  everything  connected 
with  them  are  in  good  order.  The  slope  to  dam,  and  the  bank  on 
easterly  side  of  reservoir,  has  been  seeded  down  and  prepared  in 
a  way  to  insure  a  larger  crop  of  grass  the  coming  season. 

A  new-eight  room  cottage  house  has  been  built,  and  is  now 
occupied  by  the  employe  in  charge  of  the  reservoir. 

The  old  house  has  been  taken  down  and  the  lot  graded  to  the 
level  of  that  occupied  by  the  new  house. 

The  slope  of  the  bank  near  the  site  of  the  old  house  extending 
down  to  the  shore  of  the  reservoir  on  the  southerly  and  westerly 
sides,  has  been  regraded  and  covered  with  loam,  preparatory  to 
seeding  early  the  coming  season. 

Amount  expended  in  construction  of  new  house  and  repairs  to 
barn  and  shed  is  $2,431.50. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  daily  height  of  water,  and  rain* 
fall  for  the  year  : 
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Hunt  Reservoir,  Worcester. 

This  reservoir  is  in  constant  use  for  a  part  of  our  low  service 
supply.    The  gates,  gate-houses  and  grounds  are  in  good  order. 

Holden  Reservoir,  Holden. 

From  this  reservoir  the  main  portion  of  our  low  service  supply 
is  taken.  Some  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  southerly  end  of 
rollway,  and  now  everything  including  gates,  gate-houses  and 
grounds  are  in  good  condition.  The  steep  slope  on  the  easterly 
side  of  the  reservoir  is  covered  with  a  dense  growth  of  brush  and 
timber,  extending  down  to  the  water,  causing  some  trouble  from 
the  leaves  which  fall  into  the  reservoir  and  float  down,  obstructing 
the  screens  in  front  of  gate-house. 

I  would  recommend  that  this  land  be  cleared,  back  to  the  ten- 
rod  line  the  present  Winter. 

The  "Chamberlain"  farm  is  rented  to  the  former  owner.  The 
"Wadsworth"  buildings  and  the  land  on  east  side  of  highway  to 
A.  B.  Gore.  A  portion  of  the  "Chapin"  and  "Wadsworth" 
pasture  land  on  west  side  of  highway  to  H.  R.  King. 

Twelve  acres  of  standing  grass  was  sold.  Six  tons  of  good 
hay,  four  tons  of  straw  and  one  hundred  and  seventy  bushels  oats 
are  now  stored  for  use  or  sale. 

Fifty  barrels  of  apples  of  good  quality  are  in  store  for  sale  later 
in  the  season. 

The  following  Table  shows  daily  height  of  water  and  rainfall 
for  the  year  : 
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Distributing  Reservoir,  Holden. 

This  reservoir  and  everything  connected  with  it  is  now  in  good 
order. 

The  driveway  leading  from  the  highway  to  the  reservoir  has 
been  graded  and  the  wall  along  the  highway  relaid. 

•    Bell  Pond,  Worcester. 

Considerable  work  has  been  done  at  this  reservoir  during  the 
season,  from  plans  furnished  or  approved  by  City  Engineer  C. 
A.  Allen,  who  inspected  the  work  from  time  to  time  as  it  pro- 
gressed, until  completion,  all  of  which  was  done  in  a  thorough 
and  substantial  manner. 

This  reservoir  furnishes  the  main  supply  to  the  Worcester 
Lunatic  Hospital  and  occasionally  a  part  of  our  low  service  is 
drawn  from  this  source. 

Quite  a  serious  leak  existed  through  the  foundation  walls  of  the 
south  gate-house  which,  upon  examination  was  found  to  be  badly 
out  of  repair,  allowing  the  water  to  enter  on  all  sides.  The 
repairs  were  made  in  the  following  manner: — 

A  concrete  wall  12  inches  in  thickness  was  constructed  on  each 
side  and  front,  extending  from  the  bottom  of  foundation  up  to 
the  underpinning  of  gatehouse,  with  two  wing  walls  of  masonry 
laid  in  cement,  built  on  the  pond  side  of  foundation  and  extend- 
ing back  into  the  dam.  These  walls  were  bonded  with  the  walls 
laid  on  the  sides,  so  as  to  make  a  complete  cut-off.  Cost  of  work 
$467.88. 

Repairs  to  Dam  on  easterly  side. 

It  was  found  that  the  height  of  water  as  at  present  maintained 
n  the  pond  allowed  it  to  flow  over  the  old  wood  spiling  in  the 
dam,  and  finding  its  way  out  through  an  old  stone  drain.  A  12- 
inch  concrete  wall  was  built  extending  down  one  foot  below 
the  top  of  the  old  spiling,  and  on  either  side  about  one  foot  in 
thickness ;  this  was  built  to  a  height  of  one  foot  above  high  water 
mark  in  the  pond.     Cost  of  the  work  including  repairs  to 
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"Putnam"  meadow  pipe  and  removal  of  an  old  stone  drain  is 
$655.99. 

These  repairs  have  long  been  needed  and  greatly  improve  the 
condition  of  the  property. 

In  order  to  properly  protect  this  reservoir  and  keep  the  water 
free  from  any  possible  pollution,  a  strip  of  pasture  land  ten  rods 
wide  and  about  three  and  one  quarter  acres  in  area,  extending 
back  from  the  shore  of  the  pond  on  the  westerly  side,  should  be 
purchased  from  the  State.  Your  Sub-Committee,  consisting  of 
Alderman  Ellsworth,  President  Comins  and  the  Commissioner  to 
whom  this  matter  was  referred,  have  looked  the  ground  over 
and  consulted  with  the  Trustees  of  the  State  property,  in  regard 
to  the  sale  of  the  land  to  the  city  and  are  assured  that  a  price 
will  be  given  at  an  early  date. 

Street  Mains. 

All  the  Orders  of  the  City  Council  for  the  extension  of  street 
mains,  and  the  replacing  of  cement-lined  pipe  with  cast-iron,  have 
been  completed. 

The  following  Tables  show  the  quantity  of  pipe  laid  and 
relaid. 

The  16-inch  cement-lined  pipe  through  New  Worcester  is  in 
poor  condition,  and  should  be  relaid  with  cast-iron  of  same  size 
the  coming  season. 

A  large  amount  of  this  pipe  is  still  in  use,  as  will  be  seen  from 
the  Table  which  is  here  given  : 
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Also,  Table  showing  the  number  of  leaks  on  cement-lined 
mains,  during  the  year.

The  number  of  applications  received  during  the  year  is  444. 
Five  have  been  withdrawn  and  seven  not  acted  on.  Six  left  over 
from  last  year  have  been  put  in,  making  the  number  added  during 
the  year  438.  Total  number  of  services  7,629.  8,673.7  feet  of 
service  pipe  has  been  laid  at  an  expense  to  the  city  of  $4,483.40, 
and  14,029.7  feet  laid  at  an  expense  to  individuals  of  $4,454.25. 
This  includes  176  feet  of  6-inch  and  756  feet  of  4-inch  cast-iron  ; 
100  feet  of  3-inch  ;  56  feet  of  2^-inch  ;  2,246  feet  of  2-inch ; 
1,866  feet  of  1-inch  and  17,503  feet  §-inchjof  wrought-iron  pipe. 

Twenty-eight  service  pipes  have  been  changed  for  which  495 
feet  of  pipe  was  laid  at  an  expense  to  the  city  of  $350.00,  and 
815.8  feet  at  an  expense  to  individuals  of  $353.71.  7,175  feet 
have  been  laid  for  temporary  mains,  the  expense  of  trenching 
and  laying  paid  for  by  individuals,  the  department  furnishing  the 
pipe.    The  total  length  of  pipe  laid  31,189  feet  or  5.90  miles. 

The  total  length  of  service  pipe  laid  for  the  city  32.49  miles, 
and  for  individuals  35.67  miles,  or  a  total  length  of  68.16  miles, 
exclusive  of  temporary  mains. 

Four-hundred  and  four  tons  of  pipe  and  fifteen  tons  special  cast- 
ings, nearly  all  from  the  Warren  Foundry  and  Machine  Co.  of  Phil- 
lipsburg,  N.  J.,  and  twenty-five  tons  castings  from  the  Foundry  of 
Caleb  Colvin  of  this  city,  were  received  during  the  year. 

The  barn  in  which  the  horses  belonging  to  the  department  are 
kept  is  damp  and  unhealthy,  and  is  not  of  sufficient  size  for 
our  needs.  I  earnestly  recommend  that  better  and  more  con- 
venient quarters  be  provided  the  coming  season. 

Number  of  stops  and  connections  on  main  cement-lined  pipe 
cleaned  during  the  year,  191.  Value  of  stock  and  tools  on  hand, 
$27,017.81. 

The  number  of  bills  rendered  the  City  Treasurer,  for  collection 
during  the  year  1,966,  amounting  to  $21,450.54. 

The  number  of  abatements  43,  amounting  to  $331.34.  Number 
of  bills  in  the  hands  of  the  City  Treasurer  261,  this  includes  152 
November  bills  which  amount  to  $1,898.30. 
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Amount  collected  during  the  year,  $21,829.14.  The  water  has 
oeeu  shut  off  from  the  premises  of  13  takers,  and  12  let  on  on 
payment  of  bills.

To  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Water: 

Gentlemen  :  The  following  report  is  respectfully  submitted 
for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1886. 

Four  hundred  and  thirty-eight  applications  for  water  have 
been  received  during  the  year  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
Commissioner. 

Bills  for  water  have  been  rendered  to  the  City  Treasurer  for 
collection,  as  follows  : — 

For  Metered  Water,  12,331  $106,353,  29 

For  Annual  Rates,  2,015  18,309  29 

Total,  14,346  $124,662  58 

The  amount  of  revenue  received  for  water  rates  for  the 
financial  year  ending  November  30,  1886,  was  $117,851.55. 

The  amount  of  uncollected  bills  in  the  hands  of  the  City 
Treasurer,  Nov.  30,  1886,  was  $14,856.63. 

Amount  appropriated  from  Water  Rates  to  Sinking  Funds 
was  $31,962.72. 

The  water  was  shut  off  from  the  premises  of  ten  takers  for 
non-payment  of  bills,  and  immediately  turned  on  after  the  bills 
were  settled. 

During  the  year  the  sum  of  $4,336.08  has  been  deducted  from 
the  amount  charged  for  water  rates  and  metered  water,  owing  to 
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changes  from  animal  to  metered  rates,  adjustment  of  bills  of 
water-takers,  and  by  votes  of  the  Committee. 

The  quantity  of  measured  water  furnished  during  the  twelve 
months  ending  September  30,  1886,  inclusive  of  water  used  for 
street  sprinkling,  waste,  and  leakage  was  as  follows : — 

From  October,  1885,  to  April.  1886,  273,192,952  gallons. 

From  April,  1886,  to  October,  1886,  308,429,536  " 

Total,  581,622,488  "

The  present  Meter  System  can  hardly  be  called  satisfactory  to 
the  department  or  the  water-takers.  We  probably  have  at  the 
present  time  from  one  thousand  to  fifteen  hundred  meters  on  the 
works  that  do  not  register  more  than  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  water 
passing  through  them.  This  is  not  the  fault  of  the  construction 
of  the  meters,  but  is  owing  to  the  length  of  time  they  have  been 
in  use  without  repairs.  Many  of  them  have  been  in  use  from 
seven  to  ten  years  and  have  become  very  much  worn,  conse- 
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quently  allowing  a  large  percentage  of  the  water  to  apes  through 
without  being  registered. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  department  to  allow  a  meter  to 
remain  in  use  until  it  ceases  to  register.  It  is  then  removed  for 
repairs.  After  being  repaired  and  replaced,  it  immediately 
commences  to  measure  accurately,  thereby  causing  a  correspond- 
ing increase  in  the  next  water  bill.  This  is  followed  by  a  com- 
plaint at  the  office  that  there  must  be  some  mistake  in  the  water 
bill,  as  it  is  so  much  larger  than  the  former  bill,  when  the  facts 
in  the  case  are,  that  the  party  has  not  been  paying  for  water 
actually  used,  until  their  meter  was  repaired. 

Many  cities  own  all  meters  on  their  works.  This  can  be  done 
only  where  a  high  minimum  rate  is  charged,  say  from  eight  to 
ten  dollars  per  year.  While  the  first  cost  to  the  City  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  meters  now  on  and  belonging  to  water-takers  would 
be  considerable,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  in  the  near  future  the 
City  will  be  obliged  to  adopt  some  plan  by  which  the  Depart- 
ment can  own  and  control  all  meters  on  the  works. 

Elevators. 

Nineteen  new  elevators  have  been  connected  with  the  works 
the  past  year. ;  four  on  high  service  and  fifteen  on  low  service ; 
three  being  passenger  and  sixteen  freight  elevators. 

It  will  be  necessary  for  some  rules  to  be  adopted  in  regard  to 
elevators,  as  at  the  present  time  there  are  none. 

Collection  of  "Water  Bills. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  large  amount  of 
uncollected  bills  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  at  the  close  of  the 
financial  year.  I  trust  some  way  may  be  devised  for  the  more 
prompt  payment  of  the  same. 

Rates. 

In  my  last  Annual  Report,  I  recommended  a  revision  of  our 
water  rates ;  I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  they  should  receive 
careful  consideration  at  your  hands. 
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Rules. 

I  most  earnestly  call  your  attention  to  our  present  rules  which 
were  formed  for  a  small  community,  and  which  the  City  has  en- 
tirely outgrown-;  some  should  be  stricken  out,  others  amended, 
and  new  rules  added.  Under  our  present  rules  the  Department 
finds  that  it  is  powerless  to  prevent  some  abuses  that  are  well 
known  to  exist. 

Remarks. 

The  policy  adopted  two  years  since,  of  sending  notices  to  par- 
ties whose  meters  indicate  a  large  excess  of  water  used  over  the 
previous  month,  has  been  continued  the  past  year,  and  six  hun- 
dred and  sixty-five  (665)  of  such  notices  have  been  sent. 

Most  people  seem  to  appreciate  this  act  of  courtesy,  but  in 
some  cases  I  find  that  it  has  a  tendency  to  make  others  careless 
in  the  use  of  water  or  in  looking  after  their  fixtures,  as  they  seem 
to  think  the  department  will  look  after  them.  Still  the  policy 
adopted  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  citizens.

REPORT  OF  THE  CITY  ENGINEER 

TO  THE 

COMMITTEE  ON  WATER 


To  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Water: 

In  compliance  with  the  City  Ordinances  the  following  report 
is  submitted : — 

The  Reservoirs  have  been  examined  frequently  during  the 
year.  The  Lynde  Brook  and  Holden  reservoirs  are  in  ex- 
cellent condition. 

At  Bell  Pond,  the  leak  through  the  easterly  dam  was  stopped, 
after  it  was  ascertained  that  high  water  in  the  pond  as  at  present 
maintained,  was  higher  than  the  top  of  the  old  wood  spiling  in 
the  dam,  the  filling  back  of  the  spiling  being  loose  enough  to 
allow  the  water  to  percolate  freely  through. 

The  gate-house  at  the  southerly  end  of  the  pond  was  also  bad- 
ly out  of  repair,  the  lime  in  which  the  foundation  stone  were 
laid  having  almost  entirely  worked  out,  so  that  the  gate-chamber 
was  constantly  flooded  with  water. 

These  repairs  have  been  thoroughly  done  from  plans  furnished 
by  this  office. 

A  description  of  the  work  will  be  found  in  the  Commissioner's 
report.  The  above-mentioned  repairs  have  long  been  needed, 
and  greatly  improve  the  condition  of  the  property. 

It  is  of  the  greatest  importance  that  the  water  in  this  reser- 
voir should  be  kept  pure ;  this  is  impossible  under  the  present 
condition  of  things.    The  pasture  in  which  the  cattle  belonging 
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to  the  State  Lunatic  Hospital  are  kept  during  the  summer 
months,  extends  down  to  the  edge  of  the  pond,  and  it  is  no  un- 
common thing  to  see  from  ten  to  thirty  or  forty  cows  standing 
and  wallowing  in  the  water. 

This  should  not  be  allowed,  but  cannot  be  helped  unless  land 
is  purchased  from  the  State,  as  recommended  by  the  Water 
Commissioner.  As  the  State  Hospital  is  the  largest  and  at 
times  the  only  consumer  of  water  from  this  pond,  and  as  it  is 
therefore  directly  interested  in  the  matter,  it  ought  not  to  be  a 
difficult  matter  to  obtain  the  land  at  a  reasonable  rate.  The  east 
gate-house  as  constructed  does  not  allow  the  water  to  be  drawn 
much  below  the  surface  of  the  reservoir,  as  the  prevailing  winds 
are  from  the  west,  all  floating  matters  are  driven  directly  into 
the  gate-house,  quite  a  portion  of  this  sediment  being  fine 
enough  to  pass  through  the  screens  and  into  the  pipes. 

In  addition  to  this  the  water  is  frequently  fouled  by  boys 
wading  into  the  pond  and  around  the  gate-house.  This  can  be 
remedied  to  a  very  great  extent,  by  taking  down  the  old  house 
and  constructing  a  new  one,  about  fifty  (50)  feet  further  into  the 
pond  in  deeper  water.  There  would  be  much  less  chance  for 
sediment  to  accumulate  at  the  house  in  its  new  location,  as  it 
would  probably  be  driven  past  by  the  wind,  and  the  boys  could 
not  reach  it  owing  to  the  increased  depth  of  water. 

This  house  could  be  connected  ,  with  the  dam  by  a  bridge, 
similar  to  the  one  at  the  Lynde  Brook  Reservoir.  I  would 
recommend  that  this  work  be  done  in  the  near  future. 

The  rapid  increase  in  the  use  of  water  from  the  high  service 
pipes  for  elevator  and  other  purposes,  will,  before  many  years, 
make  it  necessary  to  use  the  Lynde  Brook  Reservoir  for  this 
purpose  alone.  It  will  then  be  a  question  of  only  a  short  time, 
when  the  storage  capacity  at  the  Holden  Reservoir  will  have 
to  be  increased,  to  insure  an  adequate  supply  for  the  low 
service. 

The  City  now  owns  sufficient  land  entirely  around  the  reser- 
voir to  raise  the  level  of  the  water  ten  feet  higher  than  at 
present,  with  an  additional  width  of  ten  rods  around  the  new 
flowage  line.

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I  understand  that  the  Committee  on  Water  have  received 
applications  for  a  portion  of  this  land.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
all  the  land  will  be  needed,  up  to  the  ten-rod  line  when  the  in- 
crease in  flowage  area  is  made,  I  most  respectfully  recommend 
that  all  land  now  owned  by  the  City  inside  of  said  line  be 
retained.

CITY  MARSHAL'S  REPORT. 


Office  of  City  Marshal,  ) 
Worcester,  Mass.,  Dec.  1,  1886.  ) 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor, 

And  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Worcester, 

Gentlemen: — 

I  herewith  have  the  honor  of  presenting  for  the  eighth  time, 
a  report  of  the  doings  and  general  condition  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment, together  with  certain  suggestions,  which  I  trust  will  meet 
with  your  approval. 

One  year  ago,  this  department  was  transferred  from  its  old 
quarters,  under  the  City  Hall,  where  had  been  passed  its  infancy 
and  youth,  to  say  nothing  of  maturer  years,  where  it  had  grown 
from  a  little  band  of  six  watchmen,  under  the  leadership  of 
George  Jones  as  Marshal,  in  1848,  to  a  regular  uniformed  depart- 
ment consisting  of  80  men,  occupying  in  connection  with  its  old 
quarters,  a  very  commodious  Station,  known  as  Police  Station 
No.  2,  on  Lamartine  street. 

The  present  headquarters,  although  not  built  for  the  police,  is 
very  well  adapted  for  the  business,  both  on  account  of  size  and 
location.  Some  mistakes  were  made  in  fitting  it  up  for  its 
present  use,  bnt  it  is  so  much  better  than  our  former  quarters, 
that  but  little  disposition  is  found  to  criticize.  Some  of  the 
defects  have  already  been  remedied  during  the  year,  and  others 
for  which  the  architect  was  not  responsible  will  undoubtedly  be 
made  in  the  near  future. 

I  would  suggest  the  practicability  of  buying  so  much  of  the 
real  estate  immediately  adjoining  on  the  north,  as  will  secure  to 
us  a  drive-way  to  the  rear  of  the  Station,  and  also  provide  room 
for  a  stable,  which  is  needed  for  our  business.     This  would  also 
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relieve  us  of  the  unsightly  ruins  that  have  stood  within  two  feet 
of  the  Station  for  the  past  18  months.  There  is  no  prospect  of 
this  property  being  worth  less  than  at  the  present  time,  and  I 
think  it  would  be  economy  to  purchase  at  once. 

The  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  Station  should  be  relaid  and  the 
buttresses  made  for  the  benefit  of  the  Battery  removed,  as  they 
are  a  nuisance  to  foot  passengers  on  this  side  of  the  street  and  a 
great  hindrance  to  our  teaming,  as  all  has  to  be  done  from  the  front 
of  the  building.  The  front  hallway  and  stairs  should  be  made  to 
accommodate  the  Marshal,  as  by  relocating  the  stairs,  a  good 
office  might  be  furnished  instead  of  the  obscure  quarters  now 
assigned  him.  So  far  as  the  inside  improvements  are  concerned 
the  expense  would  be  comparatively  trifling,  and  money  saved 
that  now  goes  for  gaslight. 

Station  2  is  in  good  repair,  and  aside  from  the  usual  amount 
for  paint  and  whitening,  no  outlay  will  be  required  during  the 
coming  year. 


The  number  of  arrests  made  during  the  year,  the  comparisons 
with  the  past  five  years,  and  the  offences  for  which  the  arrests

It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  statement  that  the  number  of 
arrests  for  drunkenness  in  all  its  forms,  was  191  less  than  in  any 
year  quoted,  and  we  might  go  still  farther  back  with  the  same 
results ;  but  we  do  not  reach  the  true  comparison,  until  we  place 
side  by  side  the  seven  months  of  what  has  been  called  the 
"  no-license  rule  "  with  the  same  seven  mouths  of  the  preceding

So  much  has  been  said  upon  this  very  subject  during  the  time 
in  question,  that  I  will  only  report  the  facts  that  they  may  be- 
come a  matter  of  record. 

The  other  causes  of  arrests,  and  convictions  before  the  courts, 
show  a  slight  falling  off  with  the  exception  of  arrests  for 
violating  the  liquor  law.  This  class  of  cases  has  received  more 
attention  than  in  former  years,  on  account  of  the  pronounced 
verdict  of  the  citizens  of  Worcester  one  year  ago.    There  are 
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several  causes  that  brought  about  this  warfare  on  liquor,  and 
without  specifying  any  one  of  them,  I  will  only  say,  that  in  com- 
plying with  this  special  command,  I  have  used  every  means  at  my 
disposal  to  enforce  this  law,  without  fear  or  favor.  How  well  I 
have  succeeded  I  will  leave  for  others  to  say. 

I  am  not  satisfied  that  the  law  has  had  a  fair  trial,  owing  to 
the  short  time  it  has  been  in  operation.  If  the  same  percentage 
of  decrease  in  arrests  for  drunkenness,  and  the  general  good 
order  that  has  been  noticeable  on  our  streets,  could  have  pre- 
vailed another  year,  much  better  calculations  could  have  been 
reached,  either  for  or  against  the  continuation  of  this  policy.

In  addition  to  the  number  of  arrests  as  above,  we  have  served 
thirteen  hundred  and  seventy-two  search  and  seizure  warrants, 
for  the  confiscation  of  liquors,  and  have  seized  something  over 
four  thousand  gallons,  the  most  of  which  has  been  turned  over 
to  the  Chief  of  the  State  Police  according  to  law. 

Too  many  cases  have  occurred,  where  for  some  reason,  either 
a  strict  interpretation  of  the  law,  or  for  some  reason  which  the 
average  mortal  cannot  understand,  we  have  been  obliged  to 
restore  to  the  pretended  owners,  the  liquors  seized.  This  would 
not  naturally  tend  to  the  benefit  of  the  department,  or  to  in- 
crease the  interest  of  the  officers  in  this  business. 

This,  together  with  the  task  of  carrying  the  cases  through  the 
courts,  has  been  an  undertaking  that  none  but  those  actually  en- 
gaged in  it,  can  form  an  idea  of  its  magnitude  and  perplexities. 
Could  the  officers  be  empowered  to  seize  and  destroy  the  stuff 
wherever  they  have  good  reasons  for  believing  it  is  kept  in  viola- 
tion of  the  law,  a  very  different  result  could  be  had.  As  the  law 
is  now  recognized,  the  officers  have  not  only  to  fight  the  liquor 
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dealers,  but  a  large  share  of  the  community,  and  what  is  worse, 
the  law  which  is  brought  to  bear  upon  the  criminal  classes,  seems 
to  have  been  made  for  their  special  protection,  if  not  placing  a 
premium  upon  crime. 

This  department  has  been  very  well  supported  in  its  efforts 
during  the  past  year,  by  a  portion  of  the  community,  and  that  in- 
fluence has  been  a  help  never  before  had,  and  our  obligation  are 
tendered  accordingly. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Montgomery,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Pastors 
of  the  leading  Churches,  have  taken  an  interest  in  this  cause,  and 
awakened  a  public  sentiment  that  will  be  felt  for  a  long  time.  It 
is  this  sentiment  alone,  that  has  caused  the  liquor  cases  to  be  so 
generally  cleared  from  the  docket  of  the  courts. 

It  is  said,  and  demonstrated,  that  "  law  "  is  a  useful  agent 
when  sustained  by  public  sentiment,  but  when  a  community  be- 
comes indifferent  about  the  evils  it  is  supposed  to  correct,  it 
rather  becomes  a  hinderance  than  help,  to  those  who  are  obliged 
to  enforce  it.  In  connection  with  this  subject,  I  will  say  that 
there  were  served  in

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MISCELLANEOUS  DUTIES. 

The  miscellaneous  duties  performed  by  the  Officers  are  of  no 
small  importance,  and  show  that  something  is  done  by  them  out- 
side their  regular  routine  of  duty.  The  statement  that  a  majority 
of  the  force  has  been  faithful  and  vigilant,  is  apparent  to  all 
who  have  watched  them  through  the  year.  In  the  earlier  part 
of  the  season,  some  excitement  was  occasioned  by  the  freaks  of 
a  man  who  was  not  fully  accountable  for  his  actions,  and  cases 
occurred  where  ladies  were  insulted,  and  in  one  or  two  cases 
assaulted.  Since  his  confinement  in  the  Asylum,  no  cause  of 
complaint  has  arisen  in  this  direction,  and  ladies  can  walk  the 
streets  of  Worcester  as  safely  at  night  as  in  the  daytime. 

The  great  object  to  attain  in  this  business  is  an  interest  in  the 
business,  one  that  shall  rest  upon  each  and  every  officer  alike, 
and  the  officer  who  has  to  be  instructed  upon  the  same  points 
every  time  he  goes  upon  his  beat,  or  every  few  weeks  for  that 
matter,  is  a  dull  scholar,  and  laboring  with  him  is  of  little  use. 
The  Civil  Service  Commissioners  require  a  certain  percentage  of 
ability  and  tact,  as  well  as  common  sense  now,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  good  men  will  be  encouraged  to  apply  and  raise  the  standard 
of  the  force.  Too  many  have  been  appointed  to  these  respon- 
sible positions  who  could  not  have  passed  the  required  examina- 
tion, and  however  well  they  might  have  been  recommended  to 
the  appointing  power,  the  good  name  and  fame  of  the  depart- 
ment must  suffer  accordingly.  An  officer  that  is  too  careless  to 
use  every  effort  at  his  command  to  maintain  the  dignity  of  his 
position  and  character  should  be  engaged  in  other  business,  for 
no  class  of  public  servants  are  treated  with  less  consideration,  or 
more  severely  criticised,  and  there  is  no  class  to  which  the  public 
should  be  so  much  indebted. 

It  is  a  very  common  remark  "that  a  policeman  is  never  round 
when  wanted,"  but  as  uncharitable  and  uncalled  for  as  this  remark 
usually  is,  it  is  not  so  humiliating  as  to  find  one  good  for  nothing 
when  found. 

Such  must  be  the  case  with  officers  who  patrol  their  beats  day 
after  day,  or  night  after  night,  and  never  see  nor  hear  anything 
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to  report  to  their  superior  officer  when  relieved  of  their  tour  of 
duty. 

During  the  year  just  passed,  the  officers  have  been  required  to 
make  individual  reports,  daily,  upon  blanks  furnished  for  this 
purpose,  and  had  all  done  as  well  as  they  might,  or  shown  the 
interest  necessary  to  rank  them  as  first-class  officers,  a  more  inter- 
esting exhibit  would  be  made  in  these  tables  : —

That  this  department  has  been  run  economically  will  be  seen, 
and  we  have  been  fortunate,  that  causes  have  not  arisen  to  make 
it  otherwise. 

While  in  many  other  cities  and  towns,  the  labor  question  has 
done  its  part  toward  making  expensive  this  branch  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, we  have  been  spared  the  labor  and  danger  attending 
these  seasons  of  excitement,  and  trust  the  same  calm  deliberations 
of  both  manufacturers  and  laborers,  may  continue.  Murder,  arson 
and  robbery,  of  which  we  read  so  much  in  nearly  every  paper,  has 
not  been  ours  to  deal  with,  and  could  we  be  furnished  with  the 
facilities  and  equipments  now  found  in  nearly  all  well  regulated 
departments,  I  think  the  citizens  of  Worcester  might  rest  in 
comparative  safety. 

The  police  telegraph  system,  in  different  varieties,  and  of 
course  different  degrees  of  usefulness,  are  becoming  quite  gener- 
ally adopted,  and  are  a  valuable  auxiliary  to  the  department. 

I  have  yet  to  hear  of  any  city  discarding  them,  after  once  try- 
ing them. 

It  is  only  to  ask  the  question,  would  this  city  be  willing  to 
give  up  its  "Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  ?"  to  answer  that  of,  is  it 
necessary  for  the  police  ?  It  is  just  as  necessary  for  one  as  the 
other,  and  of  just  as  much  importance  that  the  police  be  prompt- 
ly notified  of  danger  as  the  firemen. 
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Occasions  are  liable  to  arise,  when  this  system  will  be  of  greater 
importance  than  the  fire  alarm  has  ever  proved  to  be.  What  for 
instance  would  have  been  the  fate  of  Chicago  to-day,  were  it  not 
for  the  fact,  that  not  only  a  police  force  in  sufficient  numbers  for 
the  protection  of  the  city,  but  that  they  could  be  notified  and 
moved  from  one  location  to  another,  in  such  an  incredible  short 
space  of  time  when  riot  and  anarchism  were  doing  their  worst. 
To  be  sure  it  did  not  save  the  lives  of  several  gallant  officers,  but 
it  did  save  the  lives  of  many  others,  besides  a  fate  equal,  perhaps 
to  that  of  their  great  fire,  a  few  years  since. 

With  these  facilities,  an  officer  does  not  feel  that  he  is  alone, 
in  moments  of  danger,  but  gathers  courage  from  the  fact  that 
help  is  sure  to  come  when  wanted. 

He  is  not  obliged  to  leave  his  "  beat "  for  any  cause,  as  his 
prisoners  can  be  transported,  and  if  instructions  or  information  is 
necessary,  it  can  all  be  done  without  danger  to  himself,  or  the 
citizens  whose  welfare  he  is  guarding.  Description  of  persons 
wanted,  can  be  communicated  in  such  a  manner  as  to  make  the 
probability  of  an  escape  a  doubtful  one. 

While  the  whole  object  of  a  police  force  is  the  preservation  of 
life  and  property,  it  seems  that  the  ends  should  justify  the  means. 

That  a  larger  body  of  patrolmen,  night  and  day,  should  be 
placed  on  duty  is  a  fact  which  I  trust  the  wisdom  of  your  honor- 
able body  will  recognize. 

The  citizens  in  the  eastern  and  southern  sections  are  petitioning 
for  better  police  protection,  and  other  portions  of  the  city  are 
in  need  of  the  same. 

I  have  no  doubt  but  taxes  paid  for  this  branch  of  the  service 
are  paid  just  as  willingly  as  for  any  other.  There  is  certainly  no 
branch  of  a  Municipal  Government  that  is  called  upon  to  per- 
form so  much,  or  of  which  so  much  is  reasonably  expected.  As 
I  remarked  in  a  former  report,  a  Police  Department  must  be  one 
or  two  things,  either  costly  or  dangerous  ;  costly  if  properly 
maintained,  dangerous  if  not. 

Building  Permits. 
Another  subject  which  seems  proper  to  call  your  attention 
to,  is  the  license  given  to  builders.    While  every  one  is  interest- 
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od  in  the  growth  of  our  city,  and  all  done  that  can  be  to  assist 
in  its  development,  yet  it  seems  too  much  to  require  the  thous- 
ands of  travellers  over  our  streets  and  sidewalks  to  suffer  unneces- 
sary inconvenience,  or  that  the  blockade  should  extend  over  a 
certain  length  of  time.  The  best  possible  conveniences  should 
be  given  the  public,  even  if  the  same  required  the  bridging  or 
tunneling  of  streets  so  occupied. 

Licenses 

Is  another  matter  of  importance  to  us,  and  as  I  have  once  before 
remarked  upon  this  subject,  I  will  pass  it  with  brief  suggestions. 
I  would  recommend  an  ordinance,  whereby  a  certain  class  of 
licenses,  most  directly  connected  with  the  police,  be  issued  from 
this  office. 

Many  of  them  are  never  granted  until  referred  to  this  Depart- 
ment, and  then  as  in  the  case  of  entertainments,  the  money  paid 
for  police  services  could  be  credited  to  us.  For  instance, 
"  Circus  Day  "  is  one  for  which  a  large  license  fee  is  demanded, 
and  for  what?  Is  it  not  for  the  protection  it  receives,  while 
catering  to  the  thousands  who  flock  to  the  Exhibition  from  all 
over  the  county  ?  These  occasions  require  a  detail  of  from  4=0 
to  50  officers  during  their  stay.  We  are  only  aware  under  the 
present  system  that  we  have  a  hard  day's  work  out  of  it,  without 
any  revenue,  or  the  credit  of  having  done  anything  for  any 
other  Department. 

Police  Teams. 

The  business  done  by  our  teams  grows  heavier  every  year, 
and  with  the  regular  business  of  our  office,  is  added  that  of 
running  to  fires,  hauling  the  Hospital  ambulance,  &c,  makes  it 
imperative  that  more  than  ordinary  weight  and  business  found  in 
horses  be  used.  The  bay  mare  "  Kate,"  that  served  us  so  faith- 
fully for  five  years,  became  lame  during  the  past  summer,  and 
after  doctoring  for  three  months  with  indifferent  results,  was 
sold. 

The  only  remaining  horse  is  not  capable  of  doing  our  work, 
so  that  one,  and  possibly  two  new  horses,  must  be  added  to  the 
expense  the  coming  year. 
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The  light  wagon  is  not  worth  more  repairing  and  I  should 
recommend  the  purchase  of  a  new  one  with  the  opening  of 
spring.  The  number  of  vehicles  now  in  charge  of  this  Depart- 
ment, together  with  the  liability  to  want  them  at  any  hour  of  the 
day  or  night,  presents  the  need  of  a  stable  of  our  own,  where 
"  quick  hitches"  and  other  improvements  could  be  had. 

Clerk  of  Police  and  Warrant  Officers 

Is  another  matter  which  the  good  of  this  Department  demands. 
No  better  facilities  for  keeping  the  records,  preparing  the  com- 
plaints, keeping  the  correspondence  of  the  office,  making  entries  of 
citizens'  complaints,  losses,  accidents,  &c,  &c,  are  afforded  now, 
than  when  the  Department  was  first  created.  And  while  this 
business  is  left  for  whoever  may  chance  to  be  "  in  the  office," 
it  turns  out  to  be  no  one's  business,  and  we  suffer  correspondingly. 

One  or  more  officers  should  be  appointed  (usually  called 
warrant  officers)  whose  sole  duty  is  to  prepare  the  cases  for 
Court,  attend  to  the  evidence,  making  a  note  of  what  is  neces- 
sary for  conviction,  &c,  and  not  only  attend  the  cases  here,  but 
see  them  through  the  superior  Courts. 

This  would  relieve  the  Marshal  from  the  farce  of  signing  or 
making  all  these  complaints  he  knows  nothing  about,  and  not 
subject  him  to  reprimands  from  the  Court  for  not  being  omni- 
present whenever  that  is  in  session. 

Appointments  and  Suspensions. 

I  have  once  before  recommended  that  in  appointing  new 
officers,  that  during  their  probationary  service  at  least,  and  it 
should  be  a  longer  term,  their  pay  should  be  graded,  the  same 
as  in  any  other  business. 

It  is  folly  to  suppose  that  any  man  can  assume  the  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  a  policeman  (or  rather  discharge,  if  he  does 
assume  them),  merely  because  he  has  received  the  appointment, 
without  any  experience  or  training,  even  if  he  has  a  tact  for  the 
business. 
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A  man  wishing  to  become  a  policeman  and  devote  his  time  and 
energies  in  that  direction  would  not  count  the  cost  were  he  put 
on  the  same  footing  as  in  any  other  business. 

The  subject  of  suspensions  is  something  that  should  receive  a 
modification,  or  at  least  allow  of  a  grade  of  punishments  for 
violating  the  rules  and  regulations  of  this  department.  I  would 
suggest  the  idea  of  reducing  to  the  ranks,  or  forfeiture  of  so 
many  days'  day,  or  suspension  for  a  certain  length  of  time,  etc., 
etc.,  as  is  practiced  in  other  departments.  As  the  matter  now 
stands  the  suspended  official  can  only  be  placed  again  in  his 
position  or  dismissed  from  the  force ;  the  one  might  be  doing  an 
injury  to  the  Marshal,  the  other  to  the  officer. 

The  discipline  of  the  force  has  been  such  that  but  little  fault 
has  been  found  bv  the  citizens,  and  I  have  to  thank  the  rank  and 
file  for  general  obedience  of  orders  and  gentlemanly  deportment. 
One  or  two  cases  occurred  at  the  first  of  the  year  which  reflected 
upon  the  force,  but  the  manner  in  which  your  honorable  body 
disposed  of  these,  effectually  put  a  stop  to  further  digressions. 
But  two  suspensions  have  occurred  during  the  year,  and  they 
were  probably  the  result  of  carelessness  rather  than  viciousness, 
neither  of  which  is  wanted  here. 

I  have  been  able,  better  than  ever  before,  to  enforce  our  by- 
laws, owing  to  the  vote  passed  by  yourselves  in  regard  to  the 
cases  that  might  be  brought  before  you. 

Conclusion. 

Perhaps  in  summing  up  the  work  and  requirements  of  this 
department  I  have  dwelt  at  greater  length  upon  some  of  the  sub- 
jects than  may  seem  warrantable,  but  if  so,  I  trust  it  will  be 
chargeable  to  the  zeal  and  great  interest  I  have  in  the  same.  I 
mentioned  at  the  commencement  of  this  report  the  fact  of  our 
passing  from  youth  to  maturer  years  in  different  quarters,  and  to 
that  I  can  add  that  a  large  portion  of  that  time  I  have  been  a 
member  of  this  department. 

More  than  21  years  have  elapsed  since  I  was  first  "mustered 
in,"  and  eight  years  of  the  same  I  have  had  the  honor  of  direct- 
ing its  affairs.

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But  two  members  of  the  "old  watch"  that  were  with  us  at  that 
time  are  still  engaged  in  the  business  and  those  two  are  Joseph 
H.  Flint  and  Patrick  E.  Ratigan,  the  efficient  doormen  at  Stations 

1  and  2  respectively. 

To  Assistant  Marshals  Thayer  and  Atkinson  I  am  under  deep 
obligations,  more  so,  perhaps,  from  the  fact  that  through  them, 
together  with  the  well  seconded  efforts  of  Captain  D.  A. 
Mathews,  we  have  been  so  successful  in  our  efforts  in  regard  to 
seizing  and  repressing  the  illegal  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  and 
in  connection  herewith,  Sergeants  Ranger  and  Walsh  of  Station 

2  are  entitled  to  much  credit  in  this  direction.  Each  division  has 
attempted  to  enforce  the  laws  with  impartiality,  and  the  best  of 
fellowship  has  prevailed. 

To  the  heads  of  the  other  departments  I  am  under  great 
obligations,  and  more  particularly  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Central 
District  Court,  who  has  ever  been  a  constant  friend,  and  night 
and  day  has  done  his  best  to  assist  us  in  our  work. 

To  His  Honer  the  Mayor  my  obligations  are  greater  than 
words  can  express.  His  unqualified  support  extended  to  me  on  all 
occasions  has  made  many  of  my  duties  a  pleasure.  I  have  only 
to  add  that  I  have  endeavored  to  make  the  police  efficient  and 
worthy  of  the  confidence  of  the  citizens  of  Worcester.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE  BOARD  OF 

OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council  : 

The  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  respectfully  present  the 
following  as  the  annual  report  required  of  them  by  the  City 
Ordinance : — 

City  Relief  Department. 

The  total  number  of  families  having  applied  for  and  received 
aid  during  the  year  is  seven  hundred  and  seventeen,  comprising 
ten  hundred  and  forty-eight  males  and  eleven  hundred  and  nine- 
teen females,  or  twenty-one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  persons. 

Of  the  above,  four  hundred  and  ninety-six  families,  consisting 
of  six  hundred  arid  eighty -four  males  and  seven  hundred  and 
eighty-five  females,  or  fourteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine  persons, 
have  legal  pauper  settlements  in  this  city  or  elsewhere,  and  two 
hundred  and  twenty-one  families,  consisting  of  three  hundred 
and  sixty-four  males  and  three  hundred  and  thirty-four  females, 
or  six  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  were  State  paupers,  or  had  no 
known  place  of  settlement. 

The  whole  number  having  a  legal  pauper  settlement  who  have 
received  full  support  for  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  year  is  two 
hundred  and  four,  or  one  hundred  and  twelve  males  and  ninety- 
two  females. 

The  number  provided  for  at  the  several  insane  hospitals 
during  the  year  has  been  thirty-four,  twenty-five  males  and  nine 
females. 

Forty-seven  State  paupers  have  been  sent  to  the  State  alms- 
house at  Tewksbury,  after  having  been  aided  here  to  a  greater 
or  less  extent. 
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Sixty-one  families,  consisting  of  one  hundred  and  six  males 
and  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  females,  or  two  hundred  and 
forty  persons,  having  a  legal  settlement  in  other  cities  and 
towns,  but  living  here,  have  been  aided  here  during  the  year  in 
accordance  with  the  wishes  or  instructions  of  the  Overseers  of 
the  Poor  of  the  several  places  where  they  have  their  settlement. 

In  providing  for  the  cases  above  mentioned  by  the  Depart- 
ment for  temporary  aid,  at  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board, 
there  have  been  drawn  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven  orders 
on  various  persons,  for  the  following  necessaries: —

City  Almshouse  Department. 

On  Thursday,  October  21st,  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  with  the  City  Council  and  invited  guests  met  at  the  Alms- 
house for  the  annual  inspection.  All  parts  of  the  house  were 
looked  over  and  the  other  buildings  and  grounds  were  examined. 
Everything  in  and  about  the  premises  was  found  in  its  usual  sat- 
isfactory condition,  and  various  remarks  to  that  effect  were  made 
by  all  parties. 

The  company  were  then  invited  to  partake  of  a  lunch  which 
was  served  in  the  well-known  manner  of  the  Superintendent. 

On  the  18th  of  November  the  Board  met  at  the  Almshouse  for 
the  purpose  of  making  the  annual  appraisal.    A  full  inventory 
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of  all  the  establishment  having  been  made,  the  result  was  as  fol- 
lows : —

Our  last  annual  report  contained  the  two  following  recom- 
mendations, but  as  no  action  has  been  taken  in  reference  to 
them  and  we  think  the  case  urgent,  we  repeat  them  : — 

"  We  call  your  attention  to  the  oven  in  the  basement  of  the 
main  building,  built  at  the  time  the  house  was  erected,  and  cal- 
culated for  a  family  not  half  as  large  as  at  present;  and,  as  it 
has  to  be  run  continually,  and  is  not  half  large  enough,  it  is 
frequently  over-heated  and  dangerous.  We  recommend  that  a 
new  and  large  one  be  built  the  present  year,  otherwise  it  will  be 
impossible  to  supply  the  large  amount  of  bread  required  by  the 
inmates. 

"  We  also  recommend  the  finishing  up  of  the  attic  of  the  west 
wing,  in  order  to  utilize  the  whole  building  as  far  as  possible, 
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as,  although  there  have  been  two  additions  within  five  years,  still 
the  whole  is  occupied,  and  there  is  now  not  more  spare  room 
than  would  be  needed  for  twenty  more  persons,  and  with  the 
ordinary  increase,  it  follows  that  we  shall  probably  need  a 
further  addition  to  the  building  in  the  near  future." 

As  we  now  think  that  the  time  referred  to  fully  arrived,  we 
recommend  that  during  the  present  year  the  walls  of  the  one- 
story  part  of  the  north  wing  be  carried  up  to  the  full  height  of 
the  re6t  of  the  building,  thereby  utilizing  what  has  already  been 
expended  in  the  cost  of  foundation,  and  giving  rooms  much 
needed  in  the  proper  management  and  care  of  the  insane,  at  a 
comparatively  small  cost. 

We  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  communication  of 
this  Board  a  year  since  in  reference  to  the  extension  of  the  city 
water-pipes,  from  their  present  terminus  at  Adams  Square  to  the 
City  Almshouse,  as,  although  there  is  a  limited  water  supply 
there  now,  it  has  on  more  than  one  occasion  fallen  so  low  as  to 
be  only  sufficient  for  two  or  three  days'  supply,  and  in  case  of 
fire  would  have  been  an  entire  failure,  and  as  there  are  $25,000 
worth  of  wooden  buildings  and  $45,000  of  brick  structures,  it 
would  seem  prudent  at  least  that  some  sure  means  of  preventing 
an  entire  conflagration  of  them,  in  case  of  emergency,  should  be 
provided. 

During  the  past  year,  a  long-needed  addition  has  been  made 
to  the  horse-stable,  at  an  expense  of  upwards  of  two  thousand 
dollars,  by  means  of  which  we  have  been  able  to  vacate  the 
basement  previously  occupied  in  part  by  the  Scavenger  depart- 
ment horses,  and  use  the  same  as  a  place  of  shelter  for  the 
wagon's. 

The  barns  and  outbuildings  have  also  received  a  coat  of  paint, 
whose  putting  on  had  already  been  too  long  deferred,  and  all  of 
them  are  now  in  most  excellent  condition. 

The  number  of  persons  who  have  been  supported  at  the 
Almshouse  for  a  greater  or  less  part  of  the  year  has  been  one 
hundred  and  eighty-six,  ninety-nine  males,  and  eighty-seven 
females,  of  whom  sixty-one  males  and  fifty-four  females,  or  one 
hundred  and  fifteen  persons,  remain  as  inmates  at  the  present 
time.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

COMMITTEE  ON  THE  TRUANT  SCHOOL. 


To  the  Honorable  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Worcester: 

The  Committee  on  the  Truant  School  submit  the  following 
report  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1886  : — 

This  school  is  a  semi-penal  institution,  established  under  State 
law  for  the  reform  of  truants.  Though  it  is  intimately  related 
to  the  public  schools  it  is  not  under  the  control  of  the  School 
Committee.  It  is  more  useful  indirectly  in  restraining  pupils 
from  truancy  than  it  is  directly  in  its  influence  upon  those  com- 
mitted to  it;  and  yet  the  reform  of  the  inmates  is  quite  marked 
in  a  majority  of  cases.  Children  inclined  to  truancy  are  at  first 
warned  by  their  teachers,  then  by  the  truant  officers  who  take 
them  back  to  school ;  if  they  repeat  the  offence  they  are  brought 
before  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  their  parents  are  next  seen 
and  warned  of  the  consequences  of  truancy  ;  this  warning  is  often 
repeated.  When  all  these  means  fail  the  truant  is  arrested  on  a 
warrant ;  the  parent  is  legally  notified  to  appear  in  court ;  the 
agent  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  is  also  notified  in  certain 
cases,  and  after  all  this  the  court  may  place  the  case  on  file  till 
the  offence  is  repeated.  If  a  truant  is  at  length  convicted  and 
sentenced  it  may  be  assumed  therefrom  that  he  suffers  no  hard- 
ship and  that  he  ought  to  serve  his  sentence,  but  he  may  under 
the  rules  of  the  school  reduce  the  length  of  the  sentence  by 
exemplary  conduct.  It  is  after  all  misfortune  rather  than  crimi- 
nality— the  lack  of  wise  parental  control  and  the  influence  of 
vicious  association — which  causes  the  truancy,  and  this  school  is 
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a  remedy  for  the  misfortune  rather  than  a  punishment  for  a 
crime.

REPORT  OF  THE  CITY  PHYSICIAN. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor, 

And  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council : 

The  City  Physician  submits  the  following  report : — 

The  past  year  has  been  notable  for  the  small  amount  of  sick- 
ness among  the  poor. 

We  have  had  no  epidemic  of  contagious  disease,  and  the  local 
diseases  have  not  been  especially  fatal.  The  mortality  of  the 
city  has  been  consequently  low,  and  as  work  has  been  plentiful,, 
public  charity  has  not  been  called  upon  to  the  usual  extent  for 
medical  attendance.  The  houses  of  the  poor  are  improving 
from  year  to  year,  and  our  tenement-house  districts  should  be  a 
matter  of  pride  to  the  city.

With  the  establishment  of  a  hospital  for  the  insane,  the  whole 
character  of  the  Almshouse  has  of  necessity  changed,  and  in 
place  of  a  large  family,  we  now  have  a  well  ordered  institution, 
with  its  necessary  system  and  discipline. 

The  female  wards  will  compare  favorably  with  those  of  our 
expensive  State  Asylums,  as  to  accommodations  and  care  of  the 
patients. 

On  the  male  side,  however,  we  are  much  cramped  for  room, 
and  the  insane  men  are  kept  in  two  small  wards,  one  of  which 
is  dark  and  poorly  ventilated.  This  arrangement  not  only  rend- 
ers proper  care  and  supervision  difficult,  but  as  there  is  only  one 
attendant  for  the  two  wards,  a  serious  accident  may  occur  at  any 
moment. 

I  would  strongly  urge  that  such  alterations  be  made  in  the 
building,  as  would  furnish  those  unfortunate  patients  safe,  com- 
fortable and  healthy  quarters. 

At  the  request  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Farm,  the  city 
physician  appointed  Wednesday  of  each  week  for  medical  visits, 
in  addition  to  such  other  calls  as  he  might  make  at  the  Alms- 
house. 
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At  this  time  the  inmates  have  the  opportunity  of  consulting 
the  doctor  and  making  known  their  wants.  The  general  condi- 
tion of  the  wards  is  also  noticed,  and  the  work  of  the  attendants 
observed. 

I  can  speak  only  in  words  of  praise,  of  the  fidelity  of  the  ma- 
tron and  the  efficiency  of  her  assistants,  in  their  difficult,  and  at 
times  disagreeable  work  in  this  institution. 

Ambulance  Service. 

The  work  of  the  ambulance  is  increasing  each  year,  and  the 
police  officers  are  gaining  experience  in  handling  sick  and  injured 
persons.  There  has  been  an  average  of  two  or  three  ambulance 
calls  a  week  during  the  past  year,  not  counting  the  fire  calls, 
which  the  police  wagon  always  answers,  prepared  to  do  ambu- 
lance work  if  necessary. 

The  time  is  not  far  distant  when  a  better  service  will  be  de- 
manded, and  as  a  step  in  that  direction,  I  would  advise  that  a 
permanent  driver  be  detailed  for  ambulance  and  fire  calls,  who 
could  also  be  employed  about  the  police  station. 

This  would  ensure  an  experienced  man  at  an  accident,  and  with 
a  little  instruction  he  would  be  taught  to  act  in  ordinary  emer- 
gencies. 

An  additional  work  has  been  given  the  City  Physician,  in  ex- 
amining candidates  for  police  appointments,  under  the  civil  ser- 
vice rules.  The  requirements  are  very  severe,  and  as  a  result  the 
physical  appearance  of  the  force  will  be  greatly  improved.

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In  the  Superior  Court  for  the  County  of  Norfolk  is  pending 
the  following  case  against  the  City  : — 

John  Morrissey  v.  City  of  Worcester.  An  action  to  recover 
one  hundred  dollars,  money  had  and  received.  The  claim  arises 
from  the  circumstance  that  a  pauper  committed  to  the  City 
Almshouse  had  one  hundred  dollars  in  her  possession.  It  is  now 
claimed  that  the  money  belonged  to  this  plaintiff.

In  the  Address  of  His  Honor  The  Mayor,  upon  the  occasion 
of  his  second  induction  to  office,  occurs  the  subjoined  passage : — 

"Last  July  the  City  formally  assumed  all  the  rights  that  the  First  Parish 
may  be  found  to  possess  in  any  portion  of  the  Common.  The  exact  value  of 
these  rights,  upon  which  it  was  found  impossible  to  agree,  will  soon  be  deter- 
mined by  process  of  law.  The  exclusive  ownership  of  that  tract  of  land  will 
enable  the  City,  whenever  the  erection  of  a  new  municipal  building  can  no  longer 
be  deferred,  to  avail  itself  without  delay  of  a  convenient  and  suitable  site." 

The  Parks-Commission  find  nothing  in  these  views  of  His 
Honor  to  which  they  cannot  cordially  accede.  From  time  im- 
memorial the  Town  Meeting-House  has  been  located  within  the 
limits  of  the  original  Common  and  Training-Field.  From  that 
spot  has  Worcester  ever  aspired  to  God — the  while  keeping  her 
powder  dry.  Upon  that  Common  ground  has  she,  in  sore  need, 
ever  found  Man.  The  combination  of  Parish  and  Town  requir- 
ing a  Meeting-House,  the  labor  of  all  accomplished  its  construe- 
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tion.  And  thereto,  when  completed,  whether  the  question 
involved — 

"Providence,  fore-knowledge,  will,  and  fate, 
Fixed  fate,  free  will,  fore-knowledge  absolute," 

or  a  tousle  with  the  aborigines  for  exemption  from  enforced 
tonsure;  came  Moore,  Hey  wood,  and  Rice;  Gookin,  Chandler, 
or  Paine;  Flagg,  Curtis,  or  Lee;  and  still  later — numerically  a 
squad,  but  in  themselves  a  host — the  minute  men  under  Captain 
Timothy  Bigelow.  Therefore  what  more  or  better  can  you  do 
than  to  acknowledge  the  dedication  of  that  ground  by  the  blood 
and  memory  of  the  martyrs  !  Lay  deep  and  firm  the  founda- 
tions of  your  Town  Hall !  [a  title  grandiloquent  enough  for 
Birmingham  or  Manchester !]  open  fair  and  wide  its  approaches 
by  esplanade  and  terrace ;  resting  content  thereafter  with  the 
monuments  that  you  possess  and  the  Jets  d?  Eaux,  or  Fountains, 
to  which  you  may  attain,  except  you  prefer  to  save  their  cost ! 
burying  it  under  ground  in  a  clout. 

Of  late  years  the  Common  has  been  used,  during  the  winter 
months,  as  a  dumping-ground  for  excessive  snow.  In  so  far  as 
such  use  accommodates  the  Highway  Department,  involving  no 
ulterior  damage  to  the  Lawns  or  Walks,  it  might  perhaps  be 
continued  indefinitely.  But  there  can  be  no  sufficient  reason  for 
surrendering  that  public  ground  to  the  Horse-Railway  Company, 
suffering  that  corporation  to  pile  up,  in  gross  accumulation,  the 
filthy  mess  of  salt,  sand,  and  ordure  with  which  it  has  polluted  the 
streets.  Just  at  present,  in  the  entire  absence  of  frost,  the 
ground  absorbs  freely  and  no  trouble  is  experienced.  But  in  a 
spring  when  the  earth  shall  be  frozen  deep,  the  foul  stream  will 
over-run  the  gutters,  congealing  and  melting  in  quick  alternation, 
thereby  constraining  the  employment  of  extra  labor  to  keep  it 
within  due  control.  The  Parks-Commission  will  be  obliged  to 
impose  some  restriction  upon  such  use  (or  abuse  ?)  of  the  Com- 
mon ; — possibly  before  another  Winter. 


April  17,  A.  I).,  1886,  the  Chairman  of  this  Commission 
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received  from  His  Honor  Mayor  Winslow,  a  letter  that  had 
been  handed  to  him,  whereof  the  following  is  a  literal  copy: — 

"  Boston,  16,  April,  1886. 

P.  Young,  Esq., 
Sir: 

My  Brother,  Col.  T.  B.  Lawrence  died  several  years  ago,  and  your  note 
addressed  to  him  has  been  handed  to  me.  By  referring  to  the  terms  of  the 
gift  of  the  Bigelow  Monument  to  the  City  of  Worcester,  [April,  1861]  I  think 
you  will  find  that  the  City  accepted  it,  with  the  agreement  to  keep  it  in 
repair.  If  therefore,  as  you  say,  some  of  the  sections  of  the  Monument 
require  to  be  reset,  it  is  for  the  City  to  do  it ;  and  I  shall  be  obliged  if  you 
will  call  the  attention  of  the  proper  authorities  to  the  matter. 

Respectfully  yours, 

ABBOTT  LAWRENCE." 

Upon  the  morning  after  the  very  first  sleet  storm,  towards  the 
end  of  January,  A.  D.,  1886,  the  Chairman  of  the  Parks-Com- 
mission visited  the  Bigelow  Monument  and  inspected  the  injury 
so  far  as  it  could  be  detected,  anxiously  noting  its  extent.  The 
Common  was  not  thronged  by  descendants  of  the  Martial  Black- 
smith ;  nor  was  there  even  an  awkward  squad  of  the  surviving, 
— next  of  kin.  In  fact,  his  own  affinity  to  Doctor  Abraham 
Lincoln  may  have  perhaps  brought  the  Chairman  as  close  in  the 
spirit,  as  he  was  a  hundred-fold  nigher  in  the  flesh,  beneath 
those  dripping  skies.  But,  after  all  the  day  was  as  dreary  as  it 
could  be; — and  you  don't  expose  sweet-meats  to  the  storms  of 
winter,  do  you,  oh  remote  kith  or  kin  ?  Of  course  it  was  evident 
that  effectual  repairs  could  not  be  made  during  that  inclement 
season.  But  the  Chairman  gathered  up  every  fragment  that 
could  possibly  be  replaced  and  carried  them  in  person  to  the 
office  of  the  City  Engineer,  for  safe-keeping.  Two  days  there- 
after he  obtained  an  interview  with  Col.  David  M.  Woedward 
and  requested  that  gentleman  to  make  a  thorough  examination 
of  the  structure,  reporting  its  exact  condition.  That,  Col.. 
Woodward  did,  with  his  usual  scrupulous  accuracy.  Thereupon 
a  bargain  was  made  with  Messrs.  Evans  &  Co.,  of  Central  Street, 
to  assume  and  perfect  the  repairs,  putting  the  whole  work  in 
first-class  restoration.  April  10th,  thinking  that  there  had  been 
too  much  delay  the  Chairman  mailed  a  note  to  Messrs.  Evans 
&  Co.,  asking  them  if  they  would  not  hurry  the  work.  April 
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16th,  [the  very  day  that  Mr.  Lawrence's  letter  is  dated],  the 
Chairman  walked  from  the  Common,  where  he  had  not  found 
them  at  work,  to  the  marble-yard  of  the  contractors  and  insisted 
that  there  should  be  no  more  procrastination.  The  explanation 
was,  that  other  unavoidable  engagements  had  interfered,  but 
that  competent  men  were  then  at  leisure  to  fulfil  the  contract. 
This  assurance  was  amply  vindicated.  And,  whether  for  fidelity 
to  their  trust, — care  that  it  be  strictly  discharged,  or  scorn  for 
reckless  insinuations,  the  Chairman,  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  Com- 
mission, feels  that  he  may  safely  challenge  their  peers  !  This 
episode  concluded,  as  follows  : —

Abbott  Lawrence,  Esq., 
Boston,  Sir  : 

I  have  received  from  His  Honor  Mayor  Winslow,  a  note  written  by  your- 
self to  Mr.  P.  Young  (Priestly?  presumably,)  of  this  City,  relating  to  the 
Bigelow  Monument  upon  the  Common  of  Worcester.  The  subject-matter 
of  that  letter, — accidental  damage  to  the  Monument  by  the  force  of  the  sleet 
storm  of  last  January, — had  attracted  immediate  notice  from  this  Com- 
mission. That  the  injury  is  not  already  repaired  results  from  no  indifference 
or  neglect  on  the  part  of  this  City,  whose  officers  have  not  forgotten  the 
obligation  heretofore  assumed,  and  have  neither  motive  nor  wish  to  shirk 
the  especial  duty.  I  think  that  I  may  ask  you  to  repose  entire  confidence  in 
the— bona  fides — of  this  City,  not  the  least  of  whose  cherished  treasures  is 
the  memory  and  sacred  dust  of  Timothy  Bigelow. 

That  you  should  have  been  subjected  to  any  annoyance  in  this  matter, 
results  from  that  sort  of  super-serviceableness,  too  prevalent  of  late,  which 
elects  to  assume  a  neglect  of  duty,  without  the  slightest  foundation ;  and  is 
swift  to  censure,  when  the  least  prior  inquiry  would  have  shown  an  utter 
lack  of  cause.

The  "  care,  superintendence  and  management  of  the  Shade 
and  Ornamental  trees  standing  or  growing  in  or  upon  any  of  the 
public  streets  or  highways  of  the  City,"  vested  solely  in  this 
Commission,  as  formerly  in  the  Commission  of  Shade-Trees  and 
Public  Grounds,  has  been  exercised  with  all  reasonable  diligence 
and  energy.    The  young  have  been  planted  ;  the  old  and  infirm

removed  or  pruned  ;  and  all  guarded  in  so  far  as  danger  could 
be  foreseen.  The  rule  not  to  precede  the  Highway  Department 
has  been  rigidly  observed ;  for  there  can  be  no  gain  and  but 
little  economy  in  putting  roots, — the  life  of  vegetation, — where 
mattock  and  axe  will  quickly  supervene.  Both  Commissions, 
under  the  same  executive  direction,  have  followed  a  consistent 
and  uniform  aim.  The  steady  purpose  has  been  to  shade  those 
streets  that  most  needed  to  be  shielded  from  the  fierce  rays  of 
the  summer  sun ;  all  the  time  keeping  in  mind  that,  while  the 
sun  might  be  uncomfortably  warm,  now  and  then,  it  has  ever 
been  and  must  continue  the  ultimate,  perhaps  only  source  of 
light,  heat  and  therefore  existence.  The  Commission  would 
screen  ;  never  exclude  ! 

In  pursuance  of  their  deliberate  policy,  the  Parks-Commission 
gave  oat  to  be  planted  by  the  Grange,  or  other  applicants,  A.  D., 
1885,  upwards  of  Eight  Hundred  (800)  Norway  Maples  that  the 
Chairman  had  been  personally  shaping  for  years.  In  addition, 
there  were  planted,  under  contract,  Two  Hundred  and  Twenty- 
Nine  (229)  Rock  Maples  and  One  Hundred  and  Seventy  (170) 
"White  Ash.  A.  D.,  1886,  the  Commission  distributed  (largely 
to  the  Grange),  Five  Hundred  (500)  Rock  Maples  and  caused 
to  be  set  out,  under  contract,  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-Four  (164) 
White  Ash,  besides  Three  Hundred  and  Sixty-Three  (363)  Rock 
Maples.  Exclusive  of  these  were  occasional  Elms  and  Catalpas, 
of  which  no  account  was  preserved,  as  their  allotment  was  more 
or  less  hap-hazard  and  sporadic.  Almost  all  are  alive,  for  they 
were  planted  with  care,  were  nourished  by  timely  rains  and,  as 
soon  as  possible,  surrounded  by  guards.  But  the  Streets  must 
abide  their  turn  ;  and  those  that  have  been  visited  by  the  forester 
once  made  to  realize  that  it  rest  with  themselves  to  keep  what 
they  have  once  got.  The  Commission  cannot  return  upon  their 
tracks  until  they  have  completed  their  rounds.  Nor  can  they 
follow  after  the  butcher  and  baker,  to  say  nothing  of  that  early 
bird  —  the  milkman,  in  a  forlorn  hope  to  clap  a  muzzle  over  the 
gnawing  jaws  of  some  hungry  horse.  Every  abutter  must  be  his 
own  watchman. 

There  is  great  and  wide-spread  misconception  as  to  the  age  of 
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trees.  The  "  venerable  monarch  of  the  forest "  cuts  an  impos- 
ing figure  in  sentimental  poetry  ;  and  several  cords  to  the  trunk, 
according  to  diameter.  But  no  trees  are  as  ancient  as  tradition  ; 
and  scarcely  one  finds  its  tradition  merged  in  remoter  fable,  like 
the  oft-cited  chestnut  upon  Mt.  ^Etna.  The  rings  of  annual 
accretion  are  very  much  like  the  teeth  of  a  horse  ;  yielding  an 
uncertain  sign,  deciphered  by  each  expert  to  suit  his  whim.  This 
old  citizen  remembers,  and  that  other  is  sure  that  his  father  told 
him  !  And  thus,  far  enough  back, — the  Ark  !  On  the  18th  of 
last  June  the  following  paragraph  appeared  in  the  Spy: — 

"  Edward  W.  Lincoln  says  relative  to  the  Elm  tree  on  Sever  Street,  which 
his  brother  states  he  once  started  to  cut  down  with  his  scythe,  that  he  remem- 
bers skating  all  over  that  portion  of  the  city  when  there  was  no  sign  of  an 
elm  tree  there." 

Some  people  may  have  shaken  their  heads  in  doubt ;  and  yet 
a  little  reflection  would  show  them  that  both  brothers  might  be 
correct  in  memory  and  statement.  The  meadow  was,  most 
assuredly,  a  sheet  of  Ice  in  winter,  and  as  clear  of  shrub  or  tree 
as  the  land,  Northward,  belonging  to  Elisha  Flagg  and  John 
Green,  was  choked  with  birch  and  willow.  But  the  seedling  Elm 
develops  with  extreme  rapidity ;  as  it  needs  must  to  attain  its 
huge  bulk  during  the  period  allotted  for  its  duration.  In  the 
brief  course  of  a  year  or  two  it  might  well  offer  a  stubborn 
obstacle  to  even  a  bush  scythe.  The  writer  cannot  recollect  a 
tree  along  Elm,  Chestnut,  or  Harvard,  Streets,  that  was  not  set 
out  within  Fifty  (50)  years  ;  and,  upon  the  two  (2)  former  high- 
ways, mostly  by  the  late  Gov.  Lincoln.  But  yet  Horse-Chestnuts 
have  been  cut  down  within  a  few  years,  west  of  the  Public  Lib- 
rary, that  encumbered  fully  half  of  an  eight  (8)  foot  side-walk. 
A  rock  (Acer  Saccharinum)  Maple,  much  more  a  Norway, — 
properly  planted,  and,  if  not  cared  for  at  least  not  abused,  will 
furnish  within  ten  (10)  years  all  the  shade  that  any  one  ought  to 
have,  desire  what  he  may.  There  is  far  more  danger  of  sparing 
trees  along  our  Streets,  that  ought  to  be  eradicated  because  of 
their  decay,  and  the  consequent  insecurity  from  them,  than  there 
can  be  of  taking  out  too  many.  Our  woodlands  would  be  of 
vastly  greater  value  to  their  owners,  were  they  cleared  off  at 
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stated,  or  irregular,  intervals, — but  cleared  off!  thereby  allowing 
the  earth  to  substitute  another  and  different  growth  for  which 
suitable  nutriment  was  long  since  stored  up.  "  Says  Emerson,  in 
his  exhaustive  work  upon  The  Trees  and  Shrubs  of  Massachu- 
setts : — 

"  It  is  not  surprising,  therefore,  that  in  many  soils,  the  trees  should  at  last 
be  unable  to  obtain  sufficient  nourishment  and  should  consequently  thence- 
forward begin  to  cease  to  grow,  and  finally  perish  from  inanition.  We  do 
not  find  this  taking  place  on  our  rich  intervales,  and  it  might  everywhere, 
probably,  be  prevented  by  supplies  of  fresh,  nourishing  soil." 

How  then  shall  the  Trees  fare  along  our  Highways  and  Streets, 
purchased  and  planted  by  the  City,  and  which  the  City, — other- 
wise and  unwise,  reckless  to  save,  does  its  utmost  to  destroy. 

A.  D.  1870,  in  the  very  first  Report  written  by  the  present 
Chairman,  he  expressed  views  to  which  his  more  matured  judg- 
ment strictlv  adheres  : — 

m 

"  The  felling  of  that  ancient  tree*  at  the  foot  of  Elm  Street,  which  had 
sheltered  so  many  generations  beneath  its  protecting  branches,  afforded  an 
occasion  at  the  time  for  much  sentimental  reproach.  A  little  reflection  would 
have  disclosed  the  fact  that  there  were  those  upon  that  Commission  to  whom 
the  least  twig  of  that  venerable  tree  was  fraught  with  tenderer  memories  than 
the  entire  ruck  of  indiscriminate  censors  could  possibly  appreciate.  Permis- 
sion for  its  eradication  was  given,  upon  the  application  of  the  Highway  Com- 
missioner, with  the  advice  and  approval  of  the  late  Mayor  f.  The  Commis- 
sioners are  thoroughly  satisfied  with  the  result  of  an  act,  the  responsibility 
for  which  is  exclusively  their  own.  And  they  felicitate  the  community  upon 
the  marked  improvements  which  have  followed,  and  which  were  rendered 
possible  of  accomplishment  only  by  such  decided  action.  Trees  were  made 
for  man,  not  man  for  trees.  Yet  too  many  still  stand,  spared  because  of  lin- 
gering associations,  or  on  account  of  their  age  and  massive  proportions, 
whose  removal  would  be  a  great  public  accommodation  and  appease  an  in- 
creasing popular  demand." 

A.  D.  1886,  Sixteen  (16)  years  later,  the  Commission  having 
become  neither  hide-bound  nor  moss-grown  in  the  interval,  were 
thus  delivered,  ex-gratia  : — 

The  Parks-Commission  would  keep  themselves  prepared  for 
what  is  inevitable,  precipitating  nothing,  in  nowise  forcing  mat- 
ters, but  ever  conscious  and  ready  to  admit  that  change,  if  at

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times  insensible,  is  neverthless  an  inexorable  law  of  creation. 
A  tree,,  like  everything  in  the  animal  or  vegetable  economy,  can 
but  fulfil  its  appointed  mission.  It  springs  up,  endures  and  de- 
cays. It  was  declared  in  Judaea  almost  nineteen  centuries  ago, 
that  they  might  actually  cumber  the  ground.  The  Parks-Com- 
mission will  ever  aim  to  preserve  the  fortunate  mean  that  should 
divide  a  vigorous  life,  and  welcome  shade,  from  the  barren 
existence  and  positive  rot  which  would  soon  become  perilous. 
They  expect  to  hear  that  the  Highway  Department  is  alive 
to  the  grand  possibilities  that  might  be  forced  to  develop  a  new 
and  brighter  life  throughout  the  Northern  portion  of  Main  Street. 
The  question  which  will  present  itself  in  such  case,  must  be, — 
given  the  opportunity,  shall  this  Commission  prevent  its  realization 
that  a  few  trees  may  be  spared  a  little  while  longer,  in  impaired 
and  very  unprofitable  duration  ? 

Neither  bi-furcation,  distortion,  nor  disease  lend  especial  beauty 
to  Shade-Trees  on  Bass-Wood  Street  or  Elm  Park.  The  truth 
of  the   whole    matter  is, — naked    and  without  under-clothes, 

Note. — The  extreme  age  that  certain  men  have  been  fabled  to  attain  is 
scarcely  more  preposterous  than  the  reputed  longevity  of  trees.  The  Chief 
Forester  of  Prussia  denies  that  trees  grow  to  be  a  thousand  years  old. 

His  researches  put  the  "  extreme  age  of  the  pine  at  570  years ;  of  the  larch  at 
429,  the  oak  410,  and  the  red  beech  245.  There  is  a  linden  tree  in  Wurtem- 
berg  which  is  shown  by  local  chronicles  to  be  at  least  438  years  old,  for  in 
1448  it  was  so  old  that  it  had  to  have  its  branches  propped  up.  Seven  hori- 
zontal branches  are  now  sustained  by  stone  columns,  but  the  trunk  is  a  mere 
shell,  supported  by  internal  as  well  as  external  masonry.  It  is  said  that  the 
pine  tree,  although  it  reaches  the  greatest  age  in  a  sound  condition,  decays 
more  rapidly  when  its  decline  sets  in.  The  oak  and  some  other  trees  con- 
tinue to  vegetate  when  reduced  to  mere  shells." 

Upon  this,  the  Editor  of  the  Gardeners'  Monthly,  whose  fame  for  a 

thorough  knowledge  of  everything  pertaining  to  Arboriculture  is  not  inferior 

to  that  of  Douglas,  or  Sargent,  comments,  as  follows  : 

This  is  what  the  Gardeners'  Monthly  has  been  contending  for  in  connec- 
tion with  American  forestry,  where  trees  have  a  less  tenure  of  life  than  in  the 
more  favorable  climates  of  Europe.  There  are  in  America,  as  well  as  in  the 
Old  World,  individual  cases  of  trees,  as  well  as  of  human  beings,  going  on  to 
a  great  age;  but  when  we  are  asked  for  the  average  duration  of  life  in  the 
trees  of  the  American  forest,  we  may  give  in  round  numbers  two  hundred 
years  as  about  the  figure.  For  this  reason  the  efforts  that  are  being  con- 
tinually made  for  the  preservation  of  our  old  forests,  should  be  transferred  to 
the  planting  of  new  ones. 

E.  W.  L. 
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whether  it  involves  complaint  or  satisfaction  about  the  planting 
or  excision  of  a  tree, — the  abutter  getting  wonted  to  the 
situation.  Along  Main^Street,  by  the  present  location  of  the 
Orphanage,  Horse-Chestnuts  and  Maples  alternated  at  distances 
of  perhaps  fifteen  (15)  feet  apart.  Neither  lawn,  sidewalk, 
nor  roadway  got  a  ray  of  sunlight.  The  situation  was  becoming 
intolerable,  until  finally  the  writer  relieved  the  public  by  solving 
the  difficulty — at  the  base  of  the  Horse-Chestnuts  !  When  the 
axe  was  first  up-raised,  the  yelp  was  universal.  Do  the  neigh- 
bors complain  now,  more  than  the  ruminants  that  gazed  across 
Tremont  Street  in  Boston;  and  chewing  the  same  old  cud, 
observed  querulously  when  their  surprise  allowed,  that  the  world 
seemed  to  continue  moving  in  front  of  the  Granary  Burial- 
Ground ! 

At  this  precise  time,  A.  D.  1877,  there  is  peril  imminent  to 
limb  and  life  from  decaying  or  dead  branches  of  the  veteran 
Elms  along  Main  Street,  Northwardly.  Spare  the  old  tree ! 
vociferates  the  itinerant  whose  call  is  sharp,  whose  duration  is 
short,  whose  appointment  elsewhere  is  decisive.  Who  will 
liquidate  the  damages  ?  responds  the  Auditor  as  he  shifts  his  finan- 
cial polygraph  in  the  vain  effort  to  strike  a  balance  between  appro- 
priation, Sinking  Fund,  and  evitable  liabilities.  But,  who  will 
assume  for  us  our  responsibility  for  neglect  of  duty  ?  very  per- 
tinently inquire  the  Parks-Commission  before  harm  has  befallen 
or  a  citizen  gets  maimed  or  killed  ! 

The  Annual  Work  in  Elm  Park  has  attained  that  stage,  now 
that  it  makes  little  visible  show,  however  absorbing  or  extensive 
its  occupation  and,  for  that  very  reason,  becomes  yet  more  diffi- 
cult to  detail  intelligibly.  Who,  save  a  close  observer,  could  or 
would  care  to  trace  the  subdivision  of  Herbaceous  Paeonies,  or 
Phlox;  or  would  be  capable  of  anticipating  the  superb  display  to 
be  developed  from  either  of  those  splendid  perennials,  when  the 
hundred  of  roots  shall  have  been  multiplied  by  thousands  ?  It  is 
difficult  for  the  writer,  even,  whose  oversight  is  daily,  if  not  hourly, 
exercised,  to  recall  and  remember  the,  as  it  were  myriad,  altera- 
tions and  changes  occasioned  or  rendered  imperative  by  rea- 
sonable forethought  for  the  growth  and  health  of  shrub  or  tree. 
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How  then  shall  those  who  scarcely  allow  themselves  leisure  for  a 
monthly  visit  keep  pace  with  the  incessant  variation,  or  renewal ; 
the  re-location  or  revival ;  that  is  known  by  all  good  gardeners,  all 
that  are  worth  their  manure  at  least,  to  be  absolutely  indispensable. 
A  plant  will  die  out  if  left  too  long  in  one  spot ;  no  matter  how 
vigorous  its  habit.  There  must  be  neither  forgetfulness,  indolence, 
nor  omission.  With  good  soil  and  proper  treatment  there 
should  be  but  ordinary  difficulty  in  growing  successfully  any  one 
of  a  hundred  flowering  plants  or  shrubs  ;  whose  first  cost  is  trifling, 
and  whose  beauty  (as  of  Iris  Kmmpferi,for  example)  is  signally 
conspicuous,  though  comparision  should  be  challenged  with  the 
"far-fetched  and  dear-bought"  scentless  Orchids !  Although  the 
Commission  look  rather  to  the  occupation  of  the  newer  Parks,  pro- 
posed by  them  to  be  acquired  by  the  City,  for  Play-Grounds  and 
unrestricted  public  enjoyment,  they  also  expect  that  clumps  of  per- 
ennial plants,  with  occasional  copses  of  flowering  and  ornamental 
trees,  will  nowhere  be  out  of  place  and  may  lend  a  novel  and  un- 
wonted charm  to  nature  unadorned.  For  this  end,  the  collection  of 
species  and  the  multiplication  of  varieties  in  Elm  Park,  will  be  of 
exceeding  utility ;  constituting  it  fons  et  origo,  wherefrom  may 
be  disseminated  such  beauty  as  shall  become  a  "joy  forever." 

Upon  a  recent  occasion,  the  present  writer  recalled  a  waning 
attention  to  the  evident  dispersion  of  that  nimbus  which  so  long 
enshrouded  the  pinnacles  of  Sinai.  "  Thou  shalt  not  steal !" 
proclaimed  Moses ;  and  centuries  later,  crucifixion  sufficed  for 
thieves.  "  Beware  lest  thou  be  found  out !  "  enunciated  Lycur- 
gus :  and  thereafter  the  Spartan  youth  hugged  the  fox  to  his 
breast  —  no  matter  how  keen  its  teeth.  "Why  make  such  a 
fuss?  It  belongs  to  the  City,  and  there  are  plenty  more!  "  is 
the  cry  of  sickly  sympathy,  when  striplings  of  either  sex  are 
detected  plucking  flowers  or  pulling  up  whole  plants ;  or  even 
carrying  away  choice  fir  and  pine  trees,  that  have  required  years 
to  develop,  in  honor  of  the  Christ-Child.  "  Discharge  hitn  ! 
he  is  insane  !  "  yelps  philanthropy,  when  some  unaltered  brute  is 
caught  waylaying  young  girls  as  they  disport  themselves  in  their 
fresh  innocence,  throughout  our  parks  and  play-grounds.  Now- 
a-days  sin  consists  not  so  much  in  the  offence  as  in  its  discovery. 
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Its  enormity  matters  little  ;  its  measure  is  scarcely  that  of  de- 
gree;  so  lightly  is  it  condoned,  so  quickly  forgotten.  Men  have 
been  sent  to  the  Lunatic  Hospital  for  tendency  or  attempt  to 
ravish  at  sight ;  who,  later,  were  found  in  Elm  Park  or  its  vi- 
cinity, let  loose  without  formal  adjudication,  to  prey  at  will  upon 
an  unguarded  community.  Young  men  have  hardly  got  dis- 
missed from  school,  but  they  provide  themselves  with  tools  where- 
with to  neutralize,  or  destroy,  the  labor  of  this  Commission  that 
was  just  manifesting  its  fruit  after  years  of  patient  toil  and  wait- 
ing. "  Give  me  but  a  few  more  officers  !  "  exclaimed  the  Mar- 
shal, not  so  long  ago,  "  and  I  will  see  if  I  cannot  put  a  stop  to 
these  troubles."  He  has  got  them  ;  the  same  marshal  — a  small 
loaf  and  a  few  fishes !  while  more  mischief  was  perpetrated  in 
the  public  grounds  of  Worcester,  A.  D.,  1886,  than  ever  before. 
Don't  violate  the  Commandments,  the  statutes,  the  ordinan- 
ces !  at  least  not  just  now,  if  you  please !  Just  now  I  am  busy  in 
a  chemical  analysis  and  must  not  be  interrupted.  Understand, 
oh  stupid  !  that  I  am  employed  to  enforce  that  moral  law,  where- 
of the  injunction  is, — 

Nothing  shall  ferment 
Higher  'n  three  per  cent. ! 

The  City  of  Worcester  possesses,  at  this  day,  in  Elm  Park, 
planted  out  to  remain,  or  in  nursery  rows  for  dispersion  when 
needed,  an  infinitely  larger  wealth  of  shrub  and  plant  than  was 
ever  the  subject  of  ill-informed  boast  for  the  Boston  Public  Gar- 
den. The  multitude  do  not  know  the  fact ;  probably  could  not, 
in  any  shape,  fully  appreciate  the  intrinsic  value  of  that  precious 
accumulation  of  bulb  and  root.  Nevertheless  such  is  the  truth, 
resulting  from  a  careful  and  deliberate  collection  and  multiplica- 
tion of  choice  native  and  foreign  species  and  varieties  that  have 
been  tested  and  found  adapted  to  that  peculiar  locality.  There 
may  possibly  lurk  a  doubt  whether  property  in  vegetation,  of  any 
nature  soever,  merits  or  should  obtain  municipal  safeguard. 
Perhaps  a  further  query  —  if  nurse-maids  and  children,  not  to 
mention  the  mothers  !  who  may  visit  Elm  Park  to  admire  and 
enjoy  its  floriage  or  seclusion,  should  not  be  made  to  learn  that 
they  seek  such  recreation  at  their  peril !    And  still  it  suggests 
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itself,  as  scarcely  needing  demonstration,  that  the  property  of 
the  City  in  its  Parks  and  along  its  Streets,  requires,  and  requiring 
is  as  much  entitled  to,  protection  at  the  hands  of  the  civic  police 
as  the  cigarettes,  or  calicoes,  that  are  in  the  enjoyment  of  shelter 
and  possess  the  safeguard  guaranteed  by  bars  and  bolts.  The  in- 
crease of  population  is  urged  in  behalf  of  the  multiplication  of 
officers.  But  the  majority  of  that  force  is  restricted  within  a 
narrow  beat ;  few  or  none  of  its  members,  agile  or  stalwart,  being 
spared  to  patrol  the  suburbs.  The  Law  clothes  the  Parks-Com- 
mission with  ample  authority  to  appoint  its  own  police.  But  au- 
thority to  appoint  is  worthless  without  the  money  to  pay  incum- 
bents !.  And  the  Commission,  reluctant  to  create  superfluous  tax- 
eaters,  will  await  impatiently  the  assignment  to  their  use  and 
behoof  of  a  portion  of  the  expected  police  appropriation. 

On  Saturday,  December  4,  A.  D.  1886,  schools  being  dis- 
missed, Elm  Park  was  vindicated,  if  never  before, —  its  Pools  at 
least.     The  children   of  Worcester  uttered  no  complaint  that 
there  had  been  excessive  excavation ;  a  trifle  less  than  four  (4) 
acres  of  superficial  area  for  skating  out  of  the  entire  twenty-eight 
(28)  being  crowded  to  repletion.    It  required  but  the  frost  of  a 
single  night,  with  the  mercury  at  10°  to  form  ice  that  would 
bear.    In  two  nights,  absolute  safety  from  even  a  wetting  was 
secured.    Since  the  Commission  were  ever  careful  to  provide  for 
a  depth  of  water  which,  while  sufficing  for  pleasure  boats,  should 
nowhere  be  such  as  to  imperil  the  life  of  any  child,  old  enough 
to  be  trusted  in  the  Park,  and  smart  enough  to  stand  up  straight 
should  it  unluckily  break  through.    It  is  a  great  pity  that  the  ice 
cannot  be  maintained  in  suitable  condition.    It  is   so  much 
needed  and  so  much  enjoyed  by  young  and  old  ;  the  one  actively 
participating  in  the  cheerful  sport, —  the  latter  deriving  honest 
pleasure  from  looking  on.    But  it  will  evidently  require  some 
management  of  Water-mains  that  is  not  yet  fully  devised,  by 
whose  timely  use  the  surface  can  be  sprayed  at  will.    As  it  is 
now,  the  water  is  so  shallow  that,  under  the  influence  of  intense 
cold,  rifts  are  formed  through  ice  a  foot  or  more  in  thickness, 
that  serve  to  trip  the  unwary  if  they  do  not  become  a  source  of 
positive  danger.    Moreover  it  is  astonishing  in  how  short  a 
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while  the  smoothest  surface  gets  cut  up  by  the  continuous  throng  ; 
all  disposed  to  make  the  best  of  what  they  have,  but  quick  to 
appreciate  better  could  it  be  put  within  their  reach.  There  is  no 
expenditure  upon  the  Parks  of  the  City,  actual  or  prospective, 
that  will  repay  a  higher  interest  in  the  happiness  and  health  of  our 
young  men  and  maidens,  than  that  which  shall  contrive  and  ef- 
fectuate the  formation  and  maintenance  throughout  the  winter, 
of  a  hard,  smooth  sheet  of  ice  all  over  the  water  area  in  Elm 
Park.  For  a  considerable  period  during  the  gathering  cold,  the 
snow  was  cleared  from  the  surface  so  far  as  scraping  could  ac- 
complish it.  But  it  was  not  long  after  Christmas  when  it  be- 
came obvious  that  the  very  accummulation  of  material  must  stop 
the  effort.  It  had  been  heaped  up,  on  both  shore  and  island  ; 
piled  in  the  form  of  mounds  at  the  centre  of  the  Pools ;  until 
there  was  positively  nowhere  that  another  shovel  could  be  emp- 
tied. Nature  was  too  strong ;  and  man  must  await  her  pleasure, 
—  perchance  her  melting  mood.  Well, —  the  unexpected  did 
happen  and  a  thaw  commenced.  But,  just  as  the  surface  was 
covered  with  water,  and  the  fast-falling  temperature  gave  prom- 
ise of  a  new  ice-formation,  the  He-Goat  and  Wild-Ass*  came 
capering  and  prancing  along,  leaving  the  devious  print  of  their 
hoofs  in  the  rapidly  congealing  slush.  It  has  been  thus,  or 
worse,  throughout  each  successive  thaw.  The  humps  and  ridges, 
thereby  caused,  could  not  be  removed  by  any  means  within  the 
control  of  this  Commission.  It  might  seem  that  other  species  of 
Abstinence  than  that  which  is  the  creature  of  law  may  well  be  in- 
culcated in  the  lay  and  secular  schools ;  and  that  a  direction 
given  to  the  boyish  mind,  averting  its  steps  from  wanton  mis- 
chief, of  no  advantage  to  itself  but  a  positive  harm  and  sorrow 
to  others,  should  be  a  lesson  well  applied  nor  perhaps  entirely 
thrown  away.  Whenever  the  Parks-Commission  shall  be  enabled 
to  prepare  and  keep  the  ice  surface  as  they  desire,  and  hope ; 
measures  will  be  taken,  if  necessary,  that  must  be  effectual  to 


*  oyoff  dyptoa  [Latin:  Onager.']  Whence  the  probable  degeneration  of 
species,  as  illustrated  in  Asinus  Consummatus  detected,  a  decade  since, 
browsing  on  the  Common ;  and  Asinus  vulgaris, —  caught  floundering,  beyond 
his  depth,  in  the  S.  W.  Pool  of  Elm  Park,  A.  D.,  1884.  e.  w.  l. 
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preserve  order  and  prevent  injury.  But  they  would  much  prefer 
that  the  adequate  and  sole  Police  of  the  Parks  should  be  the 
self-restraint  of  those — old  or  young, — who  frequent  them.  In 
this — the  self-constituted  guardians  would  be  but  caring  for  their 
own  property.  The  Park  or  "Common,"  should  not  be  also  "un- 
clean," ex  necessitate  rei  !  If  communism,  in  any  form,  must  be 
interpreted  to  mean  only  depreciation  and  waste, —  the  lovers 
of  neatness  alone,  to  say  nothing  of  acquisitiveness,  will  suffice 
to  leave  it  in  a  wretched  minority,  as  a  mere  dream  of  slovenli- 
ness and  unthrift. 

The  reclamation  of  Lake  Park  was  commenced  under  the  old 
Commission  of  Public  Grounds.  In  their  final  Report  occurs  the 
subjoined  passage : — 

The  acceptance  of  Lake  Park  by  the  City,  brought  with  it 
new  duties  to  be  discharged  at  first  by  the  Commission  of  Public 
Grounds.  Frequent  visits,  early  and  late  perambulation  of  the 
ground,  and  guarded  absorption  of  advice  proffered  from  all 
quarters,  each  and  all  led  to  the  straight-forward  conclusion  that 
little  should  be  attempted  save  to  develop  Park-Ways  and  par- 
tially tame  the  uncouth  wildness  of  Nature.  A  fine  grove  of 
trees  standing  upon  the  northwest  corner  of  the  new  Park,  sug- 
gested the  possibility  of  supplying  Societies  and  Schools  with  an 
unrivalled  picnic  site,  free  from  burdensome  expense.  Mr. 
James  Draper  was  willing  to  assume  the  task  of  clearing  off  the 
brush,  stumps,  and  rocks  (not  stone) ;  and  the  Commission  found 
ample  reason  to  be  glad  of  it,  when  they  saw  how  admirably  he 
achieved  the  work. 

Towards  the  Spring  of  1886,  it  occurred  to  the  Chairman 

that  use  might  well  follow  development ;  and  the  Master  of  the 

State  Grange,  than  whom  no  one  was  more  familiar  with  the 

locality,  lent  his  whole  energies  to  realize  the  idea.    It  is  a 

pleasure  to  accord  tribute  where  it  is  due ;  and  Commissioner 

Draper  is  entitled  to  hearty  praise  for  the  unstinted  devotion  of 

taste  and  time  toward  the  fitting  up  of  that  grove,  as  it  was 

found  on  that  afternoon  of  July  14,  when  log-fires  were  in 

request  and  winter  furs  could  not  be  found  at  urgent  need. 

How  pleasantly  and  well  everything  passed  off, — was  it  not  of 

current  comment  ?    And  yet,  how  instead  of  an  informal  picnic 
20 
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resulted  the  inevitable  public  meeting ;  with  its  starch  and  prim- 
ness, and  verbal-orefacture,  may  not  the  writer  who  stayed 
away  from  apprehension  thereof,  indulge  in  mild  deprecation ! 
Why  cannot  a  score  or  more  of  Yankees — male  and  female, — 
get  together,  but  they  must  afflict  and  cramp  each  other  by 
chairman  and  speech-facture  ?  Wherefore  not  rather  the  easy 
undress,  an  entire  freedom  from  rigid  or  awkward  restraint,  the 
happy  relaxation  from  conventionalism  that  does  not  care  if 
school  keeps  or  not !  Let  the  boys  and  girls  go  a-courting 
and  pick  huckleberries !  If  any  are  too  old  for  that,  the  Lake 
will  be  close  at  hand  and  they  can  catch  crabs  from  one  of  Com- 
modore O'Leary's  convenient  flotilla.  Reserve  for  the  public 
hall,  if  you  like  it,  your  ceremony  to  kill, — oratory  to  repletion ! 
But  the  charm  of  the  woods  is  in  their  naturalness.  Why,  then, 
should  man  carry  with  him,  when  he  resorts  thither,  his  artificial 
manner  and  parade  dress  ? 

Of  how  the  present  Lecturer  of  the  local  Grange  reduced  his 
fighting  weight  in  a  walking  match  for  coffee ;  how  he  subse- 
quently, in  the  phrase  of  the  Prophet  Young,  "fretted  his 
gizzard  "  essaying  the  path  toward  the  Shelter  and  getting  lost  in 
its  mazes  ;  in  what  manner  and  with  what  measure  of  success  he 
guided  the  "  light,  fantastic  toe "  over  those  unplaned  spruce 
plank  by  the  glare  of  a  locomotive  head-light ;  shall  it  not,  O ! 
Son  of  Malta,  after  thy  defunct  ritual,  be  forever  recorded ! 

"  Standing  upon  this  rock  of  ages,"  exclaimed  the  Mayor,  "  I 
now,  at  the  request  of  the  Parks-Commission,  christen  this  Forest 
JVook  !  "  Few  of  his  constituents  dreamed  of  the  re-action  upon 
His  Honor  caused  by  his  smiting  that  huge  bowlder.  Therefrom 
have  flowed  facility  of  speech  and  copious  utterance,  in  which  the 
modern  Moses  has  led  whole  caravans  of  foxes  and  bears  from 
the  wilds  of  the  Kaaterskill,  introducing  them  to  the  open-eyed 
rustics  from  Maine  and  Vermont.  It  appears  to  have  been  a 
more  miraculous  tap  than  that  of  old  in  the  Desert  of  Zin,  and 
to  have  resulted  in  a  continuous,  vocal  mellifluence. 

Of  Forest  Nook  in  itself,  the  writer  can  but  repeat  himself : — 

A  few  clumps  of  the  more  hardy  flowering  and  fragrant  shrubs 
should  be  planted ;  and  thereafter  a  place  for  out-door  parties, 
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of  abundant  space,  easy  access,  and  grateful  cheapness,  will  be 
ever  ready  for  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  our  whole  people  with- 
out distinction  of  age,  sex,  or  previous  condition  of  servitude. 
Those  to  whom  distance  lends  the  sole  enchantment  will,  of 
course,  continue  to  pay  tribute  to  the  railways,  paring  the  lunch 
to  eke  out  the  fare  ! 

The  development  of  Lake  Park,  A.  D.  1886,  consisted  mainly 
in  rendering  it  accessible  through  and  throughout  its  entire 
extent.  The  force  and  means  at  the  control  of  the  Commission, 
are  inadequate  to  maintain  uninterrupted  work.  There  are  times 
when  the  Common,  Elm  Park,  or  the  Shade-Tkees,  demand  extra 
or  exclusive  attention ;  and  then  all  hands  must  take  hold 
together.  But,  everything  considered,  much  has  been  accom- 
plished. The  Park-Way  through  the  Ford,  leading  up  by  the 
big  bowlder  to  the  Shelter ;  or,  diverging  at  the  Chestnuts  and 
winding  around  towards  the  North  until  it  re-enters  Lake  Avenue 
a  few  rods  Southerly  from  the  Circuit ;  was  constructed, 
compacted,  and  sown  to  grass,  in  course  of  the  Summer  and 
early  Autumn.  During  the  first  months  of  the  Winter,  just 
past,  another  Park-Way  has  been  built,  commencing  from  the 
North-East  corner  of  Forest  Nook, — thence  running  South, — 
South-West,  until  it  comes  out  by  the  elevated  slope,  also  near 
the  Shelter.  The  earth  has  been  so  free  from  frost  that  little 
difficulty  was  experienced  in  the  removal  of  rocks  or  stumps. 
Some  labor  will  be  requisite,  in  the  vernal  season,  to  level  off  the 
track,  which  will  doubtless  need  covering  and  filling  in  spots 
when  the  material  shall  be  found  convenient. 

A  good  part  of  the  more  open  land  was  cleared  of  brush  and 
undergrowth;  thereby  taking  that  first  essential  step  toward 
all  reclamation — the  admission  of  sunlight.  To  remain  effectual, 
however,  the  work  must  be  radical.  Since,  if  not  supplemented 
by  thorough  grubbing,  brake  and  briar  will  again  usurp  place 
and,  in  very  few  years,  arrogate  possession.  Were  the  use  of  a 
breaking-up  plough  practicable,  the  task  of  the  Commission  might 
be  vastly  facilitated.  But  haste  does  make  waste ;  or  would, 
if  the  Commission  allowed  its  calm  equipoise  to  be  disturbed.  A 
first  impulse  often  suggests  that  this  tree  impedes  a  possible  view  ; 
or  advises  that  certain  natural  features  be  better  adapted  to  the 
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situation  by  artificial  paring  or  mutilation.  The  rule  is  never 
left  out  of  mind,  however,  that  if 

"  The  groves  were  God's  first  temples," 

Man,  here  in  Worcester,  may  as  well  accept  His  architecture 
as  try  to  model  after  any  example  set  by  our  local  ecclesiology. 
By  selecting  their  own  occasions  for  energetic  action,  or  deliber- 
ate pause  ;  by  striking  quick  and  hard  wherever  opportunity  and 
need  concur  ;  by  doing  timely  what  was  approved  of  old,  or 
casually  suggests  itself  upon  the  spur  of  the  moment ;  or  by  call- 
ing a  halt  to  take  thought  for  the  morrow  when  fore-  and  hind- 
sight may  blend  in  a  single  focus;  the  Commission  trust  to  pre- 
pare Lake  Park,  as  they  have  the  other  Public  Grounds  of  the 
City,  so  that  the  People  shall  not  continually  fret  themselves,  in 
their  enjoyment,  with  the  carking  worry  of  what  it  all  cost ! 

September  20.,  A,  D.  1886.,  the  Parks-Commission,  which  for 
sixteen  months,  had  been  studying  the  actual  and  pressing  needs 
of  Worcester  ;  in  the  line  of  their  prescribed  duty  as  of  the 
reference  to  them  for  official  consideration,  and  action,  of  certain 
popular  petitions,  by  the  City  Council ;  made  formal  Report  of 
what  would,  in  their  judgment,  provide  the  City  with  "  a  system 
of  Parks  sufficient  for  all  the  needs  of  the  present  and  future,  so 
far  as  they  can  be  foreseen,  and  in  area  and  distribution  for  con- 
venient access  and  use  by  all  the  people,  unsurpassed,  if  equalled, 
by  those  of  any  city  of  like,  or  even  considerably  larger  popula- 
tion in  this  country." 

The  scope  of  that  Report,  with  its  system  of  Parks,  can  be 
understood  best  from  the  subjoined  series  of  formal  votes,  mak- 
ing a  part  of  the  Report  of  the  Commission  and  submitted  there- 
with to  the  Honorable  City  Council  : — 

1.  Voted,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Commission  it  is  for  the  interest 
of  the  City  of  Worcester  to  acquire  the  tract  of  land  belonging  to  the  Common- 
wealth and  now  held  by  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Lunatic  Hospital,  to  the 
extent  of  54  acres  more  or  less,  for  the  purpose  of  a  park,  and  to  request  the 
Honorable  City  Council  to  petition  the  General  Court  to  determine  the  condi- 
tions and  rates  by  which  said  tract  may  pass  into  possession  of  the  City  for 
the  purposes  above  described. 
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2.  Voted,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Commission,  it  is  for  the  interest 
of  the  City  of  Worcester  to  take  for  the  purpose  of  a  public  park  the  tract  or 
parcel  of  land  lying  on  both  sides  of  Gold  Street,  belonging  to  Ephraim 
Mower,  Trustee,  Caroline  C.  Mower,  and  George  A.  Brown,  containing  about 
five  acres  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $29,000.  And  this  Commission  hereby 
request  the  Honorable  City  Council  to  appropriate  the  above  specified  sum 
for  that  purpose. 

3.  Voted,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Commission  it  is  for  the  interest 
of  the  City  of  Worcester  to  take  for  the  purpose  of  a  public  park  the  tract  of 
land  lying  along  and  between  Quinsigamond  Avenue,  Cambridge  Street  and 
the  location  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad,  belonging  to  J.  S. 
Ballard,  George  Crompton  and  heirs  of  Michael  Neylon,  comprising  about  16 
acres  and  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $23,166,  and  the  Commission  hereby  request 
the  Honorable  City  Council  to  appropriate  said  sum  for  that  purpose. 

4.  Voted,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Commission  it  is  for  the  interest 
of  the  City  of  Worcester  to  take  for  the  purpose  of  a  public  park  the  tract  of 
land  lying  along  and  between  Crystal,  Gates,  Addison  and  Illinois  Streets, 
comprising  about  8£  acres,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $13,350.  And  the  Com- 
mission hereby  request  the  Honorable  City  Council  to  appropriate  the  above 
sum  for  the  specified  purpose. 

5.  Voted,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Commission  it  is  for  the  interest  of 
the  City  of  Worcester  to  take  for  the  purpose  of  a  public  park  the  tract  of 
land  belonging  to  J.  W.  Wetherell,  W.  S.  Lincoln,  T.  S.  Johnson  and  C.  G. 
Harrington,  commonly  known  as  Newton  Hill,  comprising  61  acres,  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  $19,500.  And  the  Commission  hereby  request  the  Honor- 
able City  Council  to  appropriate  the  above  sum  for  that  purpose. 

6.  Voted,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Commission  it  is  for  the  interest 
of  the  City  of  Worcester  to  take  for  the  purpose  of  a  public  park  the  tract  of 
land  bounded  by  Grove  Street,  Park  Avenue,  Salisbury  Street,  and  Salisbury 
Pond,  owned  by  Stephen  Salisbury,  and  comprising  about  31  acres,  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  $20,274.  And  this  Commission  hereby  request  the  Hon- 
orable City  Council  to  appropriate  the  above  sum  for  said  purpose. 

7.  Voted,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Commission  it  is  for  the  interest 
of  the  City  of  Worcester  to  take  for  the  purpose  of  a  public  park  the  tract 
and  parcels  of  land  bounded  by  Lincoln,  Melrose  and  Burncoat  Streets,  com- 
prising 17  and  eight  one-hundredths  acres,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $9,700,  and 
this  Commission  hereby  request  the  Honorable  City  Council  to  make  the  above 
appropriation  for  the  said  purpose.

That  Plan  was  comprehensive  and  wide-reaching ;  as  was  its 
intention,  and  as  it  should  have  been  to  be  worthy  of  the  City, 
and  of  the  Commission  that  was  created  solely  for  such  purpose. 
Other  propositions  had  been  spasmodic :  and  although  often 
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repeated,  were  let  alone  to  recommend  themselves,  or  to  depend, 
as  they  best  might,  upon  the  unassisted  advocacy  of  the  Chair- 
man  of  the  old  Commission  of  Public  Grounds.  Of  such,  New- 
ton Hill  was  a  notable  instance ; — for  the  taking  which,  by 
eminent  domain,  leave  had  been  sought  and  granted  by  the 
General  Court,  times  without  miud ;  for  the  securing  possession 
of  which,  after  the  General  Court  assented,  the  City  Council 
invariably 

 "  let  I  dare  not 

Wait  upon  I  would ;" 

So  that,  at  last,  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  having  been  suf- 
fered to  fall  into  idle  desuetude,  the  City  was  constrained  to  put 
all  its  eggs  into  one  basket ;  to  locate  its  distributing  basin  within 
gunshot  of  its  storing  reservoir ;  to  take  the  countless  chances  of 
accretion,  friction,  and  fracture,  as  the  gambler  stakes  every 
thing  upon  a  single  throw.  And  all  because  of  the  lack  of  a 
clear  purpose, — the  omission  of  a  pronounced  policy.  At  a  time 
when  everything  denoted  that  the  emergency  was  at  hand,  ever 
anticipated  in  these  Reports,  when  not  even  private  interest, 
crass  ignorance,  or  congenital  stupidity,  would  avail  longer  to 
minimize  that  prevision  of  Nature  whereby  the  eminence  was  put 
precisely  where  it  was  needed  ;  just  at  one  apex  of  that  triangle 
whereof  Hunt's  Reservoir  and  Bell  Pond  constitute  the  two  other 
salients  ;  by  which. the  hill  was  elevated  to  exactly  the  height 
that  would  be  required  to  receive  and  reduce  the  pressure  from 
the  declivities  of  Asnebumskit ;  and  to  which  it  is  owing  also 
that  Worcester  occupies  the  position,  unlike  thankless  Millbury, 
of  being  more  blessed  in  giving  than  receiving. 

It  happens,  curiously  enough,  that  about  the  last  tract  of  land 
upon  which  the  Commission  determined  has  been  the  first  to  re- 
ceive the  indispensable  sanction  of  the  City  Council.  Cordially, 
and  unanimously,  appreciating  the  act  of  proposed  munificence 
that  undoubtedly  prompted  to  such  ready  assent,  and  the  subse- 
quent appropriation  of  money ;  the  Parks-Commission  would  be 
false  to  their  duty  were  they  not  to  insist  that  their  projected 
system  of  Parks  and  Play-Grounds  shall  be  considered  upon  its 
own  merits  and  not  taken  piecemeal  to  uphold  other  and  distinc- 
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tive  schemes  of  how  much  soever  obvious  benefit.  It  is  not  a 
very  dignified  position — being  bob  upon  the  tail  of  a  kite  ! 

The  new  South  Park  as  it  chances  fortunately,  if  fortuitously, 
will  serve  a  double  purpose ;  supplying,  beyond  its  original  in- 
tention, the  youth  who  may  be  expected  to  throng  the  courts  of 
Clark  University  with  a  much  needed  play-ground.  For  such  a 
campus  its  selection  will  have  approved  itself  judicious,  even  if 
consummated  slightly  in  advance  of  the  positive  want.  The 
good  nature  of  Mr.  Loring  Coes  will  doubtless  accord  the  use, 
for  boating  or  skating,  of  that  charming  lake  in  miniature  which, 
if  exacted  by  the  requirements  of  his  business,  is  none  the  less  a 
creation  and  evidence  of  his  individual  good  taste.  Such  a  sheet 
of  water  may  well  be  the  envy  of  less-favored  sections  of  our 
city,  to  which  lakes  of  any  size  must  continue,  as  they  now  are, 
of  impossible  attainment;  and  whose  inhabitants  can  but  gaze 
from  afar  upon  the  lofty  towers  of  the  growing  University.  But 
Parks  and  Play-Grounds  are  the  products  of  man's  will ;  and 
where  there  is  a  will,  there  has  ever  been  found  a  way. 

The  formal  approval  and  purchase  of  that  tract  of  land,  hav- 
ing been  precipitated  to  anticipate  the  prospective  needs  of 
Clark  University,  let  it  be  understood  that  its  uses  must  be 
adapted  to  conform  thereto.  Elm  Park  cannot  be  multiplied, 
nor  transported  for  a  local  show.  As  so  often  insisted  upon  in 
these  Reports,  peculiar  conditions  have  favored,  if  they  did  not 
invite,  a  growth  of  shrub  and  plant  that  would  be  impracticable 
elsewhere ;  and  that  the  condition  of  the  municipal  treasury 
would  not  suffer  to  be  repeated,  were  duplication  desirable  other- 
wise. Boston  with  all  her  wealth,  has  and  asks  but  one  Public 
Garden.  This  new  Southerly  Park  has  been  sought  and  secured 
for  a  complement  to  the  new  University ;  and  with  its  dedication 
thereto  our  people  must  learn  to  be  content.  If  that  University 
shall  prove  a  success — as  who  distrusts  ?  there  will  be  none  too 
much  land  for  a  campus,  whereon  games  of  Base,  Foot,  and 
other  Ball,  may  be  accommodated ;  with  suitable  allowance  for 
Croquet,  or  Lawn  Tennis,  assuming  that  Woman  is  to  plant  her 
positive,  if  smaller,  foot  in  aggression  upon  that  territory.  Still, 
— there  will  be  land  enough.    Larger,  by  at  least  an  acre,  than 
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the  Common  ;  as  that  pinched  tract  remains  after  God  and  Mam- 
mon got  satiated  and  left  off  robbing  the  people ;  there  should 
be  ample  space  whose  verge  not  even  a  juvenile  Brouthers  may 
transcend.  For  experts  in  athletic  sports  know  well  enough 
that  when  a  game  worth  witnessing  is  in  progress,  all  by-play 
ceases.  The  crowd  are  eager  for  the  best ;  and  quit  their  own 
side-show  to  admire  the  champions.  As  at  Elis  and  Olympia, 
centuries  agone,  so  will  it  be  on  the  Crystal  campus^  and  on 
every  fair  field  where  human  ambition  strives  for  laurel  or 
parsley.  No  harm  can  ensue  from  a  generous  emulation,  with 
an  honorable  desire  to  win  the  title  to  superiority.  Such  rivalry 
becomes  any  University, — new  or  old.  It  is  only  when  avarice  is 
the  incentive ;  when  the  intrinsic  value  of  the  prize  becomes  a 
stimulus,  that  the  contest  should  be  branded,  and  terminated,  as 
gambling  without  excuse  or  palliation. 

But  the  one  section  of  the  City,  in  the  irrevocable  judgment  of 
this  Commission,  as  now  or  heretofore  constituted,  where  the 
want  of  a  Park  or  Play-Ground  is  alike  imperative  and  immedi- 
ate, and  also  of  impossible  attainment  unless  the  intervention  of 
the  City  shall  be  speedy ;  is  that  which  has  been  known,  in  slang 
parlance,  as  the  "  Island :  " — lying  toward  the  South-East,  and 
down  by  the  confluence  of  the  streams  that  combine  to  form  the 
Blackstone.  Factories  have  covered  much  of  what  was  once  a 
hopeless  swamp ;  and  the  remnant  is  being  rapidly  absorbed  for 
dwellings  or  stores, — often  both  under  the  same  roof.  Those 
dwellings  are  mostly  tenement-houses,  swarming  with  life,  for 
whose  conveniences  the  merest  court-yard  is  reserved ;  and,  not 
seldom,  scarcely  that  much  ;  the  wash  being  hung  out  to  dry 
from  racks  built  up  with  the  ascending  stories,  or  waving  like 
banners  from  the  very  roof.  It  may  be,  as  has  been  declared, 
that  there  can  be  found,  here  and  there,  who  would  prefer  to 
see  that  entire  territory  overwhelmed  and  choked,  in  like  manner, 
and  to  similar  pestilential  invitation !  It  looks  so  well,  and 
argues  from  an  inference  of  illimitable  foresight,  to  run  millions 
in  debt  for  theoretical  sanitation,  and  then  to  herd  your  popula- 
tion together  like  pigs  in  a  sty !  Better !  wrote  wise  Mayor 
Knowlton,  diffuse   and  disperse,  than  concentrate !    Of  what 
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use  are  the  aclivities  and  hills  that  encircle,  and  form  the  great 
charm  of  Worcester,  if  they  are  to  be  abandoned  to  the  encroach- 
ing white  birch  or  the  occasional  cow !  Let  them  be  occupied 
for  homes  by  our  constantly  augmenting  numbers ;  each  with  its 
garden-plot  wherein,  if  the  parents  shall  not  elect  to  grow  prize 
articles  for  Horticultural  Shows,  the  children  may  gain  health 
making  mud-pies,  thereby  at  least  keeping  them  out  of  the 
streets.  Surrender  the  valleys,  where  need  be,  to  the  railway ; 
with  factory  and  work-shops  convenient  by  its  side ;  to  the 
tramway  that  has  come  to  obviate  the  necessity  for  former 
density  of  settlement ;  or  to  the  sewer  which  is  always  with  us, 
making  its  latter  day  genesis  unpleasantly  but  necessarily  mani- 
fest to  the  nostrils  and  pocket.  From  the  hill-sides  spring  men, 
— mayhap  avalanches.  But  the  valleys  are  ever  a  prey  to 
freshets,  and  the  invading  foe.  Upon  the  one  may  be  found 
bracing  air  and  rugged  health.  Lurking  in  the  other,  to  be 
developed  upon  the  first  favorable  occasion,  exhalations,  miasma, 
sullen  gases, — the  germs  of  all  that  becomes  destructive  of 
mortal  life. 

Into  such  crowded  existence,  against  which  this  Parks-Com- 
mission will  never  cease  to  protest,  if  powerless  to  prevent ;  whose 
evils  they  would  strive  to  mitigate,  where  they  are  impotent  to 
cure  or  remove ;  it  seems  desirable  to  introduce  clear,  open 
spaces  for  recreation,  rest,  and  the  quiet  enjoyment  of  the  air 
and  earth.  In  Ward  Five,  according  to  the  State  Census  taken 
A.  D.  1885,  there  were  Twelve  Thousand  Four  Hundred  and 
Forty-six  (12,446)  inhabitants  ;  all  but  an  insignificant  fraction 
huddled  together  within  the  range  of  a  modern  rifle.  When 
Worcester,  as  a  Town,  in  1848,  attained  to  that  population  she 
deemed  it  indispensable  to  become  a  City.  In  Ward  Five  the 
ratio  of  persons  to  a  dwelling  is  set  at  10.08  :  largely  in  excess 
of  any  other  Ward  save  Four  (4)  which  it  also  transcends.  Does 
it  require  elaborate  argument  to  demonstrate  the  need  of  a  Park 
and  Play-Ground  in  and  for  such  a  locality  ?  Not  in  the  minds 
of  the  Parks- Commission  certainly,  to  whose  members  as  to  the 
old  Commission  of  Public  Grounds,  the  imperative  requirements 
of  Ward  Five  (5)  have  offered  an  ever  present  problem  and 
puzzle. 
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Its  solution  as  elucidated  in  the  Report  Sept.  20,  A.  D.  1886, 
was  not  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  Commission,  nor  has  it  com- 
mended itself  to  ready  acceptance  by  the  City  Council.  At  the 
time  it  was  perhaps  the  best  which  might  be  considered  in  any 
way  practicable.  The  proposition  was  in  the  alternative,— a  lot 
divided  by  Gold  Street,  the  smallest  and  highest-priced  of  any 
suggested  ;  or  another  lying  to  the  South-West  of  Quinsigamond 
Avenue,  much  more  extensive  and  of  a  less  relative  valuation. 
It  has  become  quite  evident  that  neither  can  command  the  re- 
quisite vote  in  the  City  Council  in  the  present  state  of  official  and 
popular  sentiment.  January  3d,  A.  D.  1887,  significant  action 
was  taken,  as  manifested  in  the  subjoined  : — 

"City  of  Worcester, 

In  City  Council,  January  3,  1887. 

Ordered : — That  the  Parks-Commission  be,  and  they  hereby  are  requested  to 
review  their  action  as  stated  in  their  Report  to  the  City  Council  dated  Sep- 
tember 20,  1886,  in  so  far  as  said  action  relates  to  the  tracts  of  laud  described 
in  the  plans  attached  to  said  Report,  numbered  2,  and  3,  severally.  And  fur- 
ther, to  consider  and  report  upon  the  expediency  of  the  taking  by  the  City,  in 
lieu  of  either  or  both  of  those  tracts  heretofore  proposed  by  them  for  Parks 
or  Play-Grounds,  so  much  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  for  such  purposes,  of 
the  tract  of  land  lying  to  the  East  of  Quinsigamond  Avenue,  South  of  Endi- 
cott  Street  extended  to  that  Avenue,  and  West  of  the  walled  channel  of  Mill 
Brook. 

January  8,  1887  : — 

Approved, 

SAMUEL  WINSLOW,  Mayor." 

The  tract  of  land,  specified  in  the  aforegoing  Order,  had  not 
escaped  observation  by  this  Commission,  although  not  mentioned 
in  the  Report  of  last  September.  So  much  of  it,  at  least,  as  be- 
longs to  the  estate  of  the  late  George  Crompton,  had  been  the 
subject  of  correspondence  between  that  gentleman  and  the 
Chairman,  for  some  time  previous.  Mr,  Crompton  was  in  the 
wise  habit  of  keeping  his  own  counsel.  His  letters  expressed 
reluctance  to  dispose  of  that  land,  upon  any  terms  ;  betraying  to 
a  somewhat  incurious  reader,  whose  business  in  life  has  never 
been  to  pry  into  that  wherewith  he  could  have  no  possible  con- 
cern, that  there  might  be  plans,  or  projects,  in  posse,  whereof 
the  development  awaited  future  contingencies.    The  lamented 
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death  of  Mr.  Crompton,  cut  off  in  the  prime  of  life  and  useful- 
ness, may  essentially  modify  the  situation.  The  Commission  will 
apply  themselves  to  its  study,  in  all  fidelity  and  devotion  ;  and 
are  not  without  hope  that  they  may  satisfy  the  anticipations  of  the 
locality  more  directly  concerned,  achieve  something  to  promote 
the  general  welfare,  and  not  wholly  discredit  themselves. 

Of  the  application  to  the  General  Court,  for  the  contribution  to 
common  and  popular  use,  of  that  considerable  tract  of  rocky  hill- 
side and  swampy  meadow  lying  between  Bell  Pond  and  Shrews- 
bury Street,  it  were  idle  to  dream,  or  reason  here.  All  has 
been  stated,  in  the  proper  quarter,  that  was  available  by  way 
of  argument  and  the  decision  must  be  awaited  patiently.  The 
early  and  original  purchase  by  the  Town,  and  subsequent  gift  to 
the  Commonwealth  ;  the  resultant  acquirement,  by  the  State 
functionaries,  from  our  townsmen,  at  a  village  price,  of  extensive 
landed  estates,  concerning  whose  disposition,  at  that  time,  no  one 
cared  as  no  one  expected  to  be  concerned  ;  the  rapid  growth  of 
the  City  consequent  upon  the  location  and  construction  of  the 
Union  Railway  Station,  together  with  the  density  of  settlement 
and  the  frailty  of  building  in  the  vicinity  more  or  less  immediate  ; 
the  peril  to  health  from  that  dense  settlement  and  the  inevitable  risk 
to  life  and  limb  from  the  panic-terror  imminent  from  settlement 
so  dense  :  all  these  and  more  were  the  considerations  advanced  for 
the  thoughtful  reflection  of  the  Committees  before  whom  audience 
was  had.  That  there  is  scant  space  in  the  open  air,  for  that 
thronging  population  to  take  exercise  ;  that  the  girls  from  the 
Normal  School  must  break  over  bounds  and  the  scholars  from  St. 
Anne's  commit  trespass,  except  either  or  both  invade  the  unim- 
proved wastes  of  the  Commonwealth  ;  were  reasons  for  obvious 
and  absolute  insistance.  Of  course  the  Commonwealth  is  com- 
petent to  reap  where  it  has  not  sown,  or  to  gather  where  it  has 
not  strewn.  It  paid  little  and  sells  for  much.  Its  original  outlay 
for  land  has  been  re-imbursed  by  hundreds  per  cent.  It  can  con- 
tinue to  sell  and  to  sink  the  proceeds  ;  but  it  will  be  an  "unearned 
increment,"  all  the  same,  derived  wholly  from  the  growth  and 
prosperity  of  this  City.  An  intelligent  population,  so  fortunate  as 
not  yet  to  be  adjudged  insane,  ask  that  a  few,  out  of  some  hnnd- 
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reds  of  acres,  may  be  permitted  to  their  enjoyment  and  use ;  nor 
rigidly  reserved  for  the  exclusive  freaks  of  lunacy.  The  use 
conceded  to  the  City  of  Worcester  for  the  purposes  of  a  Park 
and  Play-Ground,  its  enjoyment  will  be  open  to  the  Common- 
wealth as  freely  as  ever.  Fall  River  or  Lowell  may  touch  the 
shield  and  St.  Anne's  or  St.  John's  must  degenerate  sadly,  or  a 
champion  will  respond  to  the  first  summons. 

For  the  Eastern  section  of  the  City,  comprising  the  present 
Wards  3,  4,  and  5,  wherein  alone  dwelt,  according  to  the  State 
Census  of  1885,  a  population  not  less  than  Twenty-Nine  Thous- 
and Six  Hundred  and  Three  (29,603,) ;  and  which,  at  present, 
doubtless  exceeds  the  enumeration  in  so  many  as  fourteen  cities* 
of  Massachusetts,  there  will,  at  best  be  none  too  ample  provision. 
Owing  to  the  configuration  of  the  land,  but  little  is  or  can  be 
adapted  for  use  in  athletic  sports  ;  an  object  that  this  Commission 
keep  steadily  in  view  in  their  every  plan  and  action.  The  tract  of 
land  below  Endicott  Street  to  which  their  attention  has  been  invited 
and  will,  in  due  time,  be  closely  directed,  cannot  be  too  large  for 
public  purposes,  whether  for  play  or  parade.  So  too,  with  the  level 
tract  north  of  Shrewsbury  Street,  of  such  convenience  and 
eligibility  by  reason  of  its  location  where  most  wanted  ;  so 
well  fitted  to  accommodate  athlete  and  spectator  in  whatsoever 
multitude,  upon  the  sides  of  its  natural  amphitheatre.  Away 
beyond  will  be  found  Lake  Park,  as  yet  remote  from  crowded 
settlement,  which  however  is  drawing  nigh  with  a  rapidity  where- 
of the  casual  visitor  can  form  but  an  imperfect  estimate.  For 
now  and  hereafter ;  for  the  existing,  pressing  want,  and  the 
future  imperative  necessity ;  for  the  multitudes  who  at  present 
lack  and  for  the  countless  throng  that  would,  years  hence,  miss

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the  provision  that  was  not  timely  made  while  there  was  yet  open 
land  and  opportunity ;  this  Parks-Commission  will  continue  to 
labor  and  convince.  To  labor  with  those  who  are  slow  of 
perception  and  yet  more  sluggish  to  act.  To  convince  that  still 
greater  number  to  whom  all  sports  are  repugnant,  or  who  have 
outgrown  the  capacity  for  their  enjoyment ;  who  find  adequate 
exercise  in  their  business  pursuits  and  derive  a  solemn  pleasure, 
once  a  week,  from  reckless  indulgence  in  self-abasement  and 
droning.    For,  are  we  not  "  all  miserable  sinners  "  ! 

The  Parks-Commission,  like  the  Black  Douglas  of  old,  would 
much  "  rather   hear  the  lark  sing  than  the  mouse  squeak  ! " 
And  therefore  it  was, — that  in  searching  for  a  spot  whereon  the 
people  living  at  the  North  end  of  the  City,  who  sympathize  with 
them  in  that  preference  for  the  outer  air,  might  be  enabled  to 
gratify  such  taste  in  perpetuity ;  their  gaze  could  not  well  help 
being  riveted,  as  it  were,  to  the  tract  of  land  lying  along  and 
between  Burncoat,  Lincoln,  and  Melrose,  Streets.  Yet  here  again 
comes  up  the  facile  and  fluent  objection,  which  challenges  as 
wasteful  every  proposition  to  expend  the  public  cash,  or  credit, 
that  does  not  yield  a  quick,  palpable  return  in  dollars  and  cents ; 
whose  dull  contention  is,  that  there  are  ample  lots  attached  to 
the  houses  throughout  the  Northern  portion  of  the  City  ;  that 
there  are  numerous  gardens  attesting  to  the  good  sense  and  taste 
of  the  local  population ;  that  settlement  is  not  very  dense  and 
that  there  is  room  for  expansion  in  any  direction.     Quite  true, 
oh  Midas  !  whose  wish  is  that  everything  should  be  converted 
into  gold.    But  forget  not  that  he  who  sought  to  gain  the  whole 
world  lost  his  own  soul !    You  can,  doubtless,  obtain  a  fine  farm 
and  pleasant  home,  within  the  limits  of  the  Second  (2d)  Ward, 
before  you  will  over-run  the  Town-lines  of  Holden  or  West  Boyl- 
ston.    But  all  who  dwell  in  Ward  Two  (2)  are  not  farmers,  could 
not  be  successful  ones  if  they  wished  ever  so  much,  and  should 
not  be  encouraged  to  try  the  wild  experiment.    The  Parks-Com- 
mission are  eminently  practical.    Their  aim  and  effort, — it  cannot 
be  too  forcibly  stated ;  nor  too  often  repeated  ;  is  to  provide 
ample  and  suitable  Parks  and  Play-Grounds,  in  a  circuit  of  the 
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entire  City,  which  shall  meet  the  immediate  requirements  of  a 
large  population,  at  present ;  anticipating  a  demand  that  must 
soon  become  imperative,  before  it  shall  be  too  late,  or  impossible 
to  satisfy  it.  How  many  of  our  fellow-citizens  have  spared  the 
time,  or  forced  leisure,  to  observe  the  remarkable  growth  of 
Worcester  in  and  around  Adams  Square  ?  To  the  writer,  it  has 
been  a  source  of  wonder  for  the  last  three  years ;  and  each  week 
of  mild  weather  seems  to  bring  a  new  development  of  enter- 
prise. How  many  of  those  who  pride  themselves  upon  their 
familiarity  with  municipal  affairs,  pause  to  consider  that  there 
were,  by  the  State  Census  of  1885,  Ten  Thousand  Six  Hundred 
and  Ninety-Two  (10,692)  inhabitants  in  Ward  Two  (2)  or  reflect 
that  the  growth  of  that  Ward  has  been  continuous  and  even  more 
marked,  since.  Where  are  they  ?  if  not  this  side  of  the  Burncoat 
tract, — which  however  they  are  fast  surrounding  and  upon  which, 
if  the  City  is  unequal  to  the  emergency,  they  will  speedily 
encroach.  The  true  and  proper  time  to  get  a  piece  of  land  that 
you  are  certain  to  want,  is  when  you  can  !  and  not  after  it  has 
passed  from  your  reach,  forever. 

Of  that  tract  at  Adams  Square,  consisting  of  some  Seventeen 
(17)  acres,  it  may  be  declared  with  equal  confidence  as  of  the  one 
so  similar,  below  Endicott  Street,  to  which  the  City  Council 
appears  partial,  that  it  presents,  even  now,  the  advantage  of  being 
fit  to  use  almost  at  once,  after  a  comparatively  slight  outlay  ;  and 
with  the  ample  and  prompt  return  from  an  inconsiderable  expen- 
diture, of  a  complete  public  ground  which  shall  combine,  in  one 
and  the  same  area,  a  sightly  knoll,  space  for  games,  and  room 
for  their  enjoyment  by  people  who  ask  only  the  provision  of 
clean  ground  and  fresh  air  and  then, — to  be  let  alone. 

Morever  the  tract  along  Burncoat  is  in  close  proximity  to 
North  Pond,  supplying  the  prospect  and  contiguity  of  a  Water  or 
Ice  surface  as  the  exuberance  of  spirits,  in  that  section  of  the 
City,  may  require  the  test  of  muscle  and  endurance  by  canoe  or 
toboggan.  Whenever  the  representatives  from  the  1st  and  2d 
Wards,  in  the  City  Council,  shall  manifest  the  grit  of  a  dying 
rooster,  Park  Avenue  will  be  extended,  so  as  to  connect  hill  and 
dale  ;  swinging  around  at  Barber's  and  the  Dodge  Ranche  and 
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descending,  by  Melrose,  and  Lincoln  Streets,  to  its  junction  with 
Lake  Avenue,  for  leave  to  continue  which  Northerly  the  City 
Council  has  but  just  authorized  a  petition  to  the  General  Court. 
It  is  astonishing  that  two  Wards,  whose  interests  are  so  much  in 
unison,  should  have  suffered  the  natural  barrier  between  them  to 
endure  so  long,  unsurmounted.  Even  Wards  Five,  and  Six, 
have  contrived  some  points  and  ways  of  mutual  approach  and 
contact.  But,  One,  and  Two,  go  along  in  parallel  lines,  when 
they  should  go  across ;  they  avoid  each  other  from  compulsion, 
when  they  ought  to  meet,  from  choice ;  they  travel  miles,  where 
it  might  better  be  but  rods.  Either  they  do  not  know,  or  will 
not  see,  wherein  their  condition  of  isolation  could  be  altered  or 
wholly  done  away.  Their  Aldermen  and  Councilmen  can  get  to 
the  City  Hall  by  the  aboriginal  chute.  Why  seek  to  save  hours 
and  miles  over  some  new-fangled  route  that  has  not  had  time  to 
become  hide-bound  or  moss-grown  !  Why  insist  upon  thrusting 
Park  Avenue  across  lots,  from  Barber's  to  Burncoat  at  the  base 
of  Bigelow  Hill,  a  couple  of  hundred  rods  or  so,  when  you  can 
waste  the  whole  forenoon  driving  around  by  the  Five  Points  or 
Lincoln  Square !  The  man  who  urges  the  cut-off  gets  leave  to 
withdraw, — for,  is  he  not  obviously  in  advance  of  his  generation  ? 
And  so  it  happens  that  opportunity  is  neglected,  the  people  who 
are  alive  to  it  vainly  fretting  their  energies  against  insuperable 
obstacles ;  and  the  section  of  the  City  that  failed  to  master  the 
occasion  sinks  back  in  a  confessed  and  helpless  inferiority  to  a 
more  aggressive  and  wiser  vicinage.  Therefore  is  it  that  Third 
Mortgages  on  land  one  and  a  half  miles  south  from  the  City  Hall 
are  negotiable  ;  while  a  ton  or  so  of  hay  to  the  acre  is  the  hard- 
earned  increment  for  pocket-books  at  a  less  distance,  North- 
wardly, from  that  classic  edifice. 

When  looking  around,  to  discover  what  would  be  for  the  best, 
permanent  advantage  of  the  City,  in  the  matter  of  a  suitable  and 
complete  provision  of  Parks  and  Play-Grounds,  Newton  Hill 
could  not  escape  attention.  There  are  persons  who  seem  to 
be  cursed  with  a  species  of  ocular  introversion  ;  to  whose  dis- 
eased vision  nothing  can  possibly  appear  conducive  to  the  public 
benefit  that  shall  not  chiefly  enure  to  their  own.   The  beauties  of 
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Lake  Quinsigamond  are  conspicuous  and  have  been  set  forth  for 
seventeen  (17)  years,  in  these  Reports.  But  Lake  Quinsigamond 
is  not  Worcester  !  which  stretches  far  and  wide  for  miles  from 
that  its  fair  Eastern  extremity.  Because  the  wild  Indian  once 
raised  hair  by  that  sheet  of  water,  it  is  not  imperative  that  his 
assigns  should  flay  the  popular  hide,  as  it  were,  in  aboriginal  suc- 
cession. A  dispassionate  observer  will  survey  the  situation 
calmly ;  will  frame,  at  least  in  outline,  a  plan  comprehensive 
enough  to  embrace  all  imaginable,  yet  legitimate  needs,  and,  at 
the  same  time,  sufficiently  elastic  to  admit  of  amendments :  nor 
will  weary,  amid  lukewarmness  or  hostility,  in  its  advocacy,  in 
and  out  of  season,  upon  every  occasion.  Iteration  and  re-itera- 
tion ; — by  these  only  is  public  opinion  impressed,  influenced,  and 
persuaded  to  a  logical  and  proper  conclusion. 

Few  appreciate  fully  the  territorial  extent  of  Worcester. 
Few  "  to  the  manner  (manor  ?)  born  "  :  then  how  much  less  the 
number  of  those  who  have  enriched  the  City  by  their  voluntary 
accession  and  settlement !  You  walk  up  and  down  Main  Street, 
as  you  may  for  miles.  You  know  of  Fine  Meadow, — an  honest, 
descriptive  old  title  whereof  there  is  a  snobbish  shame,  but 
whereto  the  value  inherent  in  Pinus  Strohus, — the  most  precious 
of  our  native  woods,  attaches  by  prescription.  You  may  have 
heard  of  Adams  and  Webster  Squares;  but  your  affairs  never 
called  you  to  them  and  you  therefore  credited  your  informants, 
taking  those  localities  for  granted.  But  yet  suppose  that  you 
subject  a  faithful  map  of  Worcester,  A.  D.  1887,  to  the  test  of  a 
trial  scale, — East  and  West ;  North  and  South,  laying  down  a 
straight  edge  from  Auburn  Gore  to  where  the  Southerly  corners 
of  Holden  and  West  Boylston  come  together !  Transfer  it  S.  E. 
by  N.  W.,  from  Grafton  to  Paxton !  and,  in  either  case,  what 
result  do  you  find?  What  else  than  that  sightly,  symmetrical 
Hill;  inevitable  at  either  point  of  intersection,  up-rearing  itself 
the  hub  of  our  entire  territory, — the  geographical  pivot  of  this 
our  thrifty  City  of  Worcester.  They  ridiculed  Park  Avenue, 
once,  and  pronounced  Hadwen  and  Lincoln  crazy.  That  laugh 
is  but  little  more  than  a  smile  now,  nor  even  that  so  pronounced 
as  after  May  1st ;  while  the  lunatics  are  rather  more  on  the 
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other  side  of  the  town.  The  same  straight  edge,  laid  down  from 
Webster  Square  to  Northville  subtends  the  arc  and  comes  in  con- 
tact, at  its  meridian  with  the  base  line  of  Newton  Hill.  But 
what  does  all  that  prove  ?  cry  the  Brakemen  of  Occasion :  the 
temporizers  when  opportunity  is  suddenly  presented.  Are  not 
the  crowds, — the  multitude, — oipolloi, — on  our  side  ;  and  should 
not  and  will  not  the  City,  in  spite  of  your  geography,  continue 
lop-sided,  henceforth  and  forever  ?  Not  much,  oh  unilateral 
fellow-citizens  !  A.  D.  1870,  the  present  writer  as  Chairman  of 
the  Commission  of  Public  Grounds,  in  his  first  Annual  Report, 
gave  official  expression  to  the  subjoined  : — 

"The  broad  Boulevards  that  encircle  the  fair  city  upon  the  banks  of  the 
Seine,  contribute  largely  to  the  facilities  of  intercourse  and  traffic.  A  similar- 
Avenue,  encompassing  our  own  Worcester,  would  contribute  more  to  the 
development  of  the  whole  City,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Commission,  than  any 
other  project  that  has  been  devised  or  consummated  for  years.  The  farm 
takes  precedence  of  the  shop;  and  yet,  while  no  sum  can  be  too  great  to  lavish 
upon  the  intricate  network  of  alleys,  courts  and  streets  which  separate  the 
centre  and  heart  of  the  Municipality  into  infinitesimal  subdivisions,  every 
dollar  is  grudged  that  is  required  to  promote  the  convenience  of  those  with- 
out whose  toil  man  could  not  live.  The  farm  and  its  produce  are  indispen- 
sable ;  the  middleman  and  his  store  are  not  absolute  necessities.  Whatever, 
then,  has  a  tendency  to  open  up  the  surrounding  country ;  to  develop  its 
natural  charms;  and  to  encourage  settlement  and  cultivation  where  now  the 
bramble  and  the  woodchuck  hold  undisputed  possession;  substituting  smooth 
lawns,  neat  gardens,  and  improved  stock ;  inducing  the  street  loafer  to  become 
the  independent  yeoman,  and  attracting,  by  the  simple  aspect  of  rural  loveli- 
ness the  permanent  sojourn  of  the  chance  wayfarer;  surely  here,  and  in  all 
this,  is  an  object  worth  striving  for,  worth  far  more,  in  fact,  than  even  cur- 
rent extravagance  could  possibly  make  it  cost  in  realization.  With  such  an 
Avenue  constructed,  there  would  be  an  amount  of  intercommunication  of  the 
extremities  of  the  city,  as  of  the  outlying  but  adjacent  towns,  that  would 
astonish  those  whose  ocular  mote  is  Main  Street.  That  great  artery  of  busi- 
ness would  be  relieved  of  much  needless  yet  serious  incumbrance :  a  relief 
which,  attempted  in  season,  can  be  both  cheaply  and  prudently  afforded.  As 
it  is  now,  from  Holden  to  Leicester,  from  Paxton  to  Shrewsbury,  everything 
must  pass  through  our  one  great  thoroughfare,  wearing  out  our  pavements, 
impeding  our  local  traffic,  laming  beasts  used  for  traction  and  scaring  into 
disease  animals  destined  for  consumption.  All  these  annoyances  and  evils 
would  be  obviated,  all  those  benefits  and  more  would  be  derived,  from  the 
construction  of  the  Avenue  suggested.  So  broad  as  to  admit  of  adequate 
and  grateful  shade  to  ample  footpaths ;  so  thoroughly  built  as  to  be  proof 
alike  against  autumnal  frost  or  vernal  flood ;  a  convenience  for  the  loaded 
team  and  an  attraction  for  the  pleasure  carriage;  wooing  occupation  of 
21 
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hundreds  of  charming  dells  and  nooks  by  its  ruthless  exposure  of  rustic 
beauty,  thereby  benefiting  individuals  and  augmenting  the  general  valuation  y 
a  measure  which  commends  itself  in  proportion  as  it  is  considered :  one 
which  this  Commission  will  advocate  in  season  and  out  of  season,  living  or 
dying,  in  the  hope  and  faith  of  its  ultimate  consummation. 

And  that  faith,  thanks  chiefly  to  the  broad  and  sagacious  public 
spirit  of  George  R.  Spurr  and  George  P.  Kendrick,  has  been 
largely  justified  of  its  prophecy. 

Such  is  the  configuration  of  the  land  in  Wards  One,  Eight,  and 
Seven  (1,  7,  8),  that  they  must,  from  the  irreversible  law  of 
nature,  depend  for  their  pleasure-ground  upon  Elm  Park  and 
Newton  Hill.  The  whole  western  acclivity  of  that  sharp  ridge 
by  which  the  city  is  naturally  divided,  has  become  densely  clus- 
tered with  houses.  Park  Avenue,  throughout  its  entire  extent 
is  filling  up  so  rapidly  with  comfortable  dwellings,  that  shortly 
the  wonder  will  be, — upon  what  spot  can  any  more  be  crowded 
And  therefore  it  is, — having  eyes  and  seeing ;  and  seeing,  being 
able  to  understand  ; — that  the  Parks-Commission  strive  so 
earnestly  to  impress  upon  their  fellow-citizens  how  absolute  is 
the  necessity  for  obtaining  possession  of  suitable  tracts  of  land 
for  Parks  and  Play-Grounds,  while  the  territory  can  be  found 
Westerly,  as  to  South,  East,  and  North,  unoccupied  and  unim 
proved.  The  clamor  for  a  higher  valuation  upon  the  cow- pasture 
and  sheep  tracks,  will  avail,  as  well,  to  enhance  the  price  that 
must  be  paid  by  the  City.  As  elsewhere  and  heretofore  urged, 
the  time  to  acquire  Parks  and  Play-Grounds  is  as  soon  as  you 
apprehend  the  necessity  for  them ;  realize  that  you  have  them 
not ;  and  estimate  duly  the  importance  of  taking  advantage  of  a 
favorable  market.  A  good  beginning  has  been  made.  Must  we 
therefore  crawl  along  at  a  snail-pace  ?  paying  all  the  bills  our- 
selves, in  this  our  day  and  generation,  but  transferring  the  en- 
joyment to  others  as  an  uncharged  legacy  ! 

Pay  as  you  go !  enjoins  a  wise  policy  that  is  approved  by  the 
Parks-Commission,  but  to  the  exclusive  and  invidious  application 
of  which,  in  this  matter  of  a  timely  provision  of  proper  Parks 
and  Play-Grounds  the  argument  as  to  its  expediency  or  sound- 
ness may  well  be  challenged.  In  what  other  department  of 
municipal  administration,  involving  a  permanent  investment,  is 
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at  pretended  that  the  debt  for  Purchase  or  Construction  must  be 
discharged  the  precise  year  that  it  was  contracted !  Surely  not 
in  the  case  of  an  adequate  water  supply,  for  which,  obligated 
throughout  a  series  of  years  past,  a  considerable  portion  of  our 
Bonds  are  now  running.  Nor,  assuredly,  in  the  instance  of 
Sewerage ;  which  fragrant  burden  is  so  largely  responsible  for 
the  amount  of  our  "  Funded  Debt  prior  to  1876."  In  acquiring 
land  for  Parks, — thereby  providing  sufficiently  for  a  generation 
lo  come, — there  can  be  no  valid  reason  adduced  why  that  genera- 
tion should  not  put  at  least  one  shoulder  to  the  wheel  and 
partially  help  move  the  load.  Assume  that  it  would  cost  One 
Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($100,000),  not  reckoning  the  land 
of  the  Commonwealth  on  Chandler  Hill  and  Shrewsbury  Street, 
to  do  what  ought  to  be  done ;  and  what  double  that  sum  would 
fail  to  accomplish,  a  short  time  hence,  even  if  the  very  land  will 
stay  unencumbered ;  may  not  the  saving  from  an  advance  in 
price,  badgered  and  hounded  on  as  the  Assessors  are,  and  are 
likely  to  be  (human  nature  continuing  the  same),  more  than  off- 
set any  possible  expenditure  for  interest  ?  An  annual  payment 
of  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars  ($20,000)  would  extinguish  every 
obligation  in  the  short  course  of  Five  (5)  years.  Meanwhile  the 
people,  for  whose  enjoyment  and  use,  in  perpetuity,  the  various 
tracts  were  purchased,  would  have  such  use  and  enjoyment 
during  their  own  existence, — brief,  at  best;  have  it  as  of  their 
own  especial  property,  by  no  one's  sufferance;  and  without  other 
restriction  than  what  might  be  essential  for  due  care  and  conduct. 
Procrastination  is  a  thief  of  something  more  than  time,  which 
•can  scarcely  be  termed  our  own.  For  it  leaves  undone  that 
which  ought  to  be  done ;  renders  us  the  victims  of  weak  minds 
and  more  infirm  purposes ;  and  having  robbed  us  of  all  that  we 
might  have  enjoyed,  through  chronic  irresolution,  when  only  a 
little  energy  was  required  for  its  possession ;  degrades  and  stints 
>man  to  a  bare  and  barren  existence, — his  last  state  worse  than 
■his  first ! 

More  than  half  a  generation  has  elapsed,  and  of  those,  keen  of 
<wit  as  prompt  in  action,  whose  old-time  prescience  Worcester 
.now  tardily  and  shamefacedly  admits,  few  survive.  Chamberlin, 
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ever  apt  to  perceive  and  quick  to  decide,  when  anything  promised 
to  enure  to  the  public  welfare,  is,  happily,  yet  with  us.  Kendrick 
can  be  found,  wheD  the  self-seekers  disperse :  but  Yerry  and 
Spurr  have  gone  on,  to  blaze  out  newer  Avenues  of  rare  celestial 
material,whereon  foot-falls  sound  softly  and  hoofs  are  not  hammered 
out.  When  Park  Avenue  was  finally  decreed,  its  location  might 
have  been  described  as  about  equally  divided  between  brush, 
sand-barren,  swamp,  and  wilderness ;  the  distinction  at  the  time, 
being  hardly  worth  differentiation.  What  is  the  present  outlook, 
— and  what  is  the  return,  now,  by  the  Assessors  ?  This  last  can 
be  ascertained  by  the  curious,  upon  simple  inquiry.  But  he 
who  drives  out,  on  Sunday,  after  the  dinner  that  has  clinched  a 
hard-shell  sermon,  will  require  the  fingers  of  both  hands  to  keep 
tally  of  new  batters ;  and  even,  likelier  than  not,  will  have  over- 
looked the  development  of  a  later  Jersey ville, — the  matured 
product  from  "Maximum!"  Trending  westerly,  by  hill  and 
vale,  why  should  not  settlement  overlap  and  reach  out,  until  it 
meets  and  clasps  in  a  close  embrace  the  tentacles  putting  forth 
from  the  Chamberlain  District  I  When  the  men  of  that  section 
arouse  from  their  lethargy ;  realize  that  a  saving  of  time  may  be 
money  in  their  pockets,  and  that  distance  can  be  obviated  where 
not  annihilated  ;  then  June  Street  will  be  opened  from  the  Sears 
Homestead  to  Chandler  Street  and  miles  of  needless  travel  spared 
to  the  juror,  or  witness,  from  the  country  ;  or  to  the  doctor  who 
hurries  to  elongate  the  chain  of  voters  by  the  addition  of  a 
living  link. 

The  People  of  Worcester  have  shown,  repeatedly,  that  they 
are  tired  of  this  interminable  delay  and  are  ready  for  decisive 
action.  By  their  vote  of  5,094:  Teay  to  181 :  JVay,  they  called 
this  Parks  Commission  into  existence.  For  that  emphatic  expres- 
sion, at  the  polls,  there  was  absolutely  no  other  reason  than 
that  the  people  were  determined  upon  something  being  actually 
done;  were  weary  of  continually  importuning  the  General 
Court  for  leave  to  act  and  sick  of  seeing  such  license,  when  ob- 
tained, suffered  to  lapse  from  non-user.  Acts  almost 
without  number  were  secured*  empowering  Worcester  to  take 
Newton  Hill  for  the  purposes  of  a  Park,  and  Reservoir.  Yet, 
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just  when  that  authority  would  have  been  of  use  and,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  our  excellent  Engineer,  most  desirable,  it  was  found  that 
the  talent  had  been  buried  !  —  whether  in  engrossed  parchment 
no  record  existing  to  disclose.  But  such  was  simply  civic  death  ; 
—  or,  more  mildly,  —  official  inertia.  The  breath  of  life  was 
still  vigorous  beneath  the  popular  ribs,  animating  and  inciting  to 
public  movement.  And  therefore  and  therefrom,  that  remarka- 
ble Petition  from  Stephen  Salisbury,  David  Whitcomb,  Samuel 
Winslow  and  Jonas  G.  Clark  ;  that  other  from  .Richard  O'Flynn 
and  associates ;  as  also  from  E.  Harlow  Russell,  Philip  L.  Moen, 
Clark  Jillson,  and  others ;  all  deprecating  further  delay  ;  all 
begging  earnestly  that  positive  steps  be  taken  in  advance  ;  and 
each  and  all  concurring  in  one  common  sentiment  that  the  period 
for  action  was  fixed  when  public  opinion  was  so  harmonious. 
Malingerers  or  sceptics  may  contest  that  these  gentlemen  did 
not  know  their  own  minds,  nor  realize  what  they  were  sign- 
ing !  Will  they  then  consent,  for  themselves,  to  meet  the  Peti- 
tioners in  a  Town-Meeting,  under  the  reservation  in  the  Charter ; 
and  to  test  the  avail  and  benefit  of  which  the  Chairman  of 
the  Parks- Commission  has  been,  for  long,  almost  irresistibly 
tempted  ? 

It  was  the  attractions  of  the  semi-rustic,  wholly  cultured  Wor- 
cester, with  its  dawning  horticultural  tendencies,  that  first  arrest- 
ed the  attention  of  the  observant  lad  from  Hubbardston  to 
Worcester  as  a  whole ;  as  he  saw  it, — for  there  was  then  but 
one  way  given  unto  men  whereby  the  shire-town  could  be  ap- 
proached. And  those  of  us  who  remember  that  rare  picture  of 
half-urban,  half-rural  loveliness  can  respond  from  the  heart  to 
that  jnvenile,  abiding  fascination.  From  the  North  descends 
ever  attritus, — fertility, —  the  "unearned  increment"  of  the 
theorist  in  city  attics.  Southward  and  downward  washes  ever 
away  and  wastes  detritus, — sewage, — the  interest  upon  human 
exhaustion  by  gregariousness  and  combined  toil.  Whensoever, 
in  the  unending  succession  of  years,  our  children  have  to  wel- 
come the  flower  of  Northern  Worcester, — its  young  men  (and 
maidens  ?)  will  they  not  charm  those  juvenile  fancies,  when  they 
have  left  "  Happy  Valley  "  behind,  by  the  sight  of  Melrose  Park, 
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after  its  felicitous  assumption  ?  Next  bring  them  around  the 
Dodge  Ranche  to  Park  Avenue, — to  let  their  eyes  repose  for  a 
time  on  Elm  Park,  with  its  wealth  of  floriage  or  facilities  for 
skating ;  Newton  Hill,  the  while  offering  its  natural  chute  for 
the  fleet  toboggan  ;  and  to  allow  them  a  momentary  glimpse,  if 
nothing  more  for  the  time,  of  Lake  Coes,  with  its  dream  of  blue 
waters  and  its  blended  promise  and  prospect  of  oars  and  skating. 
If  Clark  University  is  to  be  the  matured  fruit  from  a  first, 
youthful  enthusiasm  and  a  resultant,  fixed  purpose  ;  why  should 
we  not  profit  by  the  lesson,  even  before  the  corner-stone  of  that 
University  is  so  much  as  riven  from  its  bed  ?  Why  not  make 
this  our  fair  City  a  fascination  to  the  young  men  of  our  own  day 
— fixing  the  impression  more  or  less  indelibly,  and  leaving  it  to 
work  out  its  own  results  ?  "  All  this  and  more  shalt  be  thine  !  " 
insinuated  the  Tempter,  "  if  Thou  wilt  but  fall  down  and  wor- 
ship me.  "  What  is  around  and  within  thee,  Oh  City  of  Worces- 
ter, is  thine !  already, — believe  and  write  the  Parks-Commission  : 
thine  to  be  put  out  at  interest  and  to  be  multiplied,  manifold 
against  the  coming  and  glory  of  the  Lord  !

An  Act  to  authorize  the  City  of  Worcester  to  take  the  old  Common  for  the 
purposes  of  a  Public  Park  or  a  City  Hall. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Sect.  1.  The  city  of  Worcester  is  hereby  authorized,  by  its  city  council, 
to  acquire  by  purchase  or  to  take  for  the  purposes  of  a  public  park,  or  for  the 
purposes  of  a  city  hall,  all  the  title  and  interest  of  the  first  parish  in  Worces- 
ter in  the  old  common  in  said  city. 

Sect.  2.  Said  city  shall  within  thirty  days  after  its  city  council  shall  vote 
to  take  said  title  and  interest,  cause  a  certified  copy  of  the  vote  to  be  served 
upon  said  parish  in  the  manner  provided  in  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
one,  section  thirty-five  of  the  Public  Statutes;  and  the  return  of  the  officer 
making  the  service,  being  recorded  with  a  certified  copy  of  said  vote  in  the 
registry  of  deeds  for  the  county  of  Worcester,  shall  be  evidence  of  such 
service. 

Sect.  3.  Said  city  shall  be  liable  to  pay  all  damages,  if  any,  which  shall 
be  sustained  by  said  parish  by  the  taking  of  its  title  and  interest  in  said  com- 
mon, including  the  building  situated  on  said  common  belonging  to  said  parish, 
by  authority  of  this  act;  and  if  said  parish  shall  not  agree  with  said  city  upon 
the  amount  of  said  damages,  said  parish  may  apply  by  petition  for  the  assess- 
ment of  said  damages,  within  one  year  after  it  shall  have  notice  of  the  pass- 
age by  said  city  council  of  the  vote  to  take  said  title  and  interest,  to  the 
superior  court  in  the  county  of  Worcester ;  and  said  court  shall  thereupon, 
after  due  notice  to  said  city,  appoint  three  commissioners,  who,  after  hearing 
the  parties,  shall  assess  said  damages  ;  and  the  award  of  said  commissioners 
or  of  the  major  part  of  them,  being  returned  into  and  accepted  by  said  court, 
shall  be  final  and  judgment  shall  be  rendered  thereon  for  the  prevailing  party 
with  costs,  unless  one  of  said  parties  shall  claim  a  trial  by  jury  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Sect.  4.  If  either  of  said  parties  shall  be  dissatisfied  with  the  amount  of 
damages  awarded  by  said  commissioners,  such  party  may,  at  the  terra  at 
which  said  award  is  accepted  or  the  next  term  thereafter,  claim  a  trial  by 
jury ;  and  said  court  shall  thereupon  order  a  trial  to  be  had  at  the  bar  of  said 
court  in  the  same  manner  in  which  other  civil  causes  are  there  tried  by 
jury. 

Sect.  5.  The  said  city  may  at  any  time  after  the  entry  of  said  application 
offer  in  court,  and  consent  in  writing,  that  a  sum  therein  specified  may  be 
awarded  as  damages  to  said  parish ;  and  if  said  parish  shall  not  accept  the 
same  within  thirty  days  after  it  has  received  notice  of  said  offer,  or  within 
such  further  time  as  the  court  shall  for  good  cause  grant,  and  shall  not  finally 
recover  a  greater  sum  than  the  sum  offered,  not  including  interest  on  the 
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sum  recovered  in  damages  from  the  date  of  the  offer,  the  said  city  shall  be 
entitled  to  recover  its  costs  after  said  date ;  and  said  parish  if  it  recovers 
damages  shall  be  allowed  its  costs  only  to  the  date  of  the  offer. 

Sect.  6.  Said  parish  may  occupy  and  use  the  meeting-house  standing  on 
said  common  free  of  rent  for  one  year  after  it  shall  have  notice  of  the  pass- 
age of  such  a  vote  by  said  city  council,  and  may  within  said  time,  with  the 
leave  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  remove  said  meeting-house  from  said  com- 
mon ;  and  said  parish  shall  within  said  time  cause  the  pews  in  said  meeting- 
house to  be  appraised  in  the  manner  provided  in  chapter  thirty-eight,  sections 
twenty-two,  thirty-six  and  thirty-seven  of  the  Public  Statutes,  and  the 
appraised  value  of  said  pews  shall  be  paid  to  the  owners  thereof  by  said  parish 
from  the  money  received  from  said  city  as  the  price  of  the  title  and  interest 
of  said  parish  in  said  common  or  as  damages  for  the  taking  thereof  as  herein 
provided.  Any  balance  of  money  so  received  from  said  city  after  paying  the 
owners  of  pews  the  appraised  value  thereof  shall  be  expended  for  parish  pur- 
poses and  for  no  other  purposes  whatever.    [Approved  April  3,  1885. 


[Chap.  163.] 

An  Act  relating  to  Public  Parks  and  Shade  Trees  in  the  city  of  Worcester. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  The  board  of  park  commissioners  of  the  city  of  Worcester,  in 
addition  to  the  powers  conferred  by  the  one  hundred  and  fifty-fourth  chapter 
of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two,  shall  have  and  exercise 
all  the  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties,  heretofore  pertaining  to  the 
board  of  commissioners  of  public  grounds  and  shade  trees  provided  for  in 
chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety-nine  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-six,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided. 

Sect.  2.  The  powers  and  duties  of  said  board  of  park  commissioners, 
enumerated  in  the  acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two,  chapter  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty-four,  shall  extend  and  apply  to  all  public  grounds  and  parks  of 
said  city,  acquired  before  this  act  takes  effect,  except  that  said  board  or  park 
commissioners  shall  have  no  authority  to  assess  betterments  in  respect  to 
any  park  or  public  grounds  acquired  before  this  act  takes  effect. 

Sect.  3.  Said  board  of  park  commissioners  may  be  organized  by  the 
choice  of  a  chairman  and  secretary  from  their  own  number,  and  a  major  part 
of  said  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sect.  4.  The  annual  report  provided  for  in  the  twelfth  section  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  fifty-four  of  the  acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two, 
and  in  the  twenty-first  section  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety-nine  of 
the  acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  shall  be  made  in  the  month  of 
March. 

Sect.  5.  Section  twenty-one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety-nine  of 
the  acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  May,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  eighty-five.    [Approved  April  14,  1885.

About  These  Statistics. 

The  entire  cost  of  schools,  exclusive  of  new  houses,  has  been 
about  $18,000  more  than  for  the  year  preceding.  This  increase 
is  out  of  proportion  to  the  number  of  additional  pupils  registered, 
because  of  the  opening  of  the  new  houses  at  Freeland 
street,  Gage  street  and  Chandler  street,  and  at  Sunnyside, 
just  before  the  beginning  of  the  year.  The  same  cause  has  made 
a  slight  increase  in  the  average  cost  per  pupil  throughout  the 
schools. 

The  amount  expended  for  new  houses  has  been  $45,354.26 
against  $64,467.72  the  year  before.  This  sum  includes  the  ex- 
penditures to  complete  the  Freeland  street  and  the  Sunnyside 
houses,  the  cost  of  the  Bloomingdale  house  of  two  rooms,  and  of 
the  Greendale  house  of  one  room ;  and  the  cost  of  the  Ledge 
street  house  now  partly  finished.    For  a  new  house  of  one  room 
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at  Jamesville,  and  one  of  four  rooms  at  Adams  Square,  now  be- 
fore the  City  Council  for  action,  the  estimated  cost  is  $15,000. 

There  are  in  the  day  schools  277  teachers  constantly  employed, 
ten  more  than  for  the  year  preceding.  Of  these  one  hundred 
and  eighty-nine,  or  more  than  two-thirds,  are  graduates  of  some 
Normal  School.  Including  the  Evening  school  teachers  who  are 
employed  about  four  months  in  the  year,  the  total  number  of 
teachers  is  three  hundred  and  ten. 

The  census  of  school  children  from  5  to  15  years  of  age,  May 
1st,  1886,  is  13,795.  And  the  total  registration  in  day  schools 
is  13,263;  while  there  are  in  private  schools  2,300  pupils.  This 
excess  of  registration  over  the  school  census  is  due  to  the  number, 
2,116,  attending  school  who  are  over  1  5  years  of  age.  The  aver- 
age number  belonging  to  the  day-schools  is  10,751,  which  is 
smaller  than  for  the  previous  year  by  7.  This  decrease  is  due 
to  the  employment  of  children  in  factories.  There  has  been  a 
still  greater  decrease,  117,  in  the  average  daily  attendance,  owing 
probably  to  the  same  cause.  This  decrease,  it  is  apparent,  has 
made  the  cost  per  scholar  greater  ;  since  the  schools  continue 
through  the  year  though  the  number  of  pupils  is  less. 

The  total  number  of  pupils  registered  in  the  High  School  is 
959 ;  this  includes  with  the  five  classes  regularly  in  the  school,  a 
sixth  class ;  since  the  year  Dec.  1st  to  Dec.  1st  for  which  the 
report  is  made,  covers  a  part  of  two  school  years,  Sept.  1st  to 
July  1st.  The  largest  number  in  that  school  at  one  time  is  705 ; 
and  the  number  at  the  close  of  the  year,  Nov.  30,  1886,  is  695. 
There  are  18  teachers  in  this  school. 

Early  in  the  year  it  was  found  that  a  considerable  number  of 
young  pupils  at  Jamesville,  in  the  southern  part  of  the  city, 
could  not  attend  school  on  account  of  the  distance.  The  chapel 
on  Clover  street  was  hired ;  and  a  new  school  was  opened.  The 
school  at  Trowbridgeville  and  one  of  the  two  rooms  at  Valley 
Falls  were  abandoned,  and  the  pupils  were  sent  to  New  Worces- 
ter or  to  Clover  street. 

The  new  houses  at  Bloomingdale,  in  the  east  part  of  the  city, 
and  at  Greendale,  between  Northville  and  Burncoat  Plain,  were 
opened  in  September.    The  lighting  of  the  attic  rooms  at  Bel- 
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mont  street,  has  been  improved  by  two  large  dormer  windows. 
It  is  to  remove  the  Jamesville  school  from  the  chapel,  that  a 
new  house  is  ordered  in  that  neighborhood.  The  school  at 
Adams  Square  is  too  large  for  the  house ;  and  a  new  one  is  to 
be  built  in  that  neighborhood  also.

The  number  of  pupils  graduated,  including  all  the  courses, 
was  88,  as  appears  below.  The  number  of  pupils  admitted  from 
the  Grammar  Schools  at  the  end  of  the  year  July  1st  was  307.

SCHOOLS— SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT.

For  non-resident  pupils,  the  tuition  in  this  school  has  been 
fixed  at  $10  a  term  or  $40  a  year;  for  the  ninth  grade,  at $18  a 
year  ;  and  in  other  schools  at  $12  a  year. 

The  proposition  to  introduce  military  drill  for  the  boys  and 
some  form  of  light  gymnastics  for  the  girls,  has  been  agitated 
during  the  year.  It  is  now  before  the  committee  for  further 
consideration. 

This  school  is  now  too  large  for  the  building;  and  at  the 
recent  rate  of  increase  something  will  need  to  be  done  before 
the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  to  provide  accommodations.  The 
High  School  House  is  centrally  located,  and  by  the  new  lines  of 
horse-cars,  it  is  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  city.  Any  loca- 
tion at  a  distance  from  this  centre,  on  any  one  of  the  streets 
radiating  outward,  would  be  merely  local  in  its  accommodations ; 
a  new  High  School  located  towards  the  south  end  of  Main  street, 
for  example,  could  not  be  reached  from  Southbridge  street,  Mill- 
bury  street,  or  Providence  street,  so  easily  as  the  present  house  ; 
and  there  are  not  pupils  enough  in  any  one  of  those  outlying 
districts  for  a  High  School.  Moreover,  to  educate  our  pupils  in 
two  high  schools  would  add  greatly  to  the  expense ;  since,  be- 
sides the  new  house,  another  corps  of  teachers  and  a  second  set 
of  apparatus  would  be  required.  The  time  for  such  a  new  school 
is  therefore  a  half-score  or  more  years  in  the  future. 

The  course  of  study  in  this  school  has  been  modified  from  time 
to  time  to  adapt  it  to  the  changed  requirements  of  the  colleges. 
The  recent  changes  in  the  requirements  for  Harvard,  the  substi- 
tution of  German  and  French  for  Greek,  for  example,  may 
necessitate  still  further  modifications  in  the  near  future. 

The  fifth  year  recently  added  to  the  course  has  resulted  in  a 
very  complete  preparation  of  those  students  who  finish  it.  This 
additional  year  was  necessary  owing  to  the  advanced  requirements 
at  Harvard ;  and  while  it  may  be  true  that  those  pupils  who  per- 
severe to  the  end  of  this  preparatory  course  might  complete  it  a 
year  sooner,  if  they  could  be  selected  as  early  as  the  eighth  grade, 
it  has  been  found  by  repeated  experiments  that  this  selection 
cannot  practically  be  made  so  early. 

Something  like  the  following  has  been  suggested  :  At  the 
end  of  the  second  year  of  the  school,  let  all  pupils  preparing  for 
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college,  who  have  attained  a  certain  high  standard  of  scholarship, 
be  organized  into  a  class  to  complete  the  preparation  in  two 
more  years ;  and  let  all  such  zealously  pursue  this  one  aim  under 
a  corps  of  teachers  in  rooms  in  the  old  house  on  Walnut  street. 
Those  pupils  who  cannot  attain  this  high  standard  in  two  years, 
or  who  having  entered  the  advanced  class  cannot  keep  up,  may 
take  an  additional  year.  In  this  way  those  who  are  able  to  fit 
for  college  in  four  years  may  do  so ;  while  those  who  can  not, 
may  spend  five  years  in  preparation.  The  teachers  of  this  ad- 
vanced class  may  simultaneously  give  instruction  a  part  of  the 
time  in  the  classes  of  the  present  High  School  across  the  street. 

The  plan  thus  briefly  outlined  would  shorten  the  time  for 
college  preparation  so  far  as  possible ;  it  would  provide  for  the 
best  attainable  classification  of  pupils;  and  it  would  economize 
the  teaching  force,  and  the  cost  of  apparatus,  &c.  This  plan  is 
commended  for  future  careful  consideration. 

The  conditions  of  admission  to  Harvard  in  the  regular  classi- 
cal course,  have  been  greatly  advanced  recently ;  and  provision 
has  also  been  made  for  a  side-course  of  preparation,  omitting 
Greek ;  and  still  other  preparatory  courses  have  been  marked 
out  or  may  be  expected.  The  courses  of  study  within  the  insti- 
tution have  become  largely  optional ;  and  they  will  probably  be- 
come more  so.  The  college  is  taking  on  the  character  of  a 
university.  Its  diploma  no  longer  indicates  any  one  definite 
thing,  as  it  formerly  did. 

It  is  one  of  the  legitimate  provinces  of  the  High  School  to  fit 
for  college  ;  but  it  may  be  doubtful  whether  these  schools  will  be 
able  to  so  modify  their  instruction  as  to  furnish  a  preparation 
for  the  advancing  requirements  of  a  kind  of  post-graduate  course 
of  study;  for  the  multifarious  requirements  of  several  special 
courses ;  and  at  the  same  time  provide  for  the  great  majority  of 
the  pupils  whose  education  in  school  ends  here.  But  so  far  as  is 
possible,  it  should  be  the  aim  of  the  High  School  to  accomplish 
all  these  ends. 

Those  pupils  who  have  a  fair  capacity  for  the  classical  studies, 
and  who  complete  the  regular  course,  have  in  recent  years  been 
able  to  enter  Harvard  without  conditions ;  and  those  who  might 
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possibly  enter  a  year  sooner  if  they  eould  bend  all  their  energies  to 
the  requirements  for  admission  exclusively,  have  yet  received  a 
preliminary  education  in  co-ordinate  studies,  in  the  use  of  the 
library,  and  in  society  at  home,  whose  value  should  not  be  over- 
looked. And  as  to  the  proposition  to  skip  the  Grammar  school 
studies  in  order  that  the  time  occupied  in  these  may  be  devoted  to 
the  study  of  the  classics,  it  is  on  these  very  studies  that  the  failure 
is  likely  to  occur — especially  in  arithmetic. 

There  is  another  class  of  pupils  who  prefer  to  enter  this 
institution  at  the  end  of  four  years  with  five  or  six  conditions, 
rather  than  to  have  the  thorough  education  attainable  in  the  five 
years'  course.  If  merely  to  enter  Harvard  on  whatever  conditions 
is  an  end  in  itself,  this  may  be  wise ;  but  if  study  for  the  disci- 
pline and  knowledge  gained  is  the  end,  the  wisdom  of  such  a 
premature  admission  and  imperfect  preparation  may  be  doubted. 

There  is  still  another  class  of  pupils  predestinated  to  enter 
Harvard,  nothing  short  of  that,  before  they  are  born,  because  their 
fathers  or  grandfathers,  or  other  eminent  men  have  graduated 
there  ;  and  it  is  sometimes  expected  that  these  pupils  shall  be 
perpared  to  enter  at  the  same  early  age  as  their  grandfathers, 
though  the  requirements  in  the  classics,  the  mathematics,  and  the 
sciences,  may  be  as  great  for  admission  now  as  they  were  for 
graduation  at  that  early  day.  It  may  be  that  some  one,  or  more, 
of  these  predestinated  students  is  without  much  ability  in  classi- 
cal studies  and  wholly  destitute  of  ambition  in  their  pursuit. 
Under  a  private  tutor,  such  a  pupil  may  be  carried  along  in  his 
preparatory  studies,  and  tutored  through  the  university  ;  and  at 
the  end  he  may  have  a  diploma — and  little  else.  If  to  be 
dabbed  a  Harvard  graduate  is  the  only  end,  and  the  ambitious 
parents  of  the  unambitious  boy  are  satisfied  with  the  outlay  and 
the  result,  it  is  not  for  anybody  else  to  complain.  As  education, 
this  process  cannot  be  deemed  a  success. 

In  the  endeavor  to  keep  up  a  fair  standard  of  scholarship  in 
the  High  School,  certain  pupils  whose  standing  has  been  D,  have 
been  dropped  into  a  lower  class.  One  or  two  of  these  have 
entered  a  college,  it  is  reported.  If  the  course  of  study  in  that 
institution  is  so  elementary  that  these  pupils  are  fitted  to  go  on, 
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then  the  aforesaid  college  is  really  a  fitting  school  also ;  and 
admission  to  it  is  not  necessarily  a  promotion  from  the  High 
School ;  and  the  boy  who  is  dropped  into  a  lower  class  may 
choose  the  other  school ;  he  does  not  thereby  promote  himself. 

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  what  are  some  of  the  problems 
which  confront  the  High  School  as  a  fitting  school.  With  its 
four-fold  aim,  this  school  may  not  be  able  to  compete  with  special 
schools  with  a  single  aim.  This  four-fold  aim  is :  To  fit  for 
college  and  the  university ;  to  prepare  for  the  Technical  School ; 
to  prepare  for  the  State  Normal  School ;  and  to  furnish  an  edu- 
cation for  the  majority,  as  well-rounded  and  complete  as  possible. 
It  is  provided  for  the  public  and  supported  by  the  public;  hence 
it  must  be  adapted  to  the  average  need.  No  one  doubts  that  a 
select  school  with  few  pupils  and  many  teachers  of  superior 
ability,  may  surpass  it  in  any  single  line,  if  only  the  select  pupils 
are  also  bright  pupils ;  but  these  pnpils  will  not  always  be  bril- 
liant. In  such  a  famous  school  as  Phillips  Academy,  those  who 
can  not  or  will  not  improve,  can  be  promptly  dismissed.  It  is 
not  so  easy  to  do  this  in  a  public  High  School.  So  long  as  a 
pupil  does  his  best,  he  must  have  a  chance  in  some  class,  some- 
where, to  try,  unless  he  verges  too  close  upon  idiocy. 

There  are  certain  fitting  schools  which  seem  to  have  facilities 
with  which  no  public  High  School  and  no  ordinary  fitting  school 
can  compete,  as  the  following  well  authenticated  instance  will 
show : — 

A  certain  parent  had  two  sons,  one  of  whom  pursued  his  pre- 
paratory studies  in  a  High  School ;  as  one  of  his  studies  he  read 
3,000  lines  of  Ovid,  the  requirement  in  that  author  at  Harvard, 
I  believe ;  and  he  entered  without  conditions.  His  brother  pur- 
sued his  preparatory  course  at  an  academy,  a  fitting  school, 
endowed  by  a  distinguished  man,  in  a  famous  town,  in  the  classic 
environs  of  Boston,  presided  over  by  an  eminent  son  of  an  illus- 
trious sire.  This  boy  read  50  lines  of  Ovid  ;  and  he  also  entered 
Harvard  without  conditions  in  that  study.  The  parent  com- 
miserated the  u  poor  fellow  "  who  was  obliged  to  read  the  3,000 
lines  in  the  High  School  with  no  better  result,  as  it  appeared,  than 
the  other  boy's  reading  of  50  lines.    The  discipline,  the  thorough 
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study  went  for  nothing  ;  the  end  sought  was  admission  to  Harvard. 
Now  it  happened  that  the  candidates  were  examined  in  the  50 
lines  read  at  the  fitting  school  !  It  is  not  here  suggested  that 
there  was  any  collusion  between  the  examiners  and  the  teacher. 
The  accident  of  the  examination's  hitting  that  particular  50  lines  is 
not  the  less  remarkable ;  and  a  teacher  who  can  happen  to  hit  so 
accurately  has  facilities,  as  intimated  above,  which  no  High  School 
is  likely,  or  ought  to  be  expected  to  possess.  This  is  the  class 
of  teachers  who  are  admirably  adapted  for  fitting  schools ;  and 
if  possible  they  ought  in  all  cases  to  be  secured  for  those  schools. 

There  has  been  a  good  deal  of  loose  talk  within  the  past  few 
years,  to  the  effect  that  the  public  schools  and  especially  the  High 
Schools,  through  the  purely  literary  culture  which  they  seek  to 
give,  are  unfitting  boys  and  girls  for  the  duties  of  life,  by  beget- 
ting an  averson  to  honest  labor.  The  following  statistics  pre- 
pared by  Mr.  Roe  after  a  careful  canvass  of  the  pupils  of  the 
High  School,  and  presented  at  the  graduating  exercises  in  June 
last,  furnish  a  triumphant  refutation  of  all  such  promiscuous  and 
unfounded  nonsense.  These  few  simple  facts  outweigh  whole 
volumes  of  the  inferential  speculations  of  the  enthusiastic  advo- 
cates of  special  education  and  manual  training,  derived  from  a 
too  careful  and  constant  contemplation  of  the  inefficiency  of  indi- 
vidual dunces  who  occasionally  get  through  a  High  School.  These 
facts,  there  is  no  doubt,  apply  equally,  and  in  proportion  to  their 
age,  to  the  pupils  of  our  Grammar  Schools.  And  it  is  probable 
that  the  state  of  the  case  is  not  different  in  other  cities. 

HOW  THE  PUPILS  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  HAVE  EARNED  MONEY. 

Of  270  boys  in  the  school,  93  are  earning  from  15  cents  to  $6  per 
week.  All  the  money  earned  is  used  legitimately.  Most  of  these  boys  buy 
their  own  clothing.

To  this  must  be  added  a  large  but  unknown  amount  of  home  work  of  great 
value,  though  not  paid  for  in  dollars  and  cents. 

To  satisfy  the  so-called  great  want  of  manual  training,  Mr.  Roe  said  that 
he  had  arranged  with  manufacturers  in  town  so  that  another  fall  an  oppor- 
tunity will  be  afforded  to  50  boys  to  enter  shops  where  they  can  labor  prac- 
tically, and  not  theoretically  in  great  edifices  built  like  schools.  This  of  course 
will  be  out  of  school  hours,  and  it  is  not  intended  to  interfere  with  the  regular 
school  work.  It  will  give  a  practical  illustration  of  what  the  public  is  said  to 
demand,  manual  training. 

The  Worcester  High  School  Association. 

This  organization  is  made  up  of  graduates  of  the  High  School 
since  the  year  1865,  and  of  members  of  the  earlier  classes  in  the 
school  from  its  founding  in  1846  up  to  that  date.  It  will  annually 
welcome  to  its  membership  the  graduating  class.  Such  an  asso- 
ciation of  the  alumni  and  alumnae,  interested  as  they  cannot  fail 
to  be  in  the  welfare  of  the  school,  and  largely  residents  of  the 
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city,  cannot  fail  to  exercise  a  beneficent  and  powerful  influence 
in  the  community,  in  its  support. 

At  its  first  public  meeting  the  president  presided  over  an 
assembly  of  some  four  hundred  members ;  and  on  their  behalf 
he  "  extended  the  right  hand  of  fellowship  "  to  the  largest  grad- 
uating class  in  the  history  of  the  school — the  class  of  1886. 

The  Evening  Schools. 

Nine  of  these  schools  were  opened  about  the  first  of  Novem- 
ber and  they  will  continue  till  the  first  of  March.  The  principals 
were  selected  from  the  most  experienced  and  successful  of  those 
employed  in  former  years.  Candidates  for  assistant  teachers 
were  subjected  to  a  careful  competitive  examination,  and  the 
appointments  were  made  according  to  rank.  This  has  secured 
a  corps  unexcelled  in  recent  years. 

Since  it  has  been  found  to  be  impossible  for  the  committee  to 
give  these  schools  that  systematic  and  thorough  inspection  which 
is  necessary  for  their  economical  administration  and  their  high- 
est success,  one  of  the  most  competent  and  experienced  of  these 
principals,  Mr.  John  J.  Riordan,  was  appointed  inspector  of 
these  schools,  and  besides  acting  as  principal  of  the  Washington- 
street  school,  he  visits  each  of  them  at  least  once  a  week  and 
reports  their  condition  to  the  committee.  He  looks  after  the 
attendance,  the  instruction,  the  organization  and  classification, 
and  the  number  of  teachers.  By  this  means  the  character  of  the 
schools  as  to  scholarship  and  attendance  has  been  greatly 
improved,  and  the  expense  has  been  reduced. 

The  conditions  of  admission,  as  in  former  years,  have  secured 
an  earnest,  and,  so  far  as  their  circumstances  will  admit,  punctual 
constituency ;  and  from  beginning  to  end  no  misconduct  and  no 
indifference  has  marred  the  usefulness  of  these  schools.  A  bet- 
ter classification  has  also  been  possible  in  all  the  schools,  and  to 
the  Washington-street  school  were  sent  those  pupils  only  who 
had  advanced  so  far  as  Grade  VII.  of  the  public  day  schools,  and 
those  still  farther  advanced.  Besides  a  quite  complete  classifica- 
tion in  this  school,  therefore,  it  has  been  possible  to  organize  a 
class  in  elementary  book-keeping  and  one  in  United  States  his- 
tory, both  of  which  studies  have  been  pursued  with  pleasure  and 
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profit  to  the  pupils.  For  more  advanced  studies  there  has  been  no 
demand ;  but  so  long  as  the  present  steady  progress  and  healthy 
development  continues,  provision  will  undoubtedly  be  made  in 
the  future  as  in  the  past  for  whatever  studies  the  needs  of  the 
community  may  require. 

The  Evening  Drawing  Schools. 

The  advanced  free-hand  drawing  class  meets  at  7  o'clock  Mon- 
day and  Thursday  evenings  at  the  rooms  on  Walnut  street.  This 
class  is  believed  to  be  the  most  advanced  of  the  kind  in  the  State. 
Last  year  they  went  through  a  course  in  advanced  perspective, 
including  angular,  oblique,  casting  shadows  by  lamplight,  cast- 
ing shadows  by  sunlight,  reflection  in  water  and  in  the  mirror. 
This  year  the  class  has  worked  from  the  antique ;  and  they  are 
now  beginning  to  work  from  the  life  models.  The  beginners' 
class,  which  meets  Tuesdays  and  Fridays,  is  going  through  a 
thorough  educational  course,  including  outline  drawing,  light  and 
shade,  historical  ornament,  in  which  each  of  the  great  styles  of 
ornament,  from  the  Egyptian  to  the  Gothic,  is  treated  separately, 
and  a  course  of  elementary  perspective.  Each  of  these  classes 
is  free  to  all  who  are  competent  to  enter. 

There  are  four  classes  in  instrumental  drawing,  a  beginners'  and 
an  advanced  class  for  both  ironworkers  and  woodworkers.  In  the 
advanced  class  of  the  former,  drawings  are  made  and  colored 
from  parts  of  machinery,  &c,  and  of  the  latter,  architectural 
designs,  the  principles  of  construction,  &c.  In  a  mechanical 
community  like  ours  the  value  of  this  instruction  cannot  be  over- 
estimated. The  classes  have  not  been  large  in  any  of  these 
schools,  but  the  pupils  have  been  industrious ;  their  progress  has 
been  marked,  and  no  money  has  been  spent  without  an  ample 
equivalent. 

The  School-Masters'  Club. 

This  organization  has  been  formed  within  the  year.  It  in- 
cludes the  principals  of  the  Grammar  schools  with  the  principal 
of  the  High  School  and  one  or  two  other  prominent  teachers  of 
the  city  as  honorary  members.    It  meets  monthly  in  the  evening 
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during  the  school  year,  to  discuss  practical  questions  relating  to 
teaching  and  school  work. 

A  course  of  illustrated  lectures  has  been  given  on  geography 
and  historv  in  the  High  School  Hall  once  in  three  or  four  weeks 
during  the  winter,  by  the  members  of  the  club,  to  pupils  of 
Grades  VIII.  and  IX.  At  these  lectures  in  a  darkened  hall 
some  eight  hundred  pupils  were  assembled;  their  interest  did 
not  flag ;  and  their  decorous  behavior  both  during  the  lecture 
and  on  the  way  to  and  from  the  hall  merits  the  highest  praise. 
No  audience  of  grown  people  accustomed  to  meet  in  this  city — 
or  in  any  other  place — excels  them,  and  few  equal  them,  in  this 
respect.  The  conduct  of  these  pupils  on  such  occasions  is  a 
striking  evidence  of  the  real  culture  attained  in  the  public 
schools ;  it  goes  to  show  that  the  children  are  growing  up  to 
appreciate  their  privileges  ;  it  indicates  that  they  are  accustomed 
to  make  good  use  of  their  time  while  in  school. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  here  that  other  voluntary  organizations 
of  teachers  in  the  several  grades,  for  mutual  improvement  and 
consultation  respecting  their  work,  are  springing  up.  May  their 
number  increase !  They  indicate  a  lively  and  active  interest  in 
the  teaching  profession. 

No  Recess. 

In  confirmation  of  the  positions  heretofore  taken  in  our  re- 
ports on  this  innovation,  I  desire  here  to  quote  from  a  private 
letter  received  last  April  from  an  eminent  superintendent  of 
schools,  in  a  city  where  the  school-system  and  its  conditions, 
are  similar  to  our  own. 

"  When  T  first  commenced  teaching,  the  law  obliged  me  to 
teach  five  and  a  half  days  a  week,  and  from  9  to  12  A.  M.,  and 
from  1  to  4  P.  M.  daily.  The  law  was  subsequently  changed  to 
allow  five  days  for  a  school  week,  and  in  this  city  five  and  a  half 
hours  a  day.  And  now  our  regulations  require  our  schools  to 
begin  at  9  and  close  at  12  in  the  morning,  with  an  intermission 
of  fifteen  minutes,  in  all  schools,  near  the  middle  of  the  session. 
The  afternoon  session  begins  at  2  and  closes  at  4  with  a  recess 
of  ten  minutes  in  the  primary  departments  only  ;  and  yet  I  say 
to  the  teachers  in  the  intermediate  and  advanced  grades,  When

your  pupils  seem  restless  in  the  afternoon  send  them  out  a  few 
minutes. 

"  Last  year  the  no-recess  fallacy  struck  me  ;  and  in  order  to 
satisfy  myself  I  allowed  the  Academy  and  the  Central  Grammar 
Schools  to  omit  recess  entirely  during  a  term  and  to  close  the 
morning  session  at  11.45.  I  am  now  satisfied — perfectly  satisfied 
— that  I  made  a  mistake.  Of  course  the  time  for  teachers  to 
work  in  school  was  reduced  from  five  hours  to  four  and  three- 
fourths  hours  per  day.  And  thence,  in  my  opinion,  arises  the 
clamor  for  the  no-recess  plan. 

"  I  carefully  watched  the  result  of  the  two  and  three-fourths 
hours  continuous  strain  upon  the  pupils,  in  regard  both  to  mental 
and  to  physical  effect.  I  have  found,  what  anyone's  common 
sense  must  show  without  experimenting,  that  two  and  three- 
fourths  hours  continuous  mental  strain  is  too  much  for  satisfac- 
tory mental  culture.  After  from  one  and  a  half  to  two  hours  con- 
tinuous study,  the  tired  mind  of  the  student  is  unfitted  for  further 
mental  work.  The  mere  loss  of  time  to  the  pupil  for  the  re- 
maining three-fourths  of  an  hour  is  of  comparatively  little  con- 
sequence ;  but  the  positive  injury  to  the  pupil  is  weakening  the 
mind  by  forcing  more  work  upon  it  in  its  weary  condition — this 
injury  is  permanent  and  irreparable.  This  pressure  tends  to 
produce  a  lapse  of  memory  and  a  nervous  debility,  both  perma- 
nent and  disastrous. 

"  Again,  the  confinement  of  some  pupils  in  the  school-room  so 
long,  produces  physical  troubles  that  can  never  be  cured.  The 
argument  that  pupils  learn  iniquity  in  the  yard,  I  know  does  not 
apply  to  this  city  ;  and  why  any  more  at  the  middle  than  before 
or  after  the  school  session  ? 

"  Besides,  I  do  not  think  the  gain  to  the  teachers  for  shortening 
the  session  fifteen  minutes,  pays  them  for  the  continuous  class- 
work  of  two  and  three-fourths  hours ;  and  it  seems  to  me  that 
any  teacher  who  is  anxious  to  shorten  his  time  of  labor,  is  not 
anxious  for  the  welfare  of  his  pupils." 

All  this  is  as  was  to  be  expected.  As  time  passes,  the  other 
experimenters  will  one  by  one  join  our  ranks. 

The  Natural  History  Camp. 

The  educational  work  of  The  Natural  History  Society,  in  the 
report  of  its  various  classes,  was  detailed  in  the  school  report  for 
1885.  That  work  has  for  its  aim  to  popularize  the  study  of  na- 
ture among  the  pupils  of  our  schools,  and  to  give  free  access  to 
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her  open  book,  just  as  the  improved  methods  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Free  Public  Library  which  have  attracted  universal 
attention,  have  opened  to  these  pupils  the  rich  treasures  of  knowl- 
edge there  stored. 

A  new  and  unique  feature  has  been  added  to  the  work  of  this 
Society,  in  its  park  and  summer  camp.  A  tract  of  land  of 
some  forty  acres  beautifully  situated  on  the  shores  of  the  lovely 
lake  Quinsigamond,  about  two  and  a  half  miles  from  the  centre 
of  the  city,  has  been  secured  for  a  park.  Within  its  enclosure  is 
Wigwam  Hill,  where  in  ages  past  the  savage  orgies  of  the  In- 
dians were  held,  and  from  whose  top  the  whole  length  of  the 
lake  is  in  view,  charming  within  its  woody  enclosure,  and  dotted 
with  islands,  and  here  and  there  in  summer  animated  by  little 
steamers  and  all  sorts  of  boats  with  paddles,  oars,  or  sails.  Be- 
hind this  eminence,  the  park  extends  to  the  shore  with  a  broken 
and  diversified  and  gently-sloping  surface,  covered  with  trees  and 
cleared  spaces,  and  having  a  natural  amphitheatre  large  enough 
to  seat  beneath  its  shade  trees,  an  audience  of  ten  thousand.  In 
this  attractive  spot  has  been  fitted  up  a  camp  of  tents,  where  a 
large  company  of  boys  spent  the  summer  vacation  or  a  part  of  it. 
Boats  for  rowing,  a  swimming  school,  and  various  athletic  sports 
are  provided  ;  and  entertaining  instruction  in  some  branch  of 
natural  history  was  given  each  day.  Here  about  two  hundred 
young  people  spent  more  or  less  of  the  last  summer  vacation,  in 
the  care  of  watchful  guardians  and  teachers.  Many  of  the 
parents  of  these  children  are  enthusiastic  in  praise  of  this  stimu- 
lating and  health-giving  contact  with  nature.  Like  the  Antaeus 
of  ancient  fable,  the  children  are  strong  as  long  as  they  touch 
the  mother  earth. 

This  camp  will  be  made  more  complete  the  coming  season 
through  the  generosity  of  one  of  our  citizens,  Mr.  Thomas  H. 
Dodge,  who  has  contributed  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  pur- 
chase of  tents,  and  the  erection  of  a  cottage  for  guests,  to  be 
known  as  the  Dodge  Pavilion. 

A  variety  of  simple  tools  and  a  shop  are  also  to  be  provided  ; 
and  here  handicraft  will  flourish  amidst  its  natural  surroundings  ; 
and  it  is  not  unlikely  that  some  of  the  processes  of  agriculture 
25 
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belonging  to  that  season  of  the  year,  may  be  introduced.  This 
vacation  school  will  form  an  element  in  settling  the  problem  of 

Manual  Training. 

In  this  direction  the  members  of  the  Mechanics'  Association  are 
still  at  work.  The  summer  school  in  the  shops  of  the  Free  Insti- 
tute was  continued  the  past  summer  ;  and  the  members  of  the 
Association  are  now  forming  plans  for  organizing  a  school  with 
steam-power  and  machinery  as  one  department  of  their  work. 
As  stated  in  a  former  report,  which  quotes  the  pertinent  remarks 
of  the  then  president,  Mr.  Benjamin  J.  Dodge,  it  is  in  this  direc- 
tion that  we  are  looking  for  the  development  of  a  plan  to  provide 
for  manual  training  in  an  appropriate  and  successful  way,  as  the 
requirements  of  that  kind  of  training,  and  the  best  methods  of 
conducting  it,  become  better  known.  It  is  not  to  be  inferred  from 
former  characterizations  of  the  hare-brained  theories  of  manual- 
training  enthusiasts,  who  advocate  this  kind  of  training  by  whole- 
sale disparagement  of  the  school  system,  that  we  are  opposed  to 
the  introduction  of  that  kind  of  training.  It  undoubtedly  has  a 
place  beside,  but  not  in  lieu  of,  nor  to  displace  the  studies  of  the 
common  schools.  There  is  room  for  the  shop  without  tearing 
down  the  school-house.  And  to  such  institutions  as  those  re- 
ferred to  above,  we  may  look  for  the  establishment  of  those  shops 
upon  a  healthy  and  permanent  basis. 

Religious  Instruction. 

There  seems  to  be  a  wide-spread  sentiment,  among  teachers, 
that  religion  is  a  forbidden  subject  in  the  schools.  This  senti- 
ment found  expression  at  a  convention  of  teachers  held  in  this 
State  within  a  year,  where  one  teacher  assumed  in  specific  lan- 
guage, that  "  we  are  prohibited  from  giving  any  religious  instruc- 
tion." This  error  is  traceable  in  part  to  that  section  of  the  Pub- 
lic Statutes,  which  declares  that  the  school  committee  shall  re- 
quire the  daily  reading,  in  the  public  schools,  of  some  portion  of 
the  Bible  "  without  written  note  or  oral  comment  "  ;  that  they 
"  shall  not  require  a  scholar,  whose  parent  or  guardian  informs 
the  teacher  in  writing,  that  he  has  conscientious  scruples  against 
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it,  to  read  from  any  particular  version,  or  to  take  any  personal 
part  in  the  reading  "  ;  and  that  they  shall  not  "  direct  to  be  pur- 
chased or  used  in  the  public  schools,  school-books  calculated  to 
favor  the  tenets  of  any  particular  sect  of  Christians " ;  and  in 
part  this  error  is  traceable  to  the  reiterated  assertions  of  certain 
religionists,  a  few  years  ago,  that  the  public  schools  are  godless. 

That  the  teacher  is  prohibited  from  teaching  in  the  public 
schools  the  religion  of  his  "  particular  sect  of  Christians  "  is  evi- 
dent from  the  above  quotations.  The  teaching  of  religion  in  its 
broad  and  catholic  sense  however,  is  a  different  affair ;  and  that 
it  is  the  Christian  religion  and  not  Brahminism  which  the  legisla- 
ture has  in  mind,  is  apparent  both  from  the  history  of  our  coun- 
try from  the  first,  and  from  the  very  expression  "  sect  of 
Christians,"  used  in  the  statute.  Nothing  is  said  about  any  "  sect 
of  Brahmins  99  for  example. 

The  obligation  of  teachers  in  this  regard  rests  upon  a  two-fold 
basis :  First,  That  the  reading  of  the  Bible  daily  in  all  public 
schools  is  enjoined  by  statute.  Now  this  book  is  the  recognized 
exponent  of  Christianity  whose  principles  it  enunciates.  As 
such  it  was  first  introduced ;  and  as  such,  we  must  assume  in  the 
absence  of  evidence  to  the  contrary,  its  use  is  continued.  To  be 
sure  "written  note  or  oral  comment"  is  prohibited;  but  this  is 
only  to  prevent  the  teacher  from  giving  his  own  bias  to  the  teach- 
ing and  imparting  to  the  text  the  flavor  of  his  own  opinions. 
This  is  no  more  than  might  properly  be  insisted  upon  with  other 
text-books  and  in  other  studies.  For  example :  civil  govern- 
ment is  a  proper  subject  for  school  instruction  at  a  fitting  age. 
Our  republican  institutions  are  founded  upon  certain  well- 
established  principles  universally  recognized.  But  the  applica- 
tion of  these  principles  gives  rise  to  differences  of  opinion. 
Hence  political  parties.  Now  the  teacher  may  have  his  own 
opinions,  but  it  is  aside  from  his  duty  when  giving  instruction  in 
government,  to  inculcate  them ;  and  if  he  were  to  attempt  to 
proselyte  his  pupils  and  indoctrinate  them  with  the  views  of  a 
political  party,  he  would  find  a  public  sentiment  in  opposition, 
having  all  the  force  of  law  though  not  enacted  in  the  form  of  a 
statute.    Political  Economy  is  likewise  a  science  proper  to  be 
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taught  in  advanced  public  schools.  Its  principles  are  set  forth 
usually  by  able  writers  in  the  text-books  in  use.  But  in  this 
science  the  community  is  divided  between  free  trade  and  protec- 
tion. Now  it  is  not  within  the  province  of  a  teacher  to  become 
an  advocate  for  either  party.  It  is  rather  his  duty,  if  he  dis- 
cusses the  question  at  all,  to  place  before  his  pupils  the  strongest 
arguments  of  the  best  writers  on  both  sides.  If  he  were  to 
advocate  free  trade  in  a  community  whose  interests  strongly 
favored  protection,  or  if  he  were  zealously  to  uphold  protection 
in  a  society  dependent  upon  free  trade,  or  again  if  he  were  to 
argue  strenuously  for  either  before  pupils  whose  parents  are 
divided  on  the  question,  the  impropriety  of  his  conduct  would 
soon  be  made  as  apparent  to  him  as  if  there  were  a  law  upon  the 
statute  book  forbidding  the  teaching  of  either  free  trade  or  pro- 
tection. Yet  no  one  will  deny  because  there  are  certain  restric- 
tions in  each  case,  that  both  civil  government  and  political  econo- 
my may  properly  and  profitably  be  taught  in  public  schools. 

No  more  do  the  legal  restrictions  upon  the  use  of  the  bible  in 
school  imply  that  religion  is  not  to  be  taught. 

But  the  restriction  does  seem  to  imply  that  it  is  the  elementary 
and  fundamental  principles  of  religion  which  ought  to  engage 
the  attention  of  the  teacher.  This  instruction  should  be  so  con- 
fined because,  in  the  first  place,  this  field  contains  much  more 
than  can  be  thoroughly  cultivated ;  and  in  the  second  place 
because  there  is  little,  if  any,  controversy  concerning  these 
fundamental  principles  which  will  be  partly  enumerated  further 
on.  It  is  not  in  the  elementary  principles  of  political  economy, 
of  government,  that  any  controversy  arises  ;  it  is  in  the  theoreti- 
cal and  practical  application  of  the  principles  of  governments 
and  of  political  economy  that  men  divide  themselves  into  parties. 
It  is  not  in  the  fundamental  rules  of  arithmetic  and  the  multipli- 
cation table,  that  men  differ  in  their  conceptions,  but  in  the  more 
etherial  regions  of  abstract  calculations ;  where  for  example,  we 
come  across  zero  divided  by  zero,  and  infinity  by  infinity,  from 
different  directions  and  with  apparently  contradictory  results. 
And  in  like  manner,  it  is  not  questions  of  duty  to  oneself,  to  his 
fellow-men,  and  to  God,  which  divide  men,  so  much  as  the  more 
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abstract  ethical  questions  which  relate  to  matters  less  demon- 
strable. 

Boys  when  they  become  voters,  in  a  majority  of  cases  perhaps, 
affiliate  with  the  same  political  party  as  their  fathers.  This  is  to 
be  expected,  because  their  minds  are  usually  prejudiced  in  youth. 
They  hear  the  arguments  of  one  side  urged  with  the  persistency 
of  strong  conviction.  They  become  imbued  with  party  spirit. 
In  like  manner,  but  much  more  strongly,  children  usually  imbibe 
the  religious  views  of  their  parents.  Indeed,  it  is  one  of  the  car- 
dinal principles  of  most  religious  sects,  that  this  particular  sect 
alone,  possesses  the  genuine  unadulterated  truth  ;  that  all  others  are 
tainted  more  or  less  with  errors  more  or  less  fatal ;  and,  hence, 
that  it  is  a  religious  duty  to  instil  into  the  minds  of  their  children 
a  firm  conviction  of  the  truth  as  they  understand  it. 

Now  there  is  no  inherent  necessity  that  a  boy  should  belong 
to  the  same  political  party  as  his  father.  The  questions  at  issue 
change  from  time  to  time.  Parties  represent  other  principles 
often  while  retaining  the  old  name.  New  conditions  frequently 
require  a  different  application,  so  that  the  very  father,  whose 
teachings  the  boy  has  accepted,  would  perhaps  join  the  opposite 
party,  if  living  in  the  next  generation.'  Better  opportunities, 
moreover,  and  wider  knowledge  may  make  the  son  at  maturity, 
a  wiser  man  than  the  father ;  and  he  would  then  show  the  high- 
est respect  and  reverence  for  his  father's  sincerity,  not  by  adher- 
ing to  the  errors,  but  by  abandoning  them  as  his  honest  parent, 
he  may  assume,  would  have  done  if  similarly  placed.  It  is  by 
acting  upon  this  principle  that  progress  is  possible.  On  any 
other  principle  we  should  still  be  the  subjects  of  a  monarchy  ; 
and  we  should  travel  in  stage-coaches. 

No  more  is  there  any  inherent  necessity,  that  every  child 
should  embrace  the  religion  of  his  father,  just  as  his  father  held 
it.  This  assumption,  though  it  is  common  enough,  puts  a  bar  to 
all  advance  in  knowledge  of  religious  truth.  And  though  it  may 
be  said  and  admitted,  that  truth  is  eternal  and  unchangeable,  it 
cannot  be  denied  that  men's  views  of  that  truth,  and  their  expres- 
sion of  it,  have  changed  and  advanced  from  age  to  age.  Abra- 
ham moved  out  from  the  land  of  his  ancestors,  and  introduced  a 
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new  worship.  Moses  roused  the  majority  and  left  Egypt.  Paul 
departed  from  the  teachings  of  Gamaliel — the  theological  school 
to  which  his  confiding  parents  had  intrusted  him — and  embraced 
a  new  phase  of  religion.  St.  Augustine  was  converted  ;  Martin 
Luther  changed  his  views  ;  Cardinal  Manning  and  Dr.  Newman 
were  once  Protestants  ;  John  Wesley  was  inspired  with  a  new 
spirit ;  Roger  Williams  did  not  agree  with  his  brother  Puritans  ; 
and  Ellery  B.  Channing  and  Theodore  Parker  saw  truth,  as  they 
thought,  in  a  new  light.  What  is  true  of  these  great  beacons  in 
the  world's  religious  history,  must  be  true  to  some  extent,  in  the 
little  spheres  of  the  whole  multitude  of  thoughtful  men,  in  all 
time. 

It  should  not  be  assumed  therefore  —  certainly  not  by  public 
school  teachers  —  that  their  own  particular  views,  or  any  partic- 
ular set  of  religious  views,  are  to  be  inculcated  by  them.  But  if 
religion  is  not  a  myth  and  a  fiction,  there  must  be  some  broad, 
common  ground  on  which  humanity  may  meet.  The  argument 
which  proves  that  there  is  no  such  common  ground,  overthrows 
the  Christian  religion. 

But  in  this  commonwealth  we  are  not  left  to  the  fate  to 
which  such  an  argument  would  consign  us,  for  the  obligation  of 
teachers  in  this  regard  rests,  Secondly,  on  the  Statute.  By 
order  of  the  school  board,  the  following  has  been  printed  to  be 
posted  in  every  school-room,  to  be  read  by  every  pupil  and  every 
teacher,  with  only  such  restrictions  as  to  written  note  or  oral 
comment,  as  the  good  sense  of  the  teacher  may  dictate  : — 

"  COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 

"  Public  Statutes,  Chapter  44,  Section  15. 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  instructors  of  youth,. 

to  exert  their  best  endeavors  to  impress  on  the  minds  of  children 
and  youth  committed  to  their  care  and  instruction  the  principles 
of  piety  and  justice  and  a  sacred  regard  to  truth  ;  love  of  their 
country,  humanity,  and  universal  benevolence  ;  sobriety,  indus- 
try, and  frugality  ;  chastity,  moderation,  and  temperance ;  and 
those  other  virtues  which  are  the  ornament  of  human  society  and 
the  basis  upon  which  a  republican  constitution  is  founded;  and  it 
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shall  be  the  duty  of  such  instructors  to  endeavor  to  lead  their 
pupils,  as  their  ages  and  capacities  will  admit,  into  a  clear  under- 
standing of  the  tendency  of  the  above  mentioned  virtues  to  pre- 
serve and  perfect  a  republican  constitution  and  secure  the  bless- 
ings of  liberty  as  well  as  to  promote  their  future  happiness,  and 
also  to  point  out  to  them  the  evil  tendency  of  the  opposite  vices." 

In  this  statute  is  embodied  the  fundamental  principle  referred 
to  above.  And  what  is  piety,  whose  principles  it  is  in  this  stat- 
ute made  the  first  duty  of  the  teacher  to  inculcate  ?  "  Piety. 
The  filial  sentiment  felt  by  man  to  God,  the  Father  of  all ;  a 
sense  of  dependence  upon  the  Supreme  Being,  producing  habit- 
ual reverence,  and  a  disposition  to  know  and  obey  his  laws ; 
godliness,  devotion,  religion."  This,  for  our  duty  towards  God. 
As  to  the  duty  towards  one's  neighbor,  justice  ;  "  the  practice  of 
rendering  to  every  man  his  due."  As  to  the  duty  to  oneself,  in- 
dustry, chastity,  temperance,  &c. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  specify  all  that  is  implied  in  this  compre- 
hensive statute.  If  there  is  any  thing  belonging  to  religion, 
except  mere  dogmatism  and  theological  speculation,  which  is  not 
embraced  in  the  statute,  it  would  be  exceedingly  interesting  to 
have  it  pointed  out.  It  is  not  of  course  to  be  expected,  that  the 
teaching  of  religion  in  the  broad  sense  contemplated  by  the 
statute  and  practiced  more  or  less  faithfully  for  more  than  two 
hundred  years,  in  this  commonwealth,  will  be  satisfactory  to  any 
"  particular  sect  of  Christians,"  who  are  chiefly  intent  upon  propa- 
gating their  own  creed ;  but  with  the  law  and  the  practice 
such  as  it  has  been  and  is,  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  any  one  can 
properly  call  the  public  schools  godless. 

In  our  modern  carefulness  about  the  consciences  of  other  peo- 
ple, and  in  the  reaction  against  the  intolerance  of  former  times, 
the  question  may  arise  whether  we  are  not  doing  violence  to 
the  conscience  of  an  unbeliever  in  Christianity  and  the  Bible,  by 
forcing  this  kind  of  instruction  upon  his  children.  The  same 
question  may  be  raised  about  any  law  upon  the  statute-book. 
There  is  always  a  minority  who  do  not  assent.  Undoubtedly 
there  is  a  colony  of  residents  in  Charlestown,  who  are  opposed 
to  enforcing,  in  certain  cases  at  least,  the  penalty  against  theft, 
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robbery,  and  other  crimes.  But  the  minority  must  yield  to  the 
wishes  of  the  majority,  in  so  far  as  is  necessary  for  the  public 
good  ;  otherwise  our  form  of  government  could  not  continue  ; 
and  morality  and  virtue,  in  other  words  religion,  is  believed  by 
the  majority,  as  indicated  by  the  statute,  to  be  for  the  public 
good.  In  France,  the  recently  adopted  programme  of  studies  for 
the  public  schools,  includes  instruction  in  religion  like  our  own  ; 
and  that  programme  was  made  by  men  who  are  not  themselves 
believers  in  the  Christian  religion.  They  saw  the  necessity  for 
this  kind  of  instruction,  as  a  guide  and  restraint  to  the  young, 
however  much  they  themselves  might  deny  its  teachings  in  ma- 
ture years. 

And  if  men  of  similar  views  in  this  country  deny  to  the  bible 
the  special  authority  which  most  Christians  claim  for  it,  they 
can  scarcely  even  then  object  to  the  teaching  of  the  decalogue  ; 
to  the  sublime  and  altruistic  sentiments  of  the  Sermon  on  the 
Mount ;  nor  to  the  gentle  and  civilizing  influence  of  the  life  and 
words  of  Jesus  as  described  in  the  new  testament. 

But  the  use  of  the  bible  in  the  public  schools  may  be  justified 
by  other  considerations  than  its  religious  influence.  It  is  the 
oldest  book  in  common  use  ;  and  it  contains  the  most  important 
part  of  the  history  of  a  very  ancient  people.  Its  extensive 
use  among  all  classes  of  people,  has  done  more  than  any 
other  single  influence  towards  the  conservation  of  our  language. 
No  other  bond  has  held  so  strongly  together  the  English-speak- 
ing people.  Again  it  contains  some  of  the  most  sublime  pas- 
sages ever  written  in  our  language  ;  the  profoundest  philosophy  ; 
the  most  beautiful  of  poetic  conceptions  :  "  Canst  thou  bind  the 
sweet  influences  of  Pleiades,  or  loose  the  bands  of  Orion  ?  " 

It  is  no  answer,  to  say  that  the  children  can  not  appreciate 
all  this,  or  that  teachers  can  not  make  the  best  selections. 
Teachers  can  use  this  book  as  judiciously  as  they  use  the 
others ;  and  children  will  come  to  understand  later  what  they 
do  not  comprehend  at  first.  And  here  we  come  to  the  most 
weighty  reason  for  the  use  of  the  bible  in  the  schools  out- 
side of  the  ethical  reason,  namely :  It  is  interwoven  in  our 
literature,  in  warp  and  woof  and  almost  every  fibre. 
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Some  years  since  a  candidate  under  examination  for  a  teacher, 
in  answer  to  the  question,  who  was  Napoleon  Bonaparte,  said 
that  he  was  an  Englishman  or  a  Spaniard,  she  was  not  sure  which. 
Another  had  never  heard  of  Shakespeare.  This  implies  monu- 
mental ignorance.  But  what  would  be  thought  of  any  person 
who  had  not  heard  of  Moses  or  Paul?  The  allusions  in  our 
literature  to  bible  incidents,  and  the  illustrations  drawn  from 
the  scriptural  narration,  are  thick  as  leaves  in  Yallombrosa ;  and 
ignorance  of  these  allusions  implies  ignorance  of  English,  as 
dense  as  for  a  classical  scholar  not  to  know  what  is  meant  by 
Scylla  and  Charybdis.  The  only  means  of  acquiring  this 
familiarity,  so  far  as  the  the  public  schools  are  concerned,  is 
through  the  daily  reading  required  by  law. 

If  this  brief  discussion  which  contains  nothing  new,  shall  to 
any  extent  serve  to  correct  the  impression  referred  to  above,  that 
nothing  like  religion  is  allowed  to  be  taught  in  the  public 
schools,  its  aim  will  be  accomplished.  It  is  not  designed  to 
inaugurate  a  crusade  of  religious  teaching,  nor  to  greatly 
modify  what  is  believed  to  be  the  common  practice  under  the 
law. 

There  is  another  statute  to  which  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  call 
attention  here  : — 

Sec.  16  :  Chap.  44,  Public  Statutes. 

"  The  resident  ministers  of  the  gospel,  the  selectmen,  and  the 
school  committee  shall  exert  their  influence  and  use  their  best 
endeavors  that  the  youth  of  their  towns  shall  regularly  attend 
the  schools  established  for  their  instruction." 

As  the  preceding  section  has  been  printed  to  hang  in  the 
school-rooms,  it  might  be  useful  to  have  this  section  printed  to 
hang  in  the  churches  ;  for  it  probably  has  not  occurred  to  those 
clergymen  who  endeavor  to  dissuade  the  children  of  their  con- 
gregation from  attendance  upon  the  ' '  schools  established  for 
their  instruction,"  if  any  do  so,  that  they  act  in  violation  of  the 
laws  under  which  they  live  and  by  which  they  are  protected. 
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The  Bancroft  Fund. 

George  Bancroft  the  eminent  historian,  a  native  of  Worcester 
and  formerly  a  pupil  in  the  public  schools,  has  set  apart  the  sum 
of  $10,000  to  establish  a  scholarship  in  memory  of  his  father  and 
mother,  to  be  known  as  the  Aaron  and  Lucretia  Bancroft  Fund. 
The  money  is  held  in  trust  by  the  city ;  and  its  income  amount- 
ing at  the  present  time  to  about  $400  is  to  be  administered  by  a 
board  of  trustees,  and  by  them  awarded  for  not  less  than  one 
nor  more  than  four  years  to  some  needy  and  meritorious  student, 
who  may  thus  be  enabled  to  pursue  an  advanced  course  of  instruc- 
tion. Mr.  George  B.  Churchill  a  graduate  of  the  High  School 
and  a  student  in  Amherst  Colege  is  the  present  recipient  of  the 
fund. 

No  better  monument  could  be  erected  to  the  memory  of  the 
Rev.  Aaron  Bancroft  and  his  wife,  who  were  so  influential  in 
moulding  the  early  Worcester.  Besides  the  money  value  of  this 
generous  gift  to  a  needy  student,  the  fund  possesses  a  still  greater 
value  in  the  inspiration  to  be  derived  from  the  scholarly  example 
of  its  founder. 

The  Clark  University. 

Since  this  report  was  presented  and  before  going  through  the 
press,  Mr.  Jonas  G.  Clark  of  this  city  has  donated  the  munifi- 
cent sum  of  one  million  dollars  to  found  the  Clark  University 
here. 

Too  much  can  not  be  said  in  praise  of  so  generous  a  gift ;  and 
the  man  who  has  amassed  his  fortune,  and  who  is  capable  of  so 
grand  a  conception  as  this  gift  indicates,  may  well  be  trusted  to 
execute  it  in  detail. 

It  is  safe  to  assume,  from  what  is  known  of  the  man,  that  he 
is  not  without  a  plan,  and  that  his  plan  differs  from  what  is 
seen  in  any  existing  institution.  The  opportunities  he  has  had 
for  examining  and  comparing  institutions  of  learning,  as  well 
as  other  public  enterprises,  are  probably  much  greater  than 
most  people  are  aware  of;  for  he  is  a  quiet  man,  who  does  not 
blow  trumpets  before  him.    He  has  visited  many  of  the  leading 
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colleges  and  universities  in  this  country,  and  no  doubt  he  has 
studied  them  more,  unobserved.  In  his  extensive  travels  in 
Europe  he  has  probably  become  acquainted  with  the  resem- 
blances and  the  differences  among  the  English  and  the  conti- 
nental universities.  His  business  enterprises  have  spanned  this 
continent  from  ocean  to  ocean  and  he  has  become,  in  a  long  and 
active  though  retiring  life,  fully  acquainted  in  a  large  way  with 
the  American  people — what  they  have  and  what  they  need. 
And  his  knowledge  of  nations  and  peoples  is  not  confined  to 
these  two  continents.  Twenty  years  or  more  ago  he  traversed 
the  Nile  and  made  himself  familiar  with  the  spot  where  civiliza- 
tion had  decayed  almost  before  Rome  had  a  beginning.  What 
further  opportunities  of  this  kind  he  has  had  to  fit  him  for  the 
great  undertaking  upon  which  he  now  enters,  may  not  all  be 
known.  In  addition  to  all  this  Mr.  Clark  has  a  library  filled 
with  volumes  which  none  but  a  scholarlv  man  would  ever 
collect. 

Now  when  all  this  and  more  that  might  be  said  of  the 
same  sort  is  true,  the  men  who  step  forward  to  flippantly 
show  him  how  to  build  a  university  are  likely  to  find  them- 
selves surrounded,  horse,  foot,  and  dragoon,  if  they  live  to  see 
what  he  has  devised.  Some  one  may  say  that  a  university 
can't  be  made ;  it  must  take  root  and  grow.  Possibly  Mr. 
Clark  knows  that ;  and  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  his 
plans  do  not  take  into  account  this  truism — and  most  people 
do  not  count  on  the  world's  coming  to  an  end  right  away. 
Some  of  our  contemporaries  volunteer  the  notion  that  it  would 
have  been  better  to  endow  some  existing  institution.  No  doubt 
this  advice  will  be  gratefully  received ;  but  the  people  who 
think  so  are  not  the  ones  who  are  making  the  gift.  Some  say 
that  a  million  is  a  very  large  sum ;  but  it  is  not  enough  to 
make  a  university  to  rival  Harvard.  Quite  likely  not.  But  it 
may  be  that  no  one  intends  to  rival  this  ancient  seat  of  learning. 
Education  is  a  broad  field,  and  there  are  more  lines  than  one ; 
it  is  to  be  remembered  that  a  single  branch  of  natural  science 
represents  more  to-day  than  the  whole  circle  of  sciences  did 
when  Harvard  was  founded.    And  the  expression,  "and  per- 
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haps  more  "  in  the  paper  already  published,  may  have  a  very 
expansive  meaning  in  this  case.  Again,  the  character  of  the 
men  named  as  incorporators  shows  that  no  crude  or  ill-con- 
sidered experiments  are  here  to  be  tried. 

The  influence  of  such  an  institution  as  this  will  become,  can- 
not fail  to  affect  favorably  every  institution  of  learning  in  the 
city.  Already  many  excellent  citizens  have  been  attracted 
hither  by  the  public  schools  and  the  other  seats  of  learning  which 
crown  our  surrounding  hills ;  and  what  is  said  by  President 
Gilman  of  Johns  Hopkins  in  his  last  report,  that  the  institution 
has  added  directly  to  the  material  as  well  as  the  intellectual 
growth  of  Baltimore,  will  in  a  few  years  be  true  of  Worcester 
by  reason  of  the  Clark  University.  In  more  ways  than  one 
then,  the  city  will  have  cause  for  grateful  remembrance  of  this 
latest  and  most  princely  gift  from  one  of  her  citizens.

The  sanitary  condition,  as  indicated  by  the  above  statistics  of 
mortality,  is  exceptionally  good. 

The  death  rate  is  probably  lower  than  in  any  year  since 
Worcester  became  a  city.  Our  records  extend  back  to  1850, 
and  at  no  time  since  has  it  fallen  so  low.  This  remarkably  low 
mortality  is  due  to  the  small  prevalence  of  zymotic  diseases 
throughout  the  State,  and  to  the  steady  improvement  of  our  sani- 
tary condition.

Scarlet  Fever. 

Scarlet  fever  has  been  unusually  mild,  although  more  pre- 
valent than  for  several  years.  One  hundred  and  twenty-three 
cases  were  reported  by  physicians,  and  probably  as  many  more 
occurred  where  no  doctor  was  called. 

At  the  suggestion  of  this  Board,  the  School  Board  passed  a 
rule,  requiring  children  living  in  families  where  this  disease  had 
occurred,  to  remain  out  of  school  for  four  weeks  from  the  out- 
break of  the  last  case.  The  enforcement  of  this  rule,  under 
ordinary  circumstances,  will  prevent  the  spread  of  this  disease 
through  the  medium  of  the  public  schools. 

Other  Contagious  Diseases. 

The  city  has  again  been  spared  the  inconvenience,  danger  and 
expense  which  arises  from  even  a  single  case  of  small- pox,  cholera 
or  yellow  fever.  We  are  fairly  well  equipped  to  take  care  of 
single  cases  of  these  diseases,  but  are  in  no  condition  to  meet  an 
epidemic.  Our  only  safety  lies  in  prompt  action,  and  we  earnestly 
invite  physicians  and  householders  to  report  immediately  all  cases 
which  are  in  any  way  suspicious. 

Fumigation  and  Disinfection. 

Most  of  our  contagious  and  infections  diseases,  are  supposed 
to  be  communicated  from  person  to  person  by  the  development 
of  minute  organisms  in  the  sick,  and  their  transfer  to  the 
well  through  the  medium  of  the  air,  clothing,  food,  water,  milk, 
faeces,  &c.  These  disease  germs  may  live  for  months  or  even 
years,  and  be  carried  long  distances.  They  can  be  destroyed  by 
heat  and  chemicals.  It  is  therefore  advised,  that  after  small- 
pox, cholera,  yellow  fever,  diphtheria,  measles,  septicaemia,  or 
puerperal  fever,  all  worthless  articles  of  clothing  be  burned  — 
all  blankets,  sheets,  and  valuable  clothing  be  boiled  in  water  for 
one  hour,  or  baked  in  a  temperature  of  230°  for  two  hours. 

The  house  itself  should  be  disinfected  with  the  fumes  of  burn- 
ing sulphur,  using  three  pounds  of  sulphur  for  every  thousand 
cubic  feet  of  air  space.    The  furniture  and  walls  should  then  be 
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washed  with  a  one  per  cent,  solution  of  chloride  of  lime,  a 
two  per  cent,  solution  of  carbolic  acid,  or  a  solution  of  corrosive 
sublimate,  1 — 1000  (four  ounces  to  a  gallon  of  water). 

The  Board  is  ready  in  all  cases  to  supervise  the  disinfection  of 
houses,  after  a  case  of  contagious  disease — whenever  requested. 
Inspectors  will  fumigate  all  tenements  in  which  deaths  from 
diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  or  small-pox  have  occurred.

Disposal  of  Waste  Material. 

The  disposal  of  waste  material  continues  to  be  a  source  of  anxiety 
and  annoyance  to  the  Board,  and  we  again  recommend  that  a 


I  "  4  " 
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public  service  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  the  same  be  or- 
ganized. At  present,  ashes  and  house-rubbish  are  mixed  with 
rags  and  refuse  of  ten-times  infected  with  disease,  carted  through 
the  public  streets,  in  public  truck-wagons,  and  all  unloaded  at  the 
public  dumps  where  all  is  picked  over  by  the  poor.  It  is  im- 
possible to  estimate  to  what  extent  our  contagious  diseases  are 
spread  in  this  way. 

Undoubtedly,  the  unsystematic  collection  and  disposal  of  old 
rags,  feather  bedding,  etc.,  must  be  considered  dangerous. 

Public  Baths. 

This  subject  has  been  called  to  your  attention  in  several  pre- 
vious reports.  All  the  ponds  near  the  city  have  become  too 
public  for  promiscuous  bathing,  and  the  police  authorities  have 
been  obliged  to  take  this  healthful  recreation  away  from  the 
people,  without  furnishing  the  substitute  of  well-managed  bath- 
houses. Bathing  at  the  lake,  in  the  more  frequented  places,  will 
also  have  to  be  forbidden  very  soon. 

Other  cities  have  for  many  years  supported  bath-houses  for 
both  sexes.  Boston  appropriated  $16,000,  and  employed  twelve 
men  and  seven  women  to  superintend  the  houses  in  1885,  and 
they  report  seven  hundred  and  sixty-two  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  thirty  men  and  boys  (762,730),  and  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven  thousand  and  thirty-five  (197,035)  women  and  girls,  making 
a  total  of  nearly  a  million  persons  who  used  the  houses. 

The  Parks-Commission  is  ready  and  willing  to  make  the  exper- 
iment of  maintaining  a  bath-house  at  the  lake,  if  the  necessary 
appropriation  is  made.  The  expense  of  the  trial  for  a  year 
would  be  about  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000). 

Plumbing  Ordinance. 

The  Plumbing  ordinance  has  been  in  force  throughout  the 
year,  and  on  the  whole  has  been  very  satisfactory.  The  charac- 
ter of  the  work  done  by  the  plumbers  has  been  in  advance  of 
that  of  previous  years.  There  is  still  room  for  improvement,  and 
the  Board  will  probably  ask  you  for  additional  legislation  during 
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the  year.  Thus  far  it  has  been  thought  advisable  to  use  some 
latitude  in  the  granting  of  licenses,  and  all  persons  who  could 
satisfy  the  Board  that  they  possessed  the  requisite  skill  and 
ability  to  do  honest  work  were  allowed  to  carry  on  the  plumbing 
business.  All  licenses  expire  February  1,  and  their  renewal  will 
depend  largely  on  the  character  of  the  work  done  by  their 
holders  during  the  year.

The  result  of  the  year's  work  is  very  gratifying,  and  the  com- 
munity is  growing  to  realize  more  and  more  the  value  of  improved 
sanitary  conditions  as  a  requisite  of  good  health.  The  people  are 
of  themselves  adopting  precautions  to  prevent  the  spread  of  con- 
tagious disease,  and  they  submit  willingly  to  the  annoyance  of 
disinfection,  and  the  quarantine  of  school  children. 

The  question  of  wakes  and  public  funerals  in  cases  of  con- 
tagious disease,  has  almost  ceased  to  trouble  the  Board.  Only  one 
case  has  occurred  during  the  year  which  required  official  inter- 
ference. 

'  In  this  connection  we  would  express  our  appreciation  of  the 
co-operation  we  have  received  in  this  class  of  cases  from  the 
physicians,  clergy  and  undertakers. 

The  Committee  on  Sewers  and  the  Superintendent  of  that 
Department  have  shown  good  judgment  in  the  extension  of  new 
sewers  and  have  at  all  times  been  ready  and  willing  to  co-operate 
with  the  Board  of  Health  in  the  improvement  of  unhealthy 
localities.  The  City  Marshal  and  members  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment have  rendered  us  valuable  assistance  in  the  discovery  and 
abatement  of  nuisances.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

CHIEF  ENGINEER 

OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


Chief  Engineer's  Office,  Fire  Dep't, 

Worcester,  January  1,  1887. 

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  the  Honorable  City  Council. 

Gentlemen  : — In  conformity  with  the  ordinance  prescribing 
the  duties  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  the  undersigned  has  the  honor 
of  herewith  submitting  his  Fourteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  con- 
dition and  operations  of  the  Fire  Department  during  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1886.  Incorporated  therein  will  be  found 
a  complete  manual  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Depart- 
ment, a  list  of  the  fires  and  alarms  of  fire  occurring  during  the 
year,  with  the  losses  occasioned  thereby  and  the  insurance 
thereon,*  a  detailed  statement  of  the  operations,  together  with 
such  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  the  exigency  of  the 
service  appears  to  demand. 

Manual  Force. 

The  manual  force  of  the  Department  was  increased  by  two 
permanent  men,  one  spare  driver  and  one  tillerman  for  truck 
No.  2,  early  in  the  year,  and  recently  by  two  companies  of  nine 
men,  eight  call  men  and  one  permanent  man  to  each  company, 
making  a  total  force  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  two  (152) ;  it  is  my 
opinion  now  as  it  was  a  year  ago  that  two  or  three  of  the  companies 
in  the  centre  of  the  City  should  have  their  permanent  force  in- 
creased by  three  men,  the  evidence,  which  was  then  presented  in

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support  of  this  recommendation  has  not  only  been  strengthened, 
but  has  been  increased  by  the  experience  of  the  last  twelve 
months.  The  rapid  growth  of  the  City  and  the  numerous  changes 
in  the  character  of  the  buildings  call  for  more  men.  The  call  of 
a  year  ago  was  urgent  from  the  centre  and  outskirts  alike.  The 
outskirts  have  received  attention.  The  centre  demands  it  this 
year  for  it  is  of  great  importance  that  men  should  be  ready  for 
service  as  soon  as  the  apparatus  arrives.  This  is  not  possible 
without  increasing  the  permanent  force. 

Apparatus. 

Two  new  combination  wagons  have  been  put  in  service  during 
the  year.  They  carry  2000  feet  of  hose,  256  feet  of  ladders.  One 
new  Hays  truck  has  also  been  added  to  the  service  and  although 
in  use  but  a  few  weeks  its  practical  workings  have  furnished 
abundant  evidence  of  its  value ;  we  are  still  without  a  ladder 
service  sufficient  to  meet  some  of  the  demands  which  may  pos- 
sibly arise  and  I  recommend  the  purchase  of  another  Hays 
truck  of  the  largest  size  at  an  early  day  the  coming  year,  and  also 
the  addition  of  another  Hose  wagon  to  be  built  to  carry 
ladders. 

Houses. 

Two  new  houses  have  been  built,  one  on  Cambridge  street, 
the  other  on  Woodland  street ;  the  Cambridge-street  house  is  a 
model  for  convenience  and  is  built  in  a  most  workmanlike  man- 
ner; the  Woodland-street  house  is  convenient  in  its  arrange- 
ment but  the  material  and  workmanship  are  not  satisfactory. 
During  the  present  year  I  recommend  that  the  house  now  occu- 
pied by  Hose  No.  5  be  disposed  of,  as  it  is  not  large  enough  for 
the  purpose  for  which  it  was  intended,  and  cannot  be  enlarged 
as  no  more  land  is  available.  A  house  should  be  constructed  in 
the  same  vicinity  large  enough  for  a  Hose  carriage  or  Hose 
wagon,  and  a  Hook  and  Ladder  truck  now  kept  at  the  Bigelow- 
court  house,  or  a  new  Hays  truck.  My  judgment  is  the  Hays  truck 
should^be  placed  in  that  locality  as  the  Head-quarters  House  is 
not  convenient  for  access  and  is  over-crowded  at  the  present 
time. 
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Chemical  Engines. 

The  chemical  engines  have  done  excellent  work  the  past  year, 
but  the  small  ones  of  the  Halloway  pattern  are  worn  out  and 
should  be  replaced,  as  I  do  not  consider  them  safe  for  further 
use  in  the  department.  The  use  of  the  small  chemical  engines  is 
of  great  value  as  it  reduces  the  loss  by  water ;  in  our  larger  cities 
while  a  full  supply  of  Steamers  and  other  apparatus  are  wisely  kept 
on  hand  for  cases  of  emergency,  which  are  sure  to  come  sooner 
or  later,  many  fires  are  extinguished  without  the  use  of  large 
volumes  of  water  to  leak  through  floors  and  destroy  costly  goods. 

The  Fire  Patrol. 

The  value  of  the  service  rendered  by  the  Fire  Patrol  is  fully 
recognized  by  the  public,  but  not  more  fully  than  by  this  De- 
partment.   It  was  never  more  efficient  than  at  present. 

The  New  Ordinance. 

In  its  practical  workings  this  new  ordinance  has  given  general 
satisfaction;  I  wish,  however,  to  again  call  your  attention  to  the 
need  of  a  new  building  ordinance,  and  to  ask  again  that  this 
matter  receive  early  attention.  More  can  be  done  to  prevent 
serious  fires  by  making  more  careful  provisions  for  the  govern- 
ment of  buildings  and  contractors,  and  every  year's  experience 
shows  that  this  work  has  already  been  too  long  delayed.  The 
lack  of  suitable  and  well-defined  restriction  leads  to  unnecessary 
and  disagreeable  complications,  is  an  injustice  to  those  who 
endeavor  to  build  with  a  view  to  the  prevention  of  serious  fires, 
and  discommodes  the  public.  Whether  the  builders  or  those 
who  are  supposed  to  be  responsible  for  the  character  of  the 
buildings  erected,  are  able  under  the  present  ordinance  to  equally 
determine  their  rights  and  duties,  every  year  of  delay  makes 
the  work  of  preparing  an  ordinance  more  difficult  and  increases 
the  chances  of  a  serious  conflagration. 
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Horses  of  the  Department. 

Early  in  the  season  the  horses  at  the  Prescott-street  house 
were  turned  out  to  pasture  and  a  new  and  heavy  pair  was  pur- 
chased to  draw  the  Hays  truck  which  was  located  at  that  house, 
those  formerly  used  there  being  too  light  for  the  heavy  truck, 
they  are  now  in  use  at  the  new  house  on  Cambridge  street  a 
new  horse  has  been  purchased  for  the  Woodland-street  house, 
and  the  horse  used  for  the  hose  wagon  of  Steamer  No.  1  has  been 
sold,  being  unfit  for  service,  and  a  new  horse  has  been  purchased 
in  his  place  ;  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  two  or  three  changes 
during  the  coming  year  that  this  part  of  the  service  may  be 
efficiently  maintained. 

Fire- Alarm  Service. 

During  the  past  year  the  Fire-Alarm  Telegraph  has  worked 
satisfactorily  to  all  and  is  to-day  in  thorough  repair  and  most 
efficient  working  order.  Every  station  from  which  an  alarm 
was  rung  in  worked  perfectly.  The  great  ice  storms  of  last 
winter  totally  disabled  the  service  for  one  or  two  days,  but  re- 
pairs were  promptly  made  and  the  inconvenience  was  as  slight 
as  possible.  The  damage  then  done  and  the  trouble  which  fol- 
lowed in  repairing  the  broken  wires,  with  other  experience, 
demonstrated  the  need  of  a  thorough  reconstruction  of  the 
system.  That  work  was  begun  and  has  been  continued  steadily 
throughout  the  year.  The  wires  have  been  transferred  from 
house-tops  to  poles  so  situated  that  the  wires  can  be  more  readily 
reached  in  case  repairs  are  necessary,  thus  reducing  the  cost  of 
maintenance  and  putting  the  wires  where  they  are  less  liable  to 
damage.  Although  the  condition  of  this  branch  of  the  service 
is  the  best  possible  endorsement  of  the  efficient  work  of  the 
superintendent  it  is  only  simple  justice  to  that  officer  that  his 
efficiency  should  receive  recognition  in  this.  It  would  be  a  very 
difficult  matter  to  designate  a  point  at  which  his  work  could  be 
improved.  1  recommend  that  provisions  be  made  for  an  addition 
of  eight  (8)  new  boxes  the  coming  year.  The  number  added  the 
past  year  is  six  (6).    I  also  desire  to  call  public  attention  to  the 
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use  of  the  Fire-Alarm  Telegraph  and  the  purposes  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment. The  Fire  Alarm  is  for  use  in  case  of  fire.  The  Fire 
Department  is  to  respond  to  alarms.  The  use  of  the  telephone 
and  the  increasing  custom  of  calling  one  company  is  incurring 
unnecessary  danger.  In  case  of  doubt  always  take  the  safe 
course  and  send  in  an  alarm.  Never  call  one  company  only, 
unless  sure  that  the  trouble  will  not  grow  to  be  serious.  It  is 
the  better  way  to  call  out  the  whole  Department  ten  times  for 
nothing  than  to  let  one  fire  get  even  a  few  minutes  headway. 
There  have  been  but  three  false  alarms  during  the  year.  Those 
I  believe  were  given  by  boys  more  through  curiosity  than  for 
mischief,  and  the  practice  of  keeping  keys  to  the  boxes  where 
they  are  accessible  is  working  satisfactorily.  For  a  detailed 
statement  I  refer  to  the  Report  of  the  Superintendent,  Charles 
M.  Mills. 

Hose  of  the  Department. 

During  the  past  year  3,200  feet  of  hose  have  been  purchased, 
1,800  feet  American  Jacket,  600  feet  of  Balanced  Woven,  and 
800  feet  of  Akron  rubber  hose.  In  the  coming  year  provision 
should  be  made  for  the  purchase  of  2,000  feet  that  the  new  com- 
panies may  be  better  equipped  for  service. 

Water  Service. 

It  is  very  necessary  that  early  provision  be  made  for  more 
hydrants.  The  long  distances  lines  of  hose  have  to  be  laid  in 
many  cases  causes  an  unnecessary  expense  which  can  be  avoided  by 
a  more  generous  policy  in  setting  hydrants,  and  which  will  also 
greatly  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  service  of  this  department. 
There  are  some  localities  which  are  not  properly  protected  where 
a  great  and  unnecessary  risk  is  being  seen  daily.  Foster  Street  is 
one  of  the  localities  which  should  receive  attention  without  delay, 
and  I  recommend  that  a  conference  be  held,  between  representa- 
tives of  the  Water  and  Fire  Departments,  that  the  matter  may 
receive  more  thorough  attention  in  the  future.  In  the  end,  I  am 
confident  that  it  would  result  in  an  annual  saving  in  the  cost  of 
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maintaining  the  Fire  Department  without  increasing  the  cost  of 
the  Water  Department  more  than  25  per  cent,  of  the  amount 
saved  to  the  Fire  Department. 

Fires  and  Insurance. 

The  number  of  fires  during  the  year  was:  box  alarms,  78; 
telephone,  12;  still,  112;  causing  a  loss  of  $124,894.43;  in- 
surance on  same  $647,800.00.  The  most  serious  of  these 
occurred  early  in  the  year  when  the  weather  was  very  cold  and 
severe,  and  the  wear  upon  the  apparatus  was  unusually  severe — 
on  wear  and  tear  of  hose  especially.  The  men,  too,  worked  to 
great  disadvantage,  but  they  did  their  work  faithfully  and  cheer- 
fully. It  is  exceeding  good  fortune  as  regards  loss  by  fire. 
Worcester  has  been  extremely  fortunate  in  this  respect,  but  never 
more  so  than  the  past  year,  taking  all  things  into  consideration. 
We  have  many  combustible  and  dangerous  localities,  and  they 
increase  from  year  to  year,  by  building  and  alterations  of 
our  many  wooden  and  ir  flammable  structures.  No  city  has 
material  for  large  fires  that  the  wooden  city  of  Worcester  has, 
and  it  is  certain  that  we  shall  not  always  be  as  well  favored  as 
we  have  been  the  past  years. 

Firemen's  Relief  Association. 

The  association  was  organized  in  1874  and  received  its  charter 
in  1878.  The  object  is  to  furnish  to  firemen  relief,  who  may  be  dis- 
abled or  in  any  manner  injured  while  doing  fire  duty.  The  Asso- 
ciation has  paid,  to  some  of  those  injured  during  the  year,  benefits. 
The  following  have  been  more  or  less  disabled  for  a  time  during 
the  past  year:  January,  1886,  William  Tyler,  Hose  No.  7 ;  David 
Boland,  Hose  No.  2 ;  Adam  Creelman,  Hook  and  Ladder  No.  1 ;

E.  Combs,  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department;  C.  F.  Finn,  Hose 
No.  6;  Geo.  Newton,  Hose  No.  4;  Oscar  Cerf,  Hose  No.  L 
July,  1886,  Walter  Sheldon,  Hook  and  Ladder  No.  1  ;  Elmer 
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Sweet,  Hose  No.  4 ;  William  L.  McLaughlin,  Hook  and  Ladder 
No.  1  ;  G-.  A.  McLeod,  Hose  No.  5.  August,  1886,  Augustus 
Harper,  Hook  and  Ladder  No.  1 ;  William  E.  Bancroft,  Steamer 
No.  1.  November,  1886,  Joseph  Bruso,  jr.,  Steamer  No.  2. 
The  many  substantial  recognitions  the  relief  association  has 
received  from  the  citizens  in  the  past  satisfy  the  officers  and 
members  that  it  has  earned  the  confidence  and  deserves  the  sup- 
port of  the  public,  and  I  trust  it  will  continue  if  properly  man- 
aged by  its  officers. 


Expenditures  of  the  Department. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  Department  was  $55,358.06, 
revenue,  $1,407.47;  for  a  detailed  statement  I  refer  you  to 
Auditor  Griffin's  report  of  the  finances  of  the  city — the  above 
amount  includes  the  purchase  of  the  new  apparatus  and  furnishing 
the  new  houses.  It  was  necessary  to  be  more  economical  in  some 
branches  of  the  service  than  would  be  prudent  another  year, 
because  of  the  damage  done  in  the  ice-storms  to  the  fire-alarm 
and  to  the  apparatus  in  the  serious  fires  early  in  the  year. 

Conclusion. 

The  general  condition  of  the  Department  is  excellent.  The 
men  are  not  only  interested,  but  enthusiastic  in  the  work.  They 
have  worked  together  harmoniously  and  efficiently,  under  the 
stimulus  of  a  friendly  spirit  of  rivalry  which  has  never  become 
petty  jealousy.  They  have  been  prompt  in  their  responses  to 
calls  for  service  and  always  ready  to  obey  instructions.  They 
have  attained  the  confidence  of  the  public  which  has  frequently 
found  generous  expression.  The  City  Council  has  always  lis- 
tened to  the  calls  of  the  Department  attentively  and  given  them 
prompt  attention.  The  Committee  on  Fire  Department  has  worked 
earnestly  for  the  success  of  the  Department  and  has  won  the 
gratitude  of  every  member  of  the  organization.  The  police  ser- 
vice has  been  excellent  at  fires,  and  the  Water  Department  has 
co-operated  cordially  with  us  in  all  the  work  of  the  department. 
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It  is  again  my  pleasure  to  return  official  and  individual  thanks  to 
all  the  officers  in  the  various  departments  in  the  city.  To  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen,  and  members  of  the  City  Council :  Gen- 
tlemen, you  have  an  efficient  Fire  Department,  and  I  trust  it  will 
receive  from  your  hands  the  coming  year  such  support  as  will 
keep  it  at  its  present  standard.

THIRTY-THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

COMMISSIONERS  OF  HOPE  CEMETERY, 

For  the  Year  1886. 


To  Hon.  Samuel  Winslow,  Mayor,  and  to  the  City  Council  of 
the  City  of  Worcester  : — 

The  extended  drive-ways  and  paths  necessary  to  give  access  to 
twenty-six  hundred  and  thirty-six  lots  owned  by  individual 
proprietors  and  extensive  portions  of  the  Cemetery  appropriated 
to  free  burials,  were  put  in  good  condition  after  the  storms  of 
Winter. 

They  have  been  kept  in  good  order  to  the  close  of  the  year. 
All  parts  of  the  Cemetery  were  carefully  raked  over  early  in  the 
season. 

In  the  Winter  a  heavy  growth  of  wood  was  cleared  from  about 
five  acres  of  land  and  considerable  grubbing  done.  The  land  is 
now  ready  for  grading. 

Twelve  hundred  loads  of  muck  were  carted  from  the  swamp, 
at  such  times  as  the  work  could  be  done,  for  another  year's  use. 

Fifty-three  lots  were  graded,  turfed  and  corner-stones  set,  at 
the  cost  of  $1,486. 

One  hundred  and  ninety-one  lots  were  graded  and  laid  out. 
They  are  ready  for  sale. 

Sixty-three  lots  that  have  corner  posts  set  and  are  turfed  are 
ready  for  sale. 

The  Commissioners  prefer  to  have  all  lots  turfed  before  they 
are  sold. 

The  plan  adopted  some  years  ago  of  having  all  work  in  the 
Cemetery  performed  by  the  foreman  and  his  men  has  been  con- 
tinned. 
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One  hundred  and  twenty-three  lots  were  graded  for  individual 
owners. 

Eight  hundred  and  seventy-one  were  taken  care  of  through 
the  year. 

Foundations  were  laid  for  32  monuments  and  78  tablets. 
Three  hundred  and  eighty-eight  graves  were  dug. 
For  these  four  items  there  was  received  $5,546  01 

And  uncollected  bills  amount  to  678  56 


Total  for  work  and  materials  from  proprietors,    $6,224  57 

New  Tomb. 

The  City  Council  appropriated,  last  Spring,  Five  Thousand 
Dollars  for  a  receiving  tomb. 

The  Commissioners  unanimously  agreed  that  it  was  not  best 
to  build  in  connection  with  the  old  one,  there  not  being  room  in 
the  locality  it  occupied. 

They  selected  the  most  available  place  in  the  Cemetery,  and 
have  built  a  new  one,  using  the  materials  from  the  old  one  as  far 
as  was  practicable. 

It  is  in  three  sections,  each  apartment  is  18ft.  x  36ft.,  giving 
four  times  as  much  room  as  was  in  the  old  one. 

Excavating,  grading,  moving  of  the  old  tomb  and  laying  of 
the  inside  stone  walls  was  done  by  the  men  and  teams  usually 
employed  in  the  Cemetery. 

The  sum  expended,  as  shown  by  accompanying  statement,  has 
been  $5,546.10. 

There  is  iron  work  for  racks  on  which  to  place  coffins,  not  yet 
completed. 

The  old  tomb  built  in  the  year  1872  cost  $4,345.07. 

The  extra  expenditure  above  the  appropriation  will  be  from 
the  funds  of  the  Cemetery,  and  will  be  fully  returned  by  the  in- 
creased value  of  the  land  that  was  occupied  by  the  old  tomb. 

The  tomb  is  found  to  meet,  in  all  particulars,  the  purposes  for 
which  it  was  built. 

Three  hundred  and  eighty-eight  burials  were  made ;  forty-nine 
were  free. 
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One  hundred  and  thirteen  lots  were  sold  for  $5,369.00,  being 
the  largest  number  ever  sold  in  one  year.  Fifteen  to  eighteen 
men  and  three  horses  were  employed. 

The  increasing  demand  for  lots  and  burial  places,  the  small 
quantity  of  available  land  belonging  to  the  cemetery,  the  irregu- 
larity and  inconvenience  of  its  boundary  lines,  and  the  condition 
of  surrounding  territory,  fully  convince  the  Commissioners  that 
the  recommendation  of  His  Honor  the  Mayor  in  his  inaugural 
address,  relating  to  Hope  Cemetery,  should  be  considered  by  the 
City  Council  at  an  early  day. 

We  annex  to  our  Report  the  valuation  of  property  at  Hope 
Cemetery,  a  statement  of  expenditures  on  the  tomb,  the  balance 
sheet  of  Commissioners'  account,  and  the  City  Treasurer's  state- 
ment of  his  receipts  and  payments  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30th> 
1886,  and  of  the  several  balances  carried  forward  on  the  books 
of  the  Treasurer.

To  the  Honorable  City  Council. 

Gentlemen  : — In  compliance  with  the  City  Ordinances,  Chap- 
ter 48,  Section  3, 1  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report 
of  the  condition  of  the  Public  Buildings,  the  amount  expended 
for  repairs,  and  the  cost  of  the  construction  of  new  buildings  and 
land  purchased,  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30th,  1886. 

City  Hall. 

The  rooms  vacated  by  the  removal  of  the  Central  District 
Court  and  the  Police  Department  have  been  reconstructed  and 
utilized  for  additional  office  room ;  the  City  Engineer,  Superin- 
tendent of  Sewers  and  the  Board  of  Assessors,  having  offices  in 
the  rooms  vacated  by  the  Court,  the  City  Clerk  and  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Buildings  taking  the  rooms  formerly  occupied 
by  the  City  Treasurer,  the  Treasurer  taking  the  rooms  left  vacant 
by  the  removal  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  the  City  Marshal, 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  having  the 
offices  vacated  by  the  City  Engineer,  the  Auditor  retaining  his 
old  room  and  having  the  room  formerly  used  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Overseers  of  the  Poor,  the  Water  Office  being  enlarged  by  the 
taking  of  the  room  formerly  occupied  by  the  Auditor,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Highways  and  City  Messenger  retaining  their  old 
offices,  the  Inspector  of  the  Board  of  Health  having  the  office  for- 
merly used  by  the  Assistant  Marshals.
